Don’t suppose his ancient heri- 
tage, traced back to the Aryan 
migrations from central Asia into 
continental Europe, has upset his 
equilibrium or made him cold to 
family ‘ife. Quite the contrary. 
While the Great Pyrenees paired 
with the shepherd in the day-by- 
day task of caring for the flocks 
and in guarding them on the long 









stretches of grasslands high in 
the Pyrenean mountains, his fi- 
delity and devotion to man were 
being developed to a high degree. 
So deep is this mutual under- 
standing that Pyrenees fanciers 
will tell you how it begins to be 
evident at a very early age. 

And strangely enough, the 
Great Pyrenees still remembers 
his sheepherding days. A trip 
through the cattle country last 
summer proved this to the owners 
of one of our large Eastern ken- 
nels. Each time a herd was 
sighted, there was a perceptible 
feeling among the dogs that they 
should do something about it. 
The lessons the Great Pyrenees 
learns or inherits are long re- 
membered.

protector for the youngsters. 
He'll romp with them for hours; 
can easily be persuaded to pull 
a wagon or a sled, and will 
stretch out quietly beside them 
when the fun is over. He is a 
fearless, amiable companion, with 
an extremely keen sense of faith- 
fulness and devotion. 

Although the Great Pyrenees 
is a dog of immense size (when 
matured his weight runs from 
ninety to over a hundred pounds) 
he requires no more than the 
ordinary care we would give dogs 
of other breeds. Daily grooming 
is all that is necessary to keep 
his white, weather-resisting coat 
in the best of condition. Breeders 


pay much attention to the sound- 
ness and stamina of their Great 
Pyrenees stock, and as a result 
the breed is particularly hardy 
and vigorous. 

When the American Kennel 
Club recognized the Great Pyre- 
nees in 1933, only thirteen dogs 
were registered. Six years later, 
the figure had topped the hun- 
dred mark. At shows—in obedi- 
ence competition and in breed 
judging—the Great Pyrenees has 
been gaining new admirers among 
professional dog people. He has 
been making new friends, too, 
among those who want a dog for 
children, a guard on a country 
place, or a companion for long 
walks or rides on horseback.

around us. There are undoubtedly houses and apartments in 
your town that express this same spirit. But you may not have 
recognized the signs, since by its very definition, “Twentieth 
Century Colonial” looks familiar to our eyes, and the opposite 
of flashy and strange. 

Things that are familiar are harder to see. So though this 
thing has been happening all around each of us, it is easy to 
miss. The very fact that it is hard to recognize, that our eyes 
look at it without shock or surprise, is proof that it ts right and 
really ours, and not an artificiality with which we are trying to 
veneer ourselves. 

The fact that we have seen homes that express this spirit, in 
lesser or greater degrees, straight across the country from Miami 
to Seattle, proves the universality of this trend. To eyes trained

to interpreting even small straws in the wind, this new spirit was discernible four 
and five years ago. Each year signs of it have grown, until now, whole houses, 
inside“and out, express our coming of age... this flowering-into-maturity of our 
contemporary American home culture. 

Another sign of its rightness is that the average man feels comfortable and at 
home with it. And that couldn’t be said for many of the home furnishing and 
architectural fashions that have come and gone. Our men folk don’t rationalize 
these things, but they are pretty good* critics just the same. 

In addition to this house, we present on pages 20 to 25 two other houses, winners 
in House Beautirut’s Small House Competition, which show variations of this 
same trend. Study them all. Then look around you. You'll find plenty of examples 


—perhaps even in your own home.

HE Norris Goffs (he’s Abner of “Lum and Abner”) told 
architect L. C. Scherer they wanted a country home that 
7 would have a feeling of friendliness and that would create a 
\ desire to relax. They said they wanted it to have a light and 
free atmosphere, without stuffiness or cuteness. 
They told their decorator, Tom Douglas, that they wanted 
a farmhouse, furnished so informally that their children would 
not have to be reared in a nursery, but could live all over the house. They said they did 
not want the “usual,” that they wanted to entertain a lot, that they wanted everything as 
up-to-date as possible. 





What they got is shown on these pages. All furniture is pine, all hangings are conven- 
tional chintz, all carpeting is rag-rug, or string. Most of the furniture is Early American, 
but some is Modern. The overall result is extremely easy to live with or look at, which is 
what really counts. The house is up-to-date in the most Modern sense of the word, yet it 
is primarily Connecticut Colonial in its materials, textures and shapes. If that seems like 
an impossible contradiction, take our word, it isn’t. It’s “Twentieth Century Colonial!” 
And it’s here to stay. For it is not a fashion or fad, but a basic style that historians will 
call a Period. Many fashions and fads will undoubtedly flourish within this new Period of 
ours. Some people will mistreat it, and others will work with it gloriously. It will be ex- 
ecuted with many materials and many forms, as it already has. But it will always be our 
expression of the American standard of living in the 20th century. So watch it. It means 
freedom for all of us, to live as beautifully and comfortably as we want. Watch for it in 
future issues of House BEAUTIFUL for we'll be presenting the best examples we can find.

1. It has an open, flowing feeling inside—with big 
rooms, and rooms that flow together with big openings 
between. It can either be one-story or two-stories, but 
is oftener low and rambling. 


2. It uses higher ceilings, with none of the pushed- 
down-on-your-head feeling of authentic Early Ameri- 
can. 

3. It uses big, big windows, with 6 to 10 times more 
glass area than our ancestors would have dared use, 
on account of their poor heat. It permits corner ar- 
rangements of windows and exciting picture windows. 
Consequently, it is brighter and more cheerful. 
4. Because it is more spacious inside than its fore- 
runners, it permits more comfortable furniture, and 
especially bigger scale seating. It likewise invites 
more comfortable furniture groupings. 


Early American Colonial 


1. It uses homey, comfortable materials, that have 
been in our vernacular of home-making for genera- 
tions—calico, rag rugs, roughhewn beams, tongue and 
groove boarding, chintz, organdy curtains, lovely 
stone work. 

2. It uses familiar accessories inherited from our 
forefathers, of copper and pewter and painted tin. 
It calls for the display of quaint old china and glass, 
and lets us be proud of all our cultural inheritances. 
3. It glorifies the fireplace—making it occupy whole 
walls, putting one in every room, making them func- 
tional enough to barbecue in. 

4. Both inside and out, it is unpretentious and un- 
assuming, free from either stuffiness or cuteness.

conventions, and experiments. From such experiments as this house, built for Ross 
Bellah by the firm of Ross Bellah and Carl Anderson, Studio City, Cal., designers, 


and awarded first prize in the Smaller House Class, a unique home resulted. In fact, 








this house was considered so extreme that no lending agency would consider it a sound 
risk. No contractor would figure its cost. But as you study it, you will see that it has 
great livability, adaptability to all kinds of weather, and imparts that sense of open-

The next best thing to living outdoors 


. . . is, of course, living indoors in an outdoor manner. And that’s exactly what 
the Bellahs do, because they planned their house that way. Says Mr. Bellah: 
“We wanted terraces for sunbathing and breakfasting in the morning sun, a fish 
pond with running water, a not-too-large garden and an outdoor fireplace. We 
wanted large glass areas (sheltered from the high sun by wide overhanging eaves) 
which would slide part way open on warmish days and be entirely removable 
when the mercury climbed high. We eliminated all curtains and venetian blinds 
and achieved privacy—even on a narrow city lot—by the arrangement of the plan 
and by use of translucent glass at exposed points. We get filtered sunlight through 
bamboo shades hung outside at the eaves, and we oriented the house to provide 
both sun and shade in all seasons. Because we wanted an unpretentious house, we 
used simple materials simply. We had no intention of redecorating every year, so 
we built with those materials—such as plywood on the walls—which would in- 
crease in beauty through the years. We laid a concrete-slab floor to give a feeling 
of continuity between terrace and house and we covered it with a grass matting 
that is resistant to the wear and tear of our small daughter’s feet and brings into 





} the house the freshness of spring.” 

What the judges said: This is a superb solution of the very-small-lot problem. 
The owners enjoy complete privacy because the house is placed to one side of the 
lot and the car-port screens it from the street. Exceptionally good is the arrange- 
ment for making the main rooms part of the garden, and vice versa.

HAT they got is a “Cape Codder” that shows just a tiny symptom of that trend we talked 

about on pages 16 to 19—that new American design spirit we are calling “Twentieth Century 
Colonial.” It’s only a gentle leaning in the direction of modern thinking, we agree, but it is a straw 
in the wind nevertheless. We should like the I. D. Larkins, owners, of Lexington, Mass., to tell you 
in their own words what they consider the most important features of the house. 

“We think that the outstanding feature of our house is the unusual angle of the garage, which 
makes a sheltered nook for flowers and for sitting in the sun. The house and terrace nook were 
skillfully placed so as to be in the shade of the elm in summer, but not so shaded in winter.” 

There you have it! Modern thinking, about orientation and the like, while still retaining the 
tried and true shapes and forms of our ancestors. It’s being done right in the heart of New Eng- 
land, by famous architects like Royal Barry Wills, a leading exponent of traditional architecture. And 
it looks completely at home, “situated right in the lap of Early American History.” 

To families with restricted budgets the house is especially interesting because it costs only $4900, 
and possesses the ability to grow. A finished attic for future bedrooms, a downstairs playroom 
will come later. Turn to last page for the materials specifications.

Best part of the story is told by Mrs. Eric Hodgins, the owner, who 
deserves much of the credit for the arrangement of the house, 
according to the designers.

POOR LIVING 
CONDITIONS 


DURING THE EMERGENCY 


By Stanley Schuler 
Buildings Editor 


House BEAUTIFUL presents a last-minute, “stop-the-presses” 
survey of the building materials field, which shows con- 
clusively that there are still many things you can do during 
the emergency to make your house a better place in which 
to live. Despite a shortage of many metals, we have found 
that there are sufficient materials available to enable you 
to make a great number of important improvements to your 
house. Such basic materials as lumber, cement, brick, plaster. 
wallboards, glass and roofing are plentiful and will con- 
tinue to be plentiful. Only those materials made, all or in 
part, of metal are scarce. But good alternative materials do 
exist in most cases. 

Of course, the situation as presented in the accompanying 
chart on these pages and pages 60 and 61 will change. Some 
materials may become more plentiful. Others may become 
unobtainable. But we believe this chart to be right, as of 
November 17th, and we predict that the conditions shown 
therein will probably continue for the first four months of 
1942. If you have trouble finding any of the things we say 
are available, it is because you have not “shopped around.” 
For though one dealer, or one manufacturer, may be out of 
stock, it does not mean that that is a typical condition. 

We hope that this relatively rosy picture will encourage 
you to go ahead quickly and carry out these improvements 
you have been planning and dreaming about. For many 


materials now available cannot be guaranteed as indefinitely 


available. True, you cannot go out and build a new house. 
unless you live in one of the 275 defense areas. or unless 
your building supply dealer actually has the materials on 
hand or on order. But you can, very definitely. make the 
house you now occupy a more attractive, more convenient. 
more comfortable home. 

Read our chart, and you'll see why you don’t have to-re- 
sign yourself to poor living conditions—at least not yet.

has to grow them. So House BEAUTIFUL asked Dorothy Jenkins to work out actual plant- 
ing plans which could be adapted to the uses of the new annuals our jury recommended 
on the two preceding pages.

Now Mrs. Lang’s reputation has spread through 
the whole middle-west, and to many of the most 
discriminating homes in the East and the far West, 
thanks to the three cookbooks she compiled. Women 
who have never laid eyes on her, but who have a 
flair with food themselves, talk about her like art 
critics talk about a Picasso painting. With our own 
ears we have heard a woman from New York and 
a woman from Dallas talk about the Lang menu 
psychology like a pair of musicians analyzing 
counterpoint. 

Herein lies a secret of the Lang fame. She has 
never treated recipes separately, but as things to 
compose menus with. Her cookbooks are not recipe 
books. They are menu books. For she thinks it is 
the relation of foods, eaten together, that make 
famous meals. 

This idea, which is certainly not news to any 
accomplished hostess, grew from her own enter- 
taining. Like all good housekeepers, she had an ear 
for praise and an eye for dishes that merited it.

scrapbook grew slowly. The Langs traveled abroad extensively, 
and she did her sight-seeing in kitchens instead of cathedrals. 


She wangled her way into the inner culinary sanctums of the 
best hostelries of the world, kept a close watch and jotted down 
each ingredient. So by the old reliable method of taste and test, 
Mrs. Lang’s group of menus and recipes grew so large that she 
had difficulty keeping her notes in order. 

Then came her bright idea. To her husband she said, “I think 
Vl write a cookbook and sell it to my friends. They are always 
asking me how I fix this or that, which is a nuisance all around. 
Not an orthodox cookbook, but one that does the meal planning 
too, with my choicest hand picked recipes arranged in menu 
form. How about it?” 

“Nothing doing. You’d never be able to assemble the material 
properly, and, what’s more important, no publisher would want 
it because it only has a local appeal. And it would take a sub- 
tantial sum of money to print it yourself.” 

“Not so much. I talked to a printer who said he could bind 
and print a thousand copies for a dollar apiece. Then Id sell 
each book for $3.00, and make—.” 

“Did it occur to you that a dollar apiece adds up to a thou- 
sand dollars? You had better come down to earth and start 
trying to save money, instead of thinking up fool ways to throw 
it away.” 

This was in 1930 when stocks had tumbled and confidence 
with them. Certainly no time to speak lightly of $1000. 

So what? Well, her husband’s very lack of enthusiasm made 
her all the more anxious to prove herself right. Fathers have 
a way of being more sympathetic than husbands, and hers 
stepped forward and offered to finance the printing of the book. 

“It came as something of a shock to find myself with no ob- 
stacles ahead. I bought a second hand typewriter, and with one 
finger pounded out “page one. . .. Choice Menus and Recipes.” 
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The first printing was a thousand copies, making a sizable 
package when it arrived at the house. Not a dime was available 
for advertising and the pile of books seemed mountainous. Word 
of mouth comment, spiced with compliments, started the ball. 
The book had been published in June and by September the 
original stake was repaid in full. Few businesses could boast as 
good a record in those dark depression days. 

“Both index and spelling in that first edition were terrible, 
but now that I look back on the way it was assembled it seems 
remarkable that there weren’t dozens of serious mistakes. There 
were a few, though, and as you can imagine frank friends de- 
lighted in pointing them out. You know what I mean, some one 
would call and say ‘Didn’t you mean to put any baking powder 
in the biscuit recipe, Gladys?’ when they knew the amount as 
well as I did! It was a good thing though, because I made all 
necessary corrections in long hand before I'd let a copy leave 
the house. My maid, Addie, who did most of the testing and a 
lot of suggesting was invaluable and I gave her a share of the 
profits.” 

Orders began to come in from different parts of the country 
to swell the local sale. A second printing (no mistakes this 
time!) and then a third. Meanwhile a second book was in the 
making and was introduced at a strategic moment. Clever uses 
for left-over food, two course family dinners, and luncheon 
menus were featured with equal success. Her last book “Com- 
plete Menus,” which is fresh material (Continued on page 73)

EDROOMS seem to be bugaboos. At least to the irritated 

people who pour out their hearts and ask us what to do. 
Closets are never big enough or numerous enough. And not 
enough drawers exist in the average dresser or bureau to take 
care of all those costume ensembles which modern women so 
gleefully accumulate. And you can hardly line up a solid flank 
of bureaus without its being both expensive and homely. 

The cure is to build in storage facilities. The simplest, most 
obvious way is to create a bed niche by building out from 
the existing walls, and installing drawers, cupboards or closets 
in the space created by the niche. There are four examples of 
this principle on these pages. But the possibilities are un- 
limited. By so doing you really kill two birds with one stone, 
for the room seems less crowded when the bed recedes. 

Another cure is to build a whole new wall of closets, cup- 
boards and shelves along a present wall. Pictures 4, 6, 7 and 
8 show this principle. Doing this cuts down your floor space 
of course, but you will gain from 7 to 8 cubic feet of storage 
space for every one square foot of area lost! Don’t fail to 
make use of the space in your dormers (see picture 5), or 
the space hidden under a deep-pitched roof. Take advantage 
of every opportunity and we'll wager you can double your 
present storage space.

HOW TO KEEP THEM 


HE Master of the House doesn’t need to be 

a jack-of-all-trades. But he should definitely 
be master of the house.

Ne comes the parade of the Dahlia hopefuls 
from which next fall’s House BEAUTIFUL 
Futurity medal winners will be selected. So get 
out your pencils and your catalogues and be 
ready to take notes. 

But before we present the list, what about the 
1942 competition? And how are you who are 
just swinging into your Dahlia stride going to 
get your shot at a medal? 


Three medals are awarded—gold for win- 
ners in national and regional shows; silver in 
state and state-regional shows; bronze in local 
shows. They are offered by us upon written re- 
quest of show program committees. 


Anyone may compete provided he enters in 
a sponsoring show a vase containing six blooms 
of any of the varieties in the following list, or 
six blooms of any combination of varieties in 
accordance with the show’s rules. 


Any nominated Dahlia may win. So if you 
like the miniatures or the poms better than the 
giants, go to it. A year ago a miniature came 
within an ace of sweeping the honors the country 
over. So you see how far they’ve come. 


Keep this list. Show secretaries may have 
duplicates by asking for them, but no Dahlia 
not on the list will be eligible for the Futurity. 
The list is subdivided by types, each name fol- 
lowed by that of the introducer.

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WEST—January is the time for first seeds ... for 


Rose care .. . for Fuchsias, among other things 


ANUARY is one of the few months when western gardeners 

may be either industrious or inert—except, of course, that 
the Rose garden must be attended to right now, and evergreen 
trees and shrubs must be transplanted, and the Dahlias and 
Chrysanthemums that bloomed in the fall must be cut back, 
and the perennials are better separated and transplanted than 
at most other times, and a good deal of seed catalogue reading 
must be done. But seeds of annuals and some perennials may 
be planted or not. Lilies may be set out, and it’s not too late 
(though it soon will be) to put in some Crocus and Tulips for 
spring blossoms. And with everything at its greenest, this is a 
good time to do a bit of lawn renovating. 

Personally, I like to get some mud on my boots, and January 
is the ideal month for that! 


= 


Seed planting at New Year’s. No doubt about it, January 
seed-planting takes on an added fillip if your equipment in- 
cludes not only clean seed flats and well-lightened soil, but 
also the page of your morning newspaper that lists weather 
conditions in the major cities of the United States. There’s 
nothing mean about it, but how much warmer the sun feels 
if they’re having snow and ice back there! In the open ground 
this month you may plant Sweet Peas, Clarkia, Godetia, 
Linaria, the golden California Poppy and the Shirley Poppy; 
Sand Verbena, Gilia, Sweet Alyssum, Nemophila, Mignonette 
and wild-flower mixtures. 

Except in the south, better use flats to start Calendula, Cen- 
taurea, Wallflowers, the annual Chrysanthemums, Lupine. 
Scabiosa, Schizanthus, though in a favorable season they, too, 
will germinate in the open ground. But surely put Aquilegia, 
the annual Larkspur, Phlox and Snapdragon in flats, and make 
haste to get your Delphinium hybrids planted if you neglected 
to put them in as soon as they were ripe last summer, which 
would have guaranteed the strongest germination. I know no 
other seed that so soon loses the urge to grow.

(ix the inexperienced eastern gardener considers January 
a “nothing-to-do” month, as it is really the time of prepara- 
tion for the entire year’s garden campaign. Every move, change 
and new undertaking is to be planned in detail. Supplies and 
materials of all kinds should be studied up and ordered. Study 
your record of 1941 garden activities—planting dates, seasons 
of bloom and frost, performance in growth, what fertilizers 
used, quantities. All this is of value in improving work of all 
kinds from year to year. It is an unfailing and sometimes un- 
comfortable proof of whether the trend of effort means prog- 
ress or a slipping back. Determine to plan the garden before 
the end of the month. before you order a packet of seed or a 
plant or a shrub. Send for the catalogues early this year. In 
these days, late comers may in some cases find themselves on 
the losing end of supplies. 


Mind the indoor chores. There is little use in expecting 
success with house plants unless constant care can be given 
them—removing brown foliage, digging up the earth in the 
pots with a three tined fork, washing pots, tying Ivy, water- 
ing, moving the plants around so that the leggy ones are hidden 
Wes ola

behind bushy foliage. The most difficult plants to keep free 
of the sucking green aphis are the sweet-scented leaved Gera- 
niums, or Pelargoniums to speak exactly. Spraying is an end- 
less task. But get the nicotine liquid under all the fine leaves. 
I have been dousing the whole mass of foliage in a pail of 
water, keeping the soil in the pot in place by means of the 
covers which are used over dishes in the refrigerator. A large 
sized cover slips over the pot from the bottom and is easily 
held together closely around the plant stems. The process works 


and is simpler than spraying. 


Continue the outdoor check-up. On all possible days I get 
out to the garden to inspect the status of the covering. See 
that the soil loosened by thaws around any plants or newly 
set trees is refirmed around them. Good sized stones placed 
on a heaving area will discourage such tendency. Sunny days 
bring out life in the rock garden unless it is snow bound, and 
a close watch is needed to be certain that the surface soil has 
not been washed away from the (Continued on page 79)

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How to Raise the Nap of Mohair Pile Upholstery How to Cure Mild Basement Dampness 








Mild cases of basement dampness can be cured by painting 
walls and floors with a compound whose base is rubber. This 
will work only when the dampness is no more serious than to be 
classifiable as “atmospheric” or the smelly kind that is moldy 
and dank. If water is actually present in your basement, either 
in the form of trickles or as drops on the walls, then a more 
serious cure is required than a rubber-base paint. So properly 
diagnose your trouble before going ahead. 


Raising the nap of mohair pile upholstery is comparable to 
raising the pile of velvet. The principle is to make the pile limp 
by dampness and to brush it up while it is in this condition. 
One way is to lay a cloth that has been wrung out of very hot 
water over the area in question. Leave it on 5 to 10 minutes. 
After removing, and while still damp, brush the pile against the 
direction of the nap. When dry, brush again, this time with the 
direction of the nap.

How to Remove Paint Spatters How to Protect Wallpaper From Spotting

ON FURNITURE 

ON WINDOWS: Paint spatters on windows can more easily 
be removed if the paint is fairly new. Apply turpentine to a small 
piece of cotton, rub over paint spot till softened. Then scrape up 
carefully with a straight-edged razor or a sharp knife. (If tur- 
pentine is not available, a little water rubbed over the spot will 
help to soften it before using the razor.) NEVER TRY REMOV- 
ING DRY PAINT WITH RAZOR as glass may be scratched.

If you have used wallpaper in locations that require it to take 
a beating, such as in kitchens, bathrooms, nurseries and the like, 
then you will want to give it a coating which will make it im- 
pervious to water, dirt and grime.

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How To Wax Painted Woodwork 





Waxing painted woodwork is one of the most effective means of 
preserving the surface and easing the housewives’ burden. For 
once the surface has been waxed, it can be cleaned by daily 
dusting and occasionally wiping a damp cloth over it. Waxing 
is especially advantageous for window sills, for painted trim in 
children’s rooms, for painted work surfaces, for any surface that 
has to “take it.” Fingermarks and spots wipe off waxed surfaces 
easily. 


Fabric lampshades that are sewed (not glued) to their frames 
can be washed if you use reasonable care. Painted silk shades 
or those with appliqué ornaments should not be washed. Shades 
that have any gluing in their construction cannot be washed, but 
should be sent to the dry-cleaner. Shades made of fabrics that 
are known to shrink when wet, such as chintz, linen, etc., cannot 
be washed, either. The fact that shades are pleated does not 
affect their ability to be washed. 
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PROCEDURE: Apply with a brush, like other paints. Surfaces 
must be absolutely dry at the time it is applied. That is why 
winter months are a good time to apply this paint, since base- 
ments are usually driest at this time. Once it is on properly, there 
is supposed to be nothing to fear from moisture. 


Of course, if the floor or wall has cracks, or if masonry joints 
are open, they should be repaired before this coating is brushed 
on. If the dampness is due to water pressure, no coating of any 
kind will give protection from this. But if the dampness is due 
to capillary attraction, say the makers of this material, it will not 
be affected. The paint dries hard enough to walk on in a few 
hours, when drying conditions are good. It comes ready-mixed, 
a gallon covers from 300 to 400 square feet. Colors: black, white, 
tile red, stone gray, green, blue, brown and concrete gray. 
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PROCEDURE: Coat the wallpaper with a colorless wallpaper 
wax that protects the surface so that smudges, stains, finger- 
marks, and dirt can be removed with a damp cloth. Spread a 
thin coat on with a pad of cheesecloth. You can polish it when 
dry, to get a slight sheen, or leave it as it is for a dull effect. 
One application should be all that is needed for the life of the 
paper, but if there is excessive moisture or abuse, a second coat 
will be necessary later. 


Another method is to coat the paper with clear lacquer. If 
red or yellow is present in your paper, test an inconspicuous 
spot with the lacquer first, as these colors sometimes run. Both 
of these treatments may darken the paper very, very slightly. 
They are best used when new paper is applied. We recommend 
you try coating a small piece of the paper off the roll first.

Another variation of the method given is to hold a warm iron 
over the damp cloth until it is dry, taking care not to press the 
iron against the cloth or the upholstery. Then brush in the same 
manner. 


Shampooing mohair pile upholstery. This is the only type of 
pile upholstery fabric which can safely be shampooed by an ama- 
teur. In general, the procedure is the same as that described 
on another “Housekeeping Recipe” this month, except that, while 
it is still damp, brush fabric with a whisk broom against the pile. 
When it is dry, then, brush with the direction of the nap. As 
with all-shampooing of upholstery, take extreme care to see that 
the filling does not get damp. 


ON MIRRORS: The same procedure applies on mirrors as on 
windows, except that a dull-edged knife should be used after the 
spot has been softened. Work carefully so that no turpentine falls 
on the frame or elsewhere. 


ON FURNITURE: Paint spots caused by one piece of painted 
furniture rubbing against one with a wood finish may be removed 
by applying a small amount of denatured alcohol to a piece. of 
cotton, and then working it very rapidly and firmly over the spot. 
Follow this immediately with a bit of furniture polish, rubbing 
in well, with the grain of the wood. (Only fresh spots can be 
removed in this way.) 
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PROCEDURE: Before washing remove as much of the surface 
dirt as possible with a soft brush. Make a soapy, sudsy solution 
of lukewarm water and mild soap flakes which are completely 
dissolved. If the top or bottom edges seem especially dirty, dip 
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PROCEDURE. Clean the painted surface thoroughly. Then ap- 
ply either a liquid wax or a self-polishing wax. The self-polishing 
wax film is thinner and not as hard as the liquid wax film and 
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has to be renewed more frequently. 


Liquid wax: Apply a thin coat in even strokes with a soft 
lintless cloth (made into a pad) or an applicator. Allow to dry 
thoroughly (20 minutes or longer). Then rub vigorously until a 
lustrous, hard surface is attained. A second coat of wax will pro- 
duce a harder, more resistant surface. 


Self-polishing wax: Apply a coat of wax in long, even strokes 
with a lintless cloth (made into a pad) or an applicator. This will 
dry to a nice glossy finish. (Renew often as the coating is a 
thin one.) 


a soft brush in the soapy solution you will have ready and scrub 
these places in the beginning. Then dip the entire shade up and 
down in the soapy solution until it becomes clean. Avoid brush- 
ing, but whisk it through the suds to force suds through the silk. 
It is necessary to have a deep and big container to do this. Rinse 
three or four times by dipping up and down in clear, warm water. 
DRY QUICKLY, as slow drying will cause the wire frame to 
rust and spoil the shade. If possible, use an electric fan to fa- 
cilitate rapid drying. Turn shade while drying (up and down, 
and from side to side) so it will dry evenly. WARNING: Fast 
drying is essential, but keep away from artificial heat or sun. 
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MOTHPROOFING \ 


Washable woolen articles, such as sweaters, blankets, etc., may 
be mothproofed with the aid of a mothproofing compound which 
is added to the last rinsing water. Blankets and sweaters must 
be rinsed two or three times first to insure complete removal of 
soap which clings to fibers. But once the mothproofing compound 
has been applied, those-fibers will no longer be attractive to the 
moth—at least not until article is washed again.

Removing Grease 





From Upholstered Furniture 


Use any of the commercial grease-spot removers, or carbon 
tetrachloride; to remove fresh grease spots from upholstered fur- 
niture. But before you begin, examine the overall soil of the 
fabric. Make sure that you aren’t going to clean away not only 
the grease spot, but a lot of other things as well, leaving a 
clean “ring,” which will be even more conspicuous than the spot. 
IF THE FABRIC IS WASHABLE YOU CAN SHAMPOO THE 
SPOT WITH SOAPLESS LATHER.

7 UPHOLSTERY 


An amateur may shampoo flat-surfaced upholstery fabrics such 
as washable glazed chintz, linen, tapestry, etc., if the fabric is 
colorfast. Test a small, inconspicuous spot for color-fastness, be- 
fore you begin. DON’T ATTEMPT TO SHAMPOO ANY PILE 
FABRIC—EXCEPT MOHAIR. Use either a commercial soapless 
lather, or a home-made one, made by dissolving '/2 c. mild soap 
in 1 qt. boiling water. When cool and jellied, beat with a rotary 
beater to a stiff lather and no liquid is left.

Rough concrete floors, that are uneven, cracked or “bubbly” can 
be fixed. And they MUST BE FIXED if you are planning to lay 
down linoleum, asphalt tile, or linoleum tile. For these flooring 
materials must have a smooth surface on which to rest. There is 
a product that will smooth the surface of concrete floors. It is 
like patching cement, and is a plastic composition which is 
troweled on. It should be applied so that it makes a new top 
coating from %4” down to a feathered edge.

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How to Banish Dark, Dangerous Corners 


DARK SPOTS 
SLIPPERY SPOTS 





Dark corners, that are a menace to human safety and to good 
housekeeping can be abolished by using a luminous liquid plas- 
tic “paint,” providing the daylight can get to the points in ques- 
tion at some time of each day. Spots to be so treated are cellar 
steps, outside steps, curbs, stoops, house numbers, fences, porch 
railings, driveway edging, etc. The treatment to create a glow is 
a 3-step process, and involves a primer coat, the luminous coat- 
ing, and a clear top coating.

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How to Care for Oriental Rugs 
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The beauty of Oriental rugs is not dimmed by hard wear, but 
they should be given the proper care and attention due any fine 
object. In a rug this means absolute cleanliness. Never neglect 
the portion of the rug under the sofa, or in a hard-to-reach 
corner. Dirt and dust are what attract moths. Don’t let the moth 
world feed on your treasured rugs. Oriental rugs should not be 
shaken or beaten, because foundation threads can thus be broken, 
weakening construction of the rug.

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Testing Dryness of a Basement Concrete Floor 








Basement concrete floor paint failures are as numerous as the 
number of people who want to paint their basement floors. Base- 
ment floors take a lot of hard treatment in these days of base- 
ment recreation rooms when all sorts of game courts are laid 
out on them. They need to be painted often to keep them as 
attractive as the rest of the room furnishings. But a basement 
floor should not be painted if there is a condition of dampness. 


(over) 
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FURNITURE 
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It is an excellent idea to wash furniture occasionally to remove 
fingermarks and grime which inevitably penetrate through wax 
and polish. But the best results cannot be obtained from either 
wax or polish unless the surface is thoroughly clean before you 
begin. And there is no substitute for good mild soap and water. 
It is the best preparation before using a good finishing coat of 


wax or polish. 
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This luminous plastic liquid contains no radium or radio-active 
material, and is non-toxic, say the makers. It is put up in glass 
containers of one oz. to 1 gallon. An oz. of each product for the 
3 steps, including brush and stirring rod, costs $1.50. 


Slippery Spots can be abolished if you paint the spot in ques- 
tion with a paint containing fine metal filings or shavings. A 
paint exists especially for this purpose. After it has dried it leaves 
a surface very similar to emery board or coarse sandpaper, which 
is rough enough so that nothing can slip on it. This is a good 
treatment for cellar steps, or for the basement floor around the 
laundry tubs. Can be used on indoor or outdoor badminton, 
squash or handball courts--in fact, over any wooden or metal 
surface or for masonry (there is a different formula for these two 
classifications). 


PROCEDURE: 
Daily (or as often as necessary) : Sweep indoors or out, on both 
sides. 
If using brooms: sweep in direction nap lies. 
If using sweeper: move across the width of rug—not length- 
wise. 


Semi-monthly: Use vacuum cleaner (move across width of rug). 


Occasional: Perhaps once a year, have Oriental rugs cleaned pro- 
fessionally. At such time, any tears should be repaired. 


The rug-weavers themselves use this beauty hint: Sprinkle 
fresh snow over your rug, and sweep up before it melts. Will 
take away surface dirt and bring out colors. 


PROCEDURE: Follow this recipe before you paint your con- 
crete basement floor and save yourself from a paint failure! Lay 
down a piece of linoleum approximately 3’ by 3’. (Probably you’ve 
just the right size piece left over from laying the kitchen linoleum.) 
Place a heavy weight on it and allow the linoleum to remain in 
that same position for about a week—long enough to go through 
a good day’s rain: At the end of the testing time, take the linoleum 
up. If the underside is moist, there is a water condition prevalent, 
and paint should not be applied—until the condition has been 
eliminated—as paint will not adhere to the surface, but will soften. 


If the underside is dry, proceed with the painting—following 
the manufacturer’s directions closely, of course, and using a 
paint specifically intended for concrete floors. 


PROCEDURE: Make a soapy solution of mild soap flakes and 
lukewarm water. Wring out a soft cloth in this lather and apply 
in even strokes to a small area of the piece. (Don’t be afraid to 
rub hard—for you're trying to remove dirt and stickiness!) Go 
over the same area with a clean cloth which has been wrung 
out of clear water. Dry with another clean soft cloth. Repeat this 
procedure until you have covered the entire piece—always start- 
ing within the cleaned area. Then polish, rubbing with the grain 
of the wood, using the right type of wax or polish for the finish 
of your wood, 


A “furniture wash” can also be used. Make by adding 3 table- 
spoons linseed oil and 1 tablespoon turpentine to 1 quart of 
hot water. Mix and cool. Wash a small section with a soft cloth 


wrung out of this solution. Dry with another cloth. Polish. 
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PROCEDURE: Sweaters and blankets, of course, require special 
care in washing. Make certain that you know the proper method 
of washing them and follow directions implicitly. (Sweaters 
should be measured before washing, if you haven't a sweater 
form. Take length, width, neckline, sleeve measurements. Or 
trace an outline of the sweater on a large piece of paper.) 


When your articles are thoroughly rinsed, and only then, are 
they ready to be mothproofed. Dissolve the mothproofing com- 
pound in clear water. Place the articles to be mothproofed in this. 
solution and allow to soak for a few minutes. Remove and dry 
properly. Your articles are now moth-resistant until next washed. 
It’s fine insurance against damage for highly-prized blankets and 
sweaters! 


FURNITURE 


PROCEDURE: Dampen a soft, fresh, lintless cloth with the 
grease solvent you have decided to use. Apply to the spot with * 
gentle straight strokes, working from the outside to the center of 
the stain. Do not use too much of the solvent on the cloth at a 
time. (Ring trouble develops fastest when you are. liberal with 
the cleaner, so be stingy.) Try to spread the solvent unevenly, 
and that will help prevent that Nemesis-of-home-cleaners—the 
telltale ring. Work as quickly as possible, blowing on or fanning 
the moistened portion so that the solvent will evaporate. Change 
to a fresh place on the cleaning cloth often, else you'll return 
the stain to its original stronghold. . . . If it is a slip cover that 
is spotted insert a blotter under the spot to help absorb the 
stain as it is dissolved. 


UPHOLSTERY 


Before you begin, vacuum the piece with correct attachments. 
Then apply the lather with a soft brush, with a circular motion. 
Be sure your lather is dry and won’t wet the filling. As lather 
picks up. dirt and turns dark, scrape off with a knife or spatula. 
Wipe off the remains of lather with cellulose sponge wrung out 
of clear lukewarm water. Repeat this process until piece is com- 
pletely shampooed, completely finishing each section before going 
on to another. Dry the piece as rapidly as possible, ,using an 
electric fan or the sun. Don’t use the piece till dry. 


If you prefer to use a commercial soapless lather, follow the 
manufacturer’s directions minutely. If you have doubts about 
your ability actually to complete such a job we recommend you 
use a professional cleaner. Or you might better practice this job 
by shampooing a small upholstered piece such as a stool. 


PROCEDURE: You can do this work yourself, if you know how 
to use a trowel. If you don’t, call in a mason to do it for you. 
The plastic material comes ready-mixed and all ready to be spread 
in place. You spread it on the old, rough floor, with a trowel, 
then let it dry for six or eight hours before walking on it. When 
dry it makes a tough, dustless and resilient surface. The material 
comes in a concrete gray color. Dry colors may be added for any 
desired shade. You can paint over it, if you first seal the surface 
with shellac. And you can install other materials over it that are 
to be set in mastic.

| Hundreds of young fruit trees 
re destroyed each year because 
he bark is gnawed off by mice or 
vabbits. If the bark is removed en- 
irely around the tree (girdled) it 
vill die unless prompt attention 
s given. In order to save trees so 
lamaged it is necessary to cover 


he wound with fresh soil and re- 





move at least half the top growth. 
First prevent the wood from dry- 
ing out and allow new bark to 
form, and then prune drastically 
to reduce the drain on the roots. 
The danger to girdled trees is from 
summer and not from winter. If 
the damage is near the surface of 
the ground the earth may be hilled 
up above the wound, but when the 
injury is higher, a box is built 
around the tree and this filled with 
soil. This should be done at once. 


Cakes for the Birds 


While the birds themselves may 
not care for variety of diet, pro- 
viding it keeps the caterer’s zest 
up for a winter occupation which, 
once begun, must not be allowed 
to lapse.

It’s time, too, to set out new 
Roses—and here’s hoping that you 
gave and got some for Christmas.

1. Modern Roses can’t throw up 
wild suckers as the old plants used 
to, because all surplus buds are 
carefully removed from the root 
stock before the tender varieties 
are budded on. 2. ‘“T'wo-year-old” 
as a claim of merit doesn’t mean 
a thing, though it is the generally 
accepted accolade. All budded 
Rose plants are two years old be- 
cause they can’t be produced in 
less than 22 months. And among 
Roses you'll find 
everything from culls to jumbos or 
triple X’s or whatever the super 


“two-year-old” 


supers may be called. So caveat 
emptor. A two-year-old from the 
dime store, or in one of those ad- 
vertised collections at “12 two-year- 
old Rose plants for a dollar,” will 
almost certainly be a cull for which 
the grower got two cents in the 
field. 3. As J. Horace McFarland, 
of the American Rose Society, used 
to say, boosterishly: a Rose plant 
and a box of candy cost about the 
same. He was thinking about the 
best, of course. But there’s ten- 
cent-a-pound candy too, remember. 
In Roses, as in candy, you get what 
you pay for.

Fun with Fuchsias. For very beau- 
tiful the old-fashioned 
Fuchsia is making a vigorous come- 
back in popularity as an outdoor 
plant in those regions that are free 
from killing temperatures. Some 


reasons, 


varieties become nearly dormant, 
but most of them behave as ever- 
creens and bloom the year round. 

Time was, a hundred years ago, 
when there were more than 500 
named species and varieties. We 
have no such number now, though 
propagators are steadily produc- 
ing more, in deep reds, pinks, pur- 
ples, blues, mauves and salmon 
shades; in doubles and _ singles; 
in climbers and trailers. They do 
best in afternoon shade, but are 
generally hardy and easy to grow. 

They may be started from seed, 
planted now in flats, or very easily 
from cuttings of hardwood, which 
root without complaint in any de- 
cent soil. Train them in summer 
by pinching back with the thumb 
and forefinger, but never cut back 
heavily; they don’t need it. 

For some reason or other, the 
blue and purple varieties will stand 
lower temperatures than the pinks.

Presto Change Patio. Gar- 
like to knock their 
friends’ eyes out by an overnight 
complete change of dress in patio 
plantings are finding the new 
wooden plant bands the answer 
to prayer. Made of light-weight 
spruce veneer, they arrive flat, but 
when set up sixty of the small size 
fit exactly into a standard flat. In 
the smallest bands choice varieties 
of Petunias, Pansies, Cinerarias 
and other annuals may be grown to 
bud or blossom size; Asters and 
other heavy-rooted annuals, as well 
as some of the smaller perennials, 
fit better in the second size. 


Then, when the old borders be- 


gin to look moth-eaten, you can re- 
plant—putting the bands right in- 
to the ground along with the plants 
if you like—and immediately have 
a new, fresh border with none of 
the usual sad exhibition of wilting 
and none of the unfortunate neces- 
sity for an apologetic “Oh, you 
should have seen the garden last 
week.” 


Tuberous Begonias begin now. To 
a famous breeder of tuberous Be- 
gonias I put the question: “Do 
you sell to people in the East?” 
He replied that he did and I in- 
quired: “Are the buyers satisfied 
with their results?” He grinned — 
and answered: “Yes, if they have 
never seen plants in bloom here 
on the Pacific Coast.”

Rarely, of course, does the amateur | 
gardener achieve the dinner-plate- 
size flowers of the professionals, 
but ene can have much less and 
still be the envy of his neighbor- 
hood.

surroundings without conforming 
slavishly to traditional Connec- 
ticut farm architecture. We all 
agreed that the whole concept of 
house planning has reversed itself 
since the days when our old farm- 
house was built. Then the whole 
idea was to work from the outside 
in to the heart of the house, the 
chimney and fireplaces. Now, it is 
just the opposite. Life radiates out 
from the house. In the summer one 
wants a feeling of openness and 
free passage from the house to 
outdoors. And in the winter, with 
the whole house heated equally, 
there is no reason for huddling in 
the center and missing the beau- 
tiful winter landscape and_ sun- 
shine. 

“So our house is the shape of 
a Connecticut farmhouse, essen- 
tially not so different from the 
original old house. But we have 
big steel casement windows, three 
of them running around corners. 
Standing in one of them and look- 
ing out over the rolling landscape 
gives me the same sense of lift 
and freedom that I get from stand- 
ing in the prow of a ship. The 
greater part of one wall of our 
living room is made of glass doors 
opening out onto a flagged and 
screened living porch—a big one, 
looking out on the view—really an 
outdoor living room. The dining 
room and kitchen have doors open- 
ing onto another flagged and 
screened porch for dining, And 
beyond is a level lawn. And be- 
yond that is meadow. And beyond 
that the lovely hills. All part of 
our house! 

“The house can be called mod- 
ern in the sense that it is very 
simple. Inside and out. There is 
really nothing in it or on it for 
the sole purpose of ornamentation. 
We are very happy with Allan Mc- 
Dowell’s simple moldings, the flush 
doors, his beautifully designed, but 
starkly simple, stair rail. We are 
bursting with pride over the prize. 
And, pleased as we are for our- 
selves, we are even more pleased 
for Allan McDowell, the architect, 
and his associate, George Van 
Anda. Here is a hot piece of news. 
We are living in our new house 
and we like our architect. Very 
much! 

“This all sounds too good to be 
true, doesn’t it? Of course, there 
are a few bugs, but they’re minor 
ones. If we had it to do 
again, we would have been more 
generous with our own closets, and 
would have tried to have a sep- 


over 


arate one, in which we kept noth- 
ing but work clothes. We would 
have liked to have had a second 
guest room. But the fact that we 
haven’t is not because of difficulty 
in planning, but because of no 
mazuma. (And there’s no scarcity 
of buildings to be turned into out- 
side guest houses some day.) I’d 
like to have an enclosed vestibule 
outside the rear door where snowy 
or muddy clothes could be taken 
off and left. We have a family 
closet just inside the rear door, 
but there is a certain amount of 
tracking. But the net is that we’re 
glad we spent a year in planning, 
we love our house and we love our 
architect. 

“We haven’t any garden—yet, 
except a vegetable garden. It’s 
quite an odd vegetable garden. 
Right beside our main entrance. 
It is enclosed by a handsome fence 
designed by Allan McDowell and 
next year we plan to be very proud 
of it, laid out in rows of vege- 
tables with a flower cutting gar- 
den around the edge. We like vege- 
table gardens, and if it turns out 
as we hope next year maybe you’d 
like to hear more about it. 

“We haven’t any hobby rooms 
either, not the conventional kind. 
But my husband and I each have 
our own separate study, and in 
the cellar is our pride and joy, a 
combination laundry-canning-milk 
room, in which I spend hours in 
the canning season. But that’s a 
story in itself, too. 

“On looking this over, I realize 
I’ve given out with quite a flood 
of words. But you’re editors and 
you'll know what to do with them. 
I hope at least a few of them will 
be useful.” 

Yes, Mrs. Hodgins, your flood 
of words is useful. Because they 
will help other home-builders to 
combine the things they love from 
the past, with the things they like 
about the present and the future.

Make sure the basement is dry. If it 
isn’t, prepare the walls and _ floor 
with a waterproofing compound. 


Avoid dust by applying a cement 
hardener to the floor and painting it 
with special basement-floor paint. Or 
lay a floor of resilient linoleum or 
asphalt tile. 


Plan the room so it can be used by 
every member of your family, no mat- 
ter what his favorite pastime. Make a 
feature of your hobbies. And do your 
best to incorporate furnishings which 
can be quickly pushed out of the way. 


Remember that the room is under- 
ground. So be gay, frolicsome. Use 
bright colors in bold, striking fashion.

he question must be as old as the Sphinx, and the answer is equally 
controversial. Periodically the problem lapses into a coma but revives 
with the onset of some new foolish fashion or cult of youth. 

Should you dress your age? Well, how old are you? We assume that 
the question is posed by a middle aged woman. No young one needs to 
ask. The really old never do ask. They dress the way they please. That’s — 
one of the compensations of old age; the license to do as you please be- 
cause there are so few things that you can do at all. 

The plain truth about the dress-your-age problem is that the answer 
must be compromise. It all depends—on so many things. 

If you still have a good figure and good facial muscles, by no means 
dress your age. Dress the age you look, the age you appear. 

If you’ve lost the waistline and acquired more chin than is strictly 
necessary, my advice is to go in for ageless clothes. That sounds as though 
it might be dull and characterless, but it need not be. A Hivable and well- 
decorated house is ageless; why not clothes? 

Suits are ageless. Simple one-piece frocks with fitted sleeves, tiny white 
collars, narrow matching belts, slightly flared skirts, are ageless. Full- 
length, semi-fitted, flared and beltless coats, are ageless. Evening gowns 
with deep V-necks, fitted bodices, flared skirts, are ageless. And black lace 
dinner gowns with long transparent sleeves. Tweeds are ageless. And a _ 
fox fur or sable neckpiece. A string of pearls. A felt hat with a brim that 
turns jauntily up at one side only, is ageless. Grosgrain bows and short 
quills, are ageless. Simple rather wide flat straws are ageless. All these 
things are for the young and the old, and what is more, they are good taste. 

Be sure you know what age you look. Don’t see yourself through rose- 
colored lenses. Try to be ruthless. Facial muscles and figure lines are im- 
portant. But you can have bad figure lines without gaining an ounce of 
weight. The waistline can widen and thieken without showing it on the 
scales. The shoulders can droop and the neck disappear into the shoulders 
without additional pounds developing. The scales don’t show everything. 
It's your own powers of observation that should force you to draw up that 
spine and pull up your neck so that it does not resemble a turtle and its 
shell. It’s your own will-power that must make you remember to draw in 
those abdomen muscles whenever you think of it. Do it twenty times a day, 
standing, sitting, walking, anywhere, and the waistline will come back. 

Nor is gray hair an indication of advancing age these days. Too many 
young women are gray. It’s drab, dull hair that makes you look old, plus 
the tendency to fall into a comfortable but awkward slump. As an elderly 
woman said to me once in Paris: 

“Tm beginning to crumple. I think I'll take to black moire and fichus of 
white chiffon. They’re very pretty.”

Hose" BEAUTIFUL has decided to throw 
some light on the common confusions 
about gluing and to insure your having 100 
per cent success with your attempts to put 
broken and torn things back together again. 
Modern glues are the best in the history of 
mankind. But specialization has set in, as in 
every other field. Many glues that will per- 
form perfectly on one material will not 
necessarily give equal satisfaction on an- 
other. So people come to grief because they 
don’t realize this fact. They blame the glue, 
whereas they should blame themselves for 
using the glue for the wrong purpose. 

The gluing chart on these pages is our 
answer. It tells you what glue to use to stick 
one kind of material to another. It also tells 
you what glue to use to stick like materials 
together. It does not tell what glues to use 
for professional installations such as laying 
linoleum, setting asphalt tile in mastic and 
the like. 

The most important part of putting things 
back together again is following the manu- 
facturers’ directions. Do exactly as they 
recommend. For instance, if you are mend- 
ing non-porous materials, be sure you leave 
the glued object to dry and set for an indefi- 
nite period as you are instructed to do. 

By referring to this chart, by using the 
right glue in the right way and by following 
directions, you can mend almost any broken 
or torn thing in your house.

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AVOID “bargain” plants because: 

1. You may be sure the’ grower has a reason for tagging his 
perennial plants at bargain prices. 

2. The stock may be diseased, either due to lack of spraying or 
dusting or because the soil in which it was grown carried 
the spores of disease fungus. Jn this case, your whole garden 
may be infected—and by one sick plant. 

3. It may carry troublesome insects or have been either tem- 
porarily or permanently damaged by them. 

4. The roots may be faulty, will always be inferior to those of 
the quality plant. And in a young plant it’s the roots you 
buy—and it’s the roots you pay for. 

5. The plants may be so young or so undeveloped that even 
with the best care you know how to give they will never equal 
the quality plant which has been given loving care by a pro- 
fessional grower with all proper tools and equipment. 

6. You probably don’t know as much about recognizing the bad 
points of a plant as the professional merchant knows about 
concealing them! 

7. The plants may have been carelessly grown, from inferior 
seed or propagating stock. 

8. The plants may have been injured in the field or in the 


digging. 


BUY quality plants because: 

1. A quality plant, all other things being equal, is bigger and 
will produce more bloom, foliage and substance. Thus you 
will need fewer of them in a given space. Fewer of them, too, 
for greater beauty. 

2. A quality plant has in its structure the health and vigor and 
innate breeding to defend itself against pests and diseases 
you never will discover, let alone those visible bugs and mil- 
dews and cankers and blights you can see and guard against. 

3. It takes loving care and endless patience to grow a good 
plant. And make no mistake about it, a good grower loves 
plants! 

1, While the price tag is no guarantee of quality, a high price 
tag in this highly competitive world gives you a pretty good 
idea that something has to lie behind the price. 


5. A quality plant, indeed, will cut your work and worries in 


half—as well as the overall cost of replacements. 
6. Only a good grower can afford to charge top prices and ex- 
pect to stay in business.

lants, youll find—in catalogues, shops, at roadside 

stands dotting the countryside—are priced according 
to what the market will bear. And the market usually goes 
by what it sees. Of course, anybody can guess that a 2” 
seedling is not worth as much as a big plant in a ball of 
burlap. But that’s about all. And even then he might be 
wrong! That’s why House BeAautiFuL has dug—literally— 
for the facts you can’t be expected to see. 

We dug, and we found roots. On the dollar-a-dozen plants 
we found straggly threads, scarcely able to ruffle the soil 
when they were pulled out. On the same kind of plant, well- 
grown, bringing ten times as much and worth it, we found 
roots like floor mops, full of good rich earth.

- If the floor is moist around the edges ... the cause may lie in a 
ulty joint between the floor and the basement walls. The cure: Cut a groove 
ith a cold chisel where floor comes against the wall, as shown in the first 
ketch at the right. (A dreary job but not especially difficult.) Then fill the 
sroove with 1” to 3” mortar—a mixture of 1 part Portland cement to 3 parts 
Jean sharp sand—or with asphalt cement, as in the second sketch. Keep damp 
loths over concrete for several days to prevent too quick drying. Warning: If 
ictual water is present, save your elbow grease and call in an expert. 





- If the floor shows damp patches . . . the cause may be either poor 
oncrete or concrete which dried too fast after it was laid. The cure: Spread 
thick coating of asphalt waterproofing, sold by building supply dealers, over 
e present surface. Then apply a 2” thickness of 1” to 3” Portland cement 
ortar. But remember: If anything more than mild dampness exists, if there is 
ctual and tangible moisture, consult a good contractor. Actual leakage from 
oor foundation drainage or underground springs can be controlled only from 
utside or by pumps. 


. If the floor is cracked or damaged .. . the cause may be due to 
aulty laying in the first place or to freezing and thawing beneath. The cure: 
tut out the cracked or affected area with that cold chisel, undercutting the 
dges as shown in the drawing. Wet these edges and then fill the chiseled area 
ith a 1” to 3” Portland cement mix. Lay thin wood strips at sides of patch 
nd level off the new mixture to the added height with a straight edge. Just 
efore the concrete sets, remove strips and smooth down to surrounding level. 
eep moist for several days with damp cloths. When it dries, new surface will 
atch floor level. (For small jobs buy Portland cement patching plaster.) 


. If the surface dusts with use . . . the cause is probably due to too 
ittle cement in the original mortar or to improper laying. The cure: Appli- 
‘ation of one of several “hardening”? compounds. 1. Brush on a mixture of 3 
bs. of zinc sulphate in 1 gal. of water. 2. Or, brush on 3 successive coats, as 
ach dries, of the following: 1 part powdered water glass to 4 parts of water 
. Or apply prepared concrete paints, special hardening compounds or liquid 
ax strictly according to manufacturers’ instructions. 


5. If the surface is pitted or uneven . . . the cause is usually due to 
mproper laying. The cure: Resurface with a prepared compound available at 
uilding supply dealers and hardware stores. After a setting period of 6 to 8 
ours a tough, resilient surface will result. Such treatment further makes prac- 
icable the laying of rubber, asphalt or clay tiles. Here a professional mason is 
in order unless you have confidence in both your skill and your patience with 
a trowel and straight edge. Don’t waste good linoleum on a damp floor.

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Break the Ice. Winter covering has much to do with scant 
winter loss.

The Eternal Mother. Necessity—invention, they have been 
related since the days of Robinson Crusoe! A Fuchsia 
which is beginning to wake up from its winter sleep slipped 
out of my hand and the pot cracked in two. There was no 
substitute of the right size on the shelf, and to leave the 
plant while one was bought from the store would have al- 
lowed the sleepy thing to realize that it had been unduly 
disturbed. The kitchen came to the rescue, and two fruit 
cap rubbers were quickly drawn about the broken re- 
ceptacle, the thin, wide, yet strong rubber holding the 
broken pot firmly together. It was then placed inside a 
larger pot and the space between filled with peat, which 
will be kept moist. Incidentally, I have found this use of a 
second pot and peat the best for starting up dormant plants. 



















Cellar Seed Starter. Save time by starting some flowering 
plants with heat now. If there is a hot bed, good. If this 
isn’t convenient, then some other scheme of sowing seed 
indoors. This year I am using a’ cellar window with a south- 
ern exposure. A frame has been made with slips into the 
window casing about 4”, fits snugly and is hooked from the 
inside. The top is hinged at the outer edge, so it may be 
raised for ventilation and is fastened inside with a hook. 
Of course the sash of the cellar window is removed when 
the frame is set in place. A bench the right height lets 
me care for the plants from within. ; 

Taking advantage of this trapped cellar heat and sowing 
the first week in February, I shall have sturdy plants in 
2%" pots when it is time to plant them out in May. Bal- 
cony Petunias for the porch boxes, Purple Prince and 
White; Scabiosa Peace; Petunias Blue Brocade and Cream 
Star; yellow Sweet Sultan; two plants for the bees, pink 
and yellow Cleome, the stately 4’ beauties which have been 
too long overlooked and the new white Morning Glories. 


Keep them Climbing! On nights when fierce winds have 
snarled, no matter what the house insulation may be, I 
know that the climbing Roses have no such guarantee of 
comfort. So the first thing in the morning is to make certain 
that none of them has been torn from its moorings. Where 
such is the case any long canes that have been broken and 
bruised are removed. Left to themselves, they are an easy 
prey to the canker disease, which is apt to gain a foothold 
wherever bark is broken and the substance of the plant 
injured. Whipping ends are firmly retied, and one of the 
extra evergreen boughs I always mean to have on hand, 
and usually do, is fastened over the Rose as added precau- 
tion against the suns which burn so severely next month, 
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Here is a white clapboard house with green 
shutters and ruffled curtains behind the shiny 
windowpanes. If you look into the windows or 
step through the open door you will find the 
world’s most important business going on— 
the business of living. For this is home. This 
is the end and purpose of man’s achievement, 
the spur to his effort, the goal of all his blood 
and sweat and tears. This is the reward of his 
unremitting valor, for all who make home and 
maintain it, have been brave men.

How to Prepare a Floor for Refinishing 





If it’s years since your floors were refinished, and you would 
like to remove the varnish and bleach them back to their orig- 
inal state, you can use a chemical floor cleaner and bleacher 
to prepare your floors for a new finish. It isn’t a chore to ready 
a floor for refinishing when floor cleaners and bleachers remove 
varnish, shellac, wax and dirt in about a third the time normally 
consumed in preparing a floor for refinishing.

People, who are not careless about other things, often treat 
their pianos as they would any ordinary piece of furniture.

If washing with soap and 
water, your equipment will be (1) a pan of clear COLD water 
and a natural sponge or soft cloth, (2) a pan of soapy solution, 
made by dissolving soap flakes or mild bar soap in COLD water, 
or in hot water cooled before using—another sponge or cloth.

How to Remove Dents in Woodwork

Every well-equipped housekeeping closet should include spot- 
removal equipment, so that stains can be treated as soon as 
they occur. For fresh stains can usually be removed; old stains 
not so readily. Where stains have been neglected, it is usually 
advisable to send the article to a professional cleaner. Wine 
stains, which happen all too frequently, trouble many house- 
wives. Fresh wine stains can be removed, if properly treated.

Wet an area larger 
than the spot so that you can “feather” the spot to prevent 
formation of a ring.

tion and wash over entire moistened area with light strokes. 
Use plenty of suds—the soapier the solution the better. DON’T 
RUB HARD. Rinse the washed area with sponge wrung out of 
the clear water, removing every vestige of soap. in cracks and uneven spots. Remove all residue. Repeat this 
operation on the rest of the floor. Then rinse entire floor with 
clean water and mop it dry. Now your fioor—perfectly clean 
and bleached—if thoroughly dry, is ready for any finish. Be sure 
to purchase a cleaner which will not raise the grain of the wood. 


A pound can costs under $1; will clean about 200 square feet. 


Observe these don’ts and you can wash washable wallpaper 
successfully.

Never use harsh, gritty cleaners or hot water.

PROCEDURE: The fillers are plastic, have powerful adhesive 
qualities, dry very hard; once dry, will take nails and screws, 
can be sawed and planed. Use them just as they come from the 
tube—no thinning necessary. Clean out hole carefully before 
applying, as material will not adhere unless surface is thoroughly 


CARE OF INSTRUMENT: June at least twice a year. . . . Keep 
piano where least changes in temperature and humidity occur, 
if you want it to stay in tune. . . . Hang a “de-mother” 
inside the piano, or have the interior sprayed with a moth- 
preventive by a professional, since moths cause serious damage 
to felts. Check action—particularly during the first and second 
years you have piano—for long life and good performance. 
CARE OF KEYS: Wipe off with a soft cloth just moistened with 
water to which the slightest amount of mild soap has been 
added. Dry with a soft cloth that will not scratch the keys. To 
keep keys from yellowing, expose to light. 

Ivory keys can also be cleaned with a cloth slightly moistened 
with denatured alcohol,

clean. Push plastic in carefully. Almost any color scheme can 
be matched. Mender comes in red, green, blue, yellow, brown, 
orange, white, black, light and dark oak. Match other colors 
by blending several of these. When thoroughly dry, manufac- 
turers suggest that you rub down treated surface with fine sand- 
paper or 00 steel wool, then coat with clear varnish, lacquer or 
shellac. Small holes in glossy surfaces, such as woodwork, can 
be waxed, since mender dries to a dull finish. Any excess filler 
can be removed with water before it hardens. 

“WE OVER 
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DAILY CARE (or as often as necessary): Dust slats with “fin- 
gered” brushes of lamb’s wool or soft bristles which clean 
several slats at a time. Dust tapes with soft brush or vacuum 
cleaner attachment. 
OCCASIONAL CARE: When slats become soiled, they may be 
washed with a cloth, wrung out of a mild soap and water solu- 
tion. Rinse with cloth wrung out of clean water. Dry. 
SPECIAL CARE: SLATS: Fingermarks and smudges can be removed 
with an art gum eraser. 
TAPES: Tapes can be shampooed with upholstery-type shampoo, 
if colorfast. Dry tapes completely before rolling up. 

Waxing the slats will preserve the surface and facilitate 


PROCEDURE: Proper thinning is vital in using this paint, 
since insufficient thinning will cause too much “build,” in the 
film, while excessive thinning will decrease the hiding power. 
Mix one gallon of this heavy paint (which is almost semi-paste) 
with approximately one-half gallon of thinner (either turpentine, 
turpentine substitutes or mineral spirits). This is a flat white 
paint and a gallon will cover from 400 to 600 square feet, 
depending on the porosity of the surface. After it has aged, 
fingermarks and light smudges can be wiped off with a dampened 
cloth, wrung out of a mild soap solution. 

For matching your walls to woodwork, or to some special 
color scheme, tint the paint with regular colors in oil which 
are available in many shades. cleaning. 
“ME OVER 
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PROCEDURE: TO REMOVE ICE: Spread a generous amount 
of the tiny white flakes over the icy surface. (When ice is about 
%"” to 34” thick, and temperatures range between 25 and 30 
degrees, leave flakes on ice about ten minutes.) As flakes come 
in contact with ice, considerable heat is created, causing rapid 
melting action, which dissolves and loosens the icy film. The 
softened ice or slush should be shoveled up immediately. Don’t 
track it into the house. 

TO SKIDPROOF ICE: A mixture of calcium chloride flakes and 
sand (in the ratio of ten parts sand to 1 part flakes) is a splendid 
anti-skid device. Keep this treated sand on hand in a pail— 
ready at any time to be spread on danger spots. The calcium 
chloride flakes cause the sand to melt into the surface, breaking 
up ice and leaving a coarse residue on the surface, which

Congoleum floor, inlaid with a per- 
sonalized game board (7), can be 
mopped spotless in a minute.

Snails and Slugs will get you if you don’t watch out! The best 
snail and slug insurance I have found is a permanent, indestructible 
wire fence around each flat, each transplanted seedling, each 
sprouting Delphinium plant. Of course the various commercial 
snail baits and poisons are excellent deterrents, if you use them 
regularly. So is plain drugstore alum. But a midnight shower will 
largely destroy the effectiveness of any of these materials. Also a 
flashlight search at bedtime is good garden practice if you remem- 
ber to do it every night, which you don’t. As for me, I use quarter- 
inch-mesh cellar-window wire, cut into narrow strips and tacked 
around the top of each flat, or snipped into 24%” collars of various 
diameters and pressed into the dirt around the seedlings. I cut the 








wire so that its sharp points stick straight up. 





What to Do in February. Last call this month for planting 
Tulips, Crocus, Daffodils and other late species of Narcissus. Last 
chance to put in the Peruvian Lily, the Regal Lily and other hardy 
kinds. A good time to put in Cannas, Callas, Zephyranthes and 
Amaryllis. 

Start the first Gladiolus and Watsonias this month, and add a few 
each month from now until June, to insure continuity of bloom. 

Transplant Hollyhocks, Snapdragons, Columbine, Delphinium, Fox- 
glove, Oriental Poppies, perennial Phlox, the Campanulas, Wall- 
flowers, Shasta Daisies and English Daisies, Primroses, Scabiosa and 
Salpiglossis. 

Hurry, hurry to get your new Roses in, or your neighbors’ will 
be in bloom before you get yours into the ground. 

Seed in the open ground Arabis, Clarkia, California Poppy, Gilia, 
Hunnemannia, Sweet Pea, Linum, Sweet Alyssum, Virginian Stock 
and Ten-Weeks Stock, Nemophila, Mignonette and Nasturtium. 

Put into flats seeds of all other annuals and Delphiniums, and if 
you have never tried them before be sure this year to grow some 
single Dahlias from seed. They start easily, grow lustily, bloom 
vigorously the first year from seed, and carry over thereafter as 
bulbs. [ count them among my most satisfactory cutting flowers. 


Recipes for Seed Beds. Soil mixtures for seed or cuttings flats 
should be as carefully compounded as the mixtures for sponge cakes 
or cement concrete. A cupful of this and a dash of that will produce 
results of sorts, but I have had stronger and more eager-to-grow 
plants since I have followed the recipes given me by a floricultural 
specialist who, like most scientific gentlemen, leaves nothing to 





chance, 

1. If your original soil is very heavy, mix 1 part soil, 1 part leaf 
mold or peat moss and 1 part sand, adding to each bushel a double 
handful of ground charcoal and 114% oz. of superphosphate, and 
covering the surface, after seeds are planted, with rough screenings 
from No. 4 Monterey sand. 

2. If the original soil is not so heavy, use 2 parts soil and 1 part 
each of organic matter and sand; and if the soil is fertile clay loam 
use 3 parts soil, 2 parts sand and 2 parts peat or leaf mold. 

3. For bedding plants or ornamentals that do best with a good 


deal of organic matter, make the mixture 5 parts soil, 4 parts leaf 
e 
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mold, rotted sod, barnyard manure or peat moss, and 2 parts sand. 
4. For Cyclamens, Gardenias and swch plants that require good 
drainage and an acid condition, use 1 part soil and 1 part leaf mold. 
5. For Rex Begonias and other established plants which need a 
rich potting mixture, use 4 parts leaf mold, 2 parts loam soil and 1 
part well-rotted cow manure. 


Herbs for Flavor. Personally, ’'m going to plant a little garden 
of sweet herbs this season, because those too will be scarce and high- 
priced in the markets. Most of them have been imported, and those 
of us who have learned from our foreign-descent population to like 
their tang and sometimes exotic flavor in foods will miss them unless 
they become part of our garden enterprise. I shall put my plants 
right into the flower beds or borders, paying attention only to height. 

This is the list I made up the other night; seeds or plants are 
available from a number of commercial growers on the Pacific 
Coast: 

Basil, annual, 2’, grown from seed. Young herbage is dried for 
use in soups, salads and sauces. 

Borage, annual, 2’, from seed. Young leaves are used in salad; 
older leaves as greens. Flowers and leafy tips add fragrance to 
summer drinks. Flowers may be candied. 

Chervil, annual, 114’, from seed. Must be planted in spring and 
requires some shade in growing. Leaves are used in salad and soups. 

Marjoram, perennial but may be treated as an annual, 2’, 
seed. Fresh leaves, picked before the plants bloom, are used in 
salads; dried leaves are used for seasoning meats.

Rosemary, perennial growing up to 6’. Starts from seed or easily 
from cuttings. Needs well-drained soil. Dried leaves are used for 
flavor in preserves, pickles, sauces, soups and meats. 

Sage, perennial, 114’, from seeds or cuttings. Needs well-drained 
soil with moderate moisture. Dried leaves are used to season poultry 
stuffing. 

Savory, annual, 144’, from seed planted where they are to grow. 
Leaves and flowers are used in salads and stufings, with vegetables 
and in soups. 

Tarragon, perennial, 2’, from division of plants. Leaves and tips 
are used to add flavor (and cost) to vinegar; 
and with beefsteak. 

Thyme, prostrate perennial, from seed or more easily from cut-

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


ROUNDING UP THE 1942 





5 December 1941 


Dear H. B. 

As I promised I’d do in my re- 
port of last month, I’ve canvassed, 
by mail or in person, some of the 
top seed houses for their new 1942 
vegetables. Here are the results of 
the round-up. You'll find them fea- 
tured when you get the catalogues. 

Last year I started in the East 
and worked West. This year, let’s 
reverse the process. To the Great 
Plains, then, and Bismarck, North 
Dakota, where the house of Oscar 
H. Will specializes in seeds that 
will endure drought and cold. 
Many All-American selections have 
other trials to face before they 
secure full approval under such 
discouraging conditions, but new 
departures at the northernmost 
government experiment stations are 
watched closely. Will’s list will in- 
clude at least two novelties brought 
forward by Professor Yeager, for- 
merly of the North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College and now of Michi- 
gan State. One, called Home 
Garden, is a new tomato for the 
the other, Dry 
a drought-resistant, 


extreme north; 
Weather, is 
everbearing strawberry especially 
recommended for home use, al- 
a poor shipper. From 
Saskatchewan comes a new and 
very early muskmelon named after

its originator, Norman Ross. Bred

new vegetable soybean, too which 
is expected to do well where the 
season is unusually short. It is 
called Sioux and may be handled 
like the more familiar limas. 

From Madison, Wisconsin, and 
the L. L. Olds Seed Company 
comes a good word for another 
recent North Dakotan product, the 
Bounty tomato. A cross between 
All-Red and Break o’Day, Bounty 
combines the early-ripening habit, 
self-pruning vines, and uniform 
color of the first parent with the 
shapely fruits of the latter. The 
compact vines make it practicable 
to plant them as closely as 18” to 
24” apart. 

A glance over Olds’ preliminary 


list brings to attention a number of 
other items developed during the 
past few years and still compara- 
tive newcomers. Concerning the 
merits of some of these I can tes- 
tify personally on the basis of ex- 
perience in the summer of 1941: 
notably the New Hampshire hybrid 
egg plant, Baby Potato limas, But- 
tercup squash, and New Purple 
cauliflower. While by no means 
exclusive with this house, all these 
varieties are successful in locali- 
ties having a climate similar to 
Wisconsin. 

Though most of the larger seed 
houses give the position of honor 
in their annual catalogues to 
flower seeds, the Joseph Harris 
Company of Moreton Farm, near 
Rochester, New York, has long 
placed vegetables first. Like other 
long-established firms, it has _ its 
own specialties to which many of 
its customers hold faithful year 
after year while novelties come and 
go. A strain of Long Standing or 
Winter Keeper beet is one such; a 
sweet, dry-fleshed, green-shelled 
squash called Quality is another. 
More recent arrival is a prolific, 
deep-meated and fragrant musk- 
melon named Market King, now in 
its third season. To such favorites 
Harris adds a few 1942 introduc- 
tions. Pan American tomato will 
be one. Developed by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which also perfected Marglobe, 
Pan American is larger than its 
predecessor, though of the same 
deep globe shape. It has been bred 
100% resitant to fusarium wilt, a 
disease almost universal in tomato- 
growing sections south of Pennsyl- 
vania. Pan American is a maincrop 
variety and ripens to an even scar- 
let color inside and out. Harris 
will emphasize a new early pea 
also—Progress No. 9. Of the Lax- 
ton tribe, it is early (only a few 
days later than World’s Record) 
and dwarf, yet bears pods second 
only in size to those of the Tele- 
phone type. Along with these two 
outright Harris will 
emphasize again three novelties of 
the 1941 season: North Star hybrid 
corn, Victor tomato, and 
Yankee hybrid squash. 
Here again I can vouch for a most 
satisfactory in 1941 
with at least the last two named 
of these three. 

And now back to Doylestown, 
Pennsylvania, and Fordhook Farms, 
where the Philadelphian house of 
Burpee conducts its own trials and

Do you spend well the coin of precious time that is each day put into 
your hand? If you’re not sure, read this thoughtful editorial. 


If you feel that it is a sign of social inferiority, a waste of time or a case of sim- 
ple boredom to be alone after dark and no place to go, you have only to consider that 
the most celebrated, busy and exciting people deliberately contrive, by hard effort, 
such hours to themselves. Being alone is usually a matter of choice for anybody, and 
it is a mistake to waste time in vague repining. It is a greater mistake to dissipate 


such time in aimlessness. You lavish care and planning on social engagements and 


the hours you spend with yourself deserve the same quality of attention. 


HOW NOT TO SPEND IT! 


A review of a few of the depressing methods by which time 
is passed under such circumstances may result in your avoiding 
the more obvious pitfalls.

By mid- 
night the bed is covered with the contents of the drawers and 
she desires nothing so heartily as to get into the bed. This is out 
of the question until she put everything back into the drawers, 
so she does so with dispatch. They then look about the same as 
when she started. In the morning she is late to work and she 
can’t find anything for a week. 


3. The Habit of Utter Confusion. The exponents of this 
type of an evening at home alone have the right idea, but they 
never make anything of it. “Here I’ve got a whole evening to 
myself,” they think. “I'll do all the things I’ve been wanting to 
do for ages.” It is impossible to do all the things in one evening. 
This lack of discrimination results in unsatisfactory snatches 
from the radio, a brief look at the front page of a paper, a flip- 
ping of the pages of a book, dallying with knitting or handwork, 
thinking about writing a letter and various tentative nibbles at 
other ideas. After leaping from pillar to post they give it up as a 
bad job and go out to the movies.

handed, she managed in an incredibly short time to manufacture, 
advertise and distribute nationally to the leading store in most 
cities what she has termed her “ageless, dateless, round-the-clock 
dress.” An average sale of over 1000 dresses a week for the ten 
year period continues to be considered as remarkable in the trade. 

Grace Ashley is as sensible as she is successful. With amazing 
profits piling up, she lived above her shop for eight years in an 
old-fashioned, walk-up city flat. Instead of putting money into 
high rent, she invested in possessions, accumulating collector’s 
pieces from all over the world. 

Two years ago she bought “Greystone Manor” with its 200 
acres of land fronting a mile and a half along the Mississippi 
River. The house is over 100 years old, built of native stone with 
slave labor. Its Victorian Gothic architecture is so pure, the in- 
terior detail so skillful, that the complete house has been minutely 
recorded for the Library of Congress by the United States 
Government in its survey of outstanding American buildings. 
Such true-to-type examples are rare in this part of the country. 
Situated high on the bluffs, each room commands an unobstructed 
view of the river. The hills leading to the water are terraced for 
grapes, and ruins of old, crumbling wine cellars serve as re- 
minders of the days when this section was a famous vineyard. 
Quaint gingerbread trim on the verge boards and eaves adds 
charm to the exterior. Within, the Gothic fretwork and tracery 
around window frames and moldings has been executed with a 
precise and knowing hand. Greystone Manor is small, romantic 

as befits its period, but comfortable in the modern manner. Its 
beautiful furnishings conform to the historic background—do 
not overshadow it. 

“Imagine building such a feminine, stylish house way out here 
in what must have been a wilderness,” said the blonde and very 
feminine Grace Ashley, who is now, in private life, Mrs. Harry 
E. Papin, Jr. “The only changes I made were functional. Bath- 
rooms, modern kitchen and pantry and things like that.

Furnishing a home in a city where thousands of tons of dirt hang in the air all the time is 
a very special problem. If you live in such a city, you know better than words can say how 
discouraging it is to see your best housekeeping efforts canceled out in a week’s time, and 
the lovely soft colors that you loved so much darken hideously and advertise their grime. 

For many years House BeAuTiFUL has crusaded for washable home furnishings. (Remem- 
ber our many Ivory Washable Houses?) But washability is only one part of the formula for 
decorating in a dirty city. There are dozens of other things you can and should do. 

We want to explode the mistaken theory that beige, buff and ecru are “practical” colors 
that don’t show soot and grime. They do. For the color of city dirt is more on the gray side, 
ranging from gray to black. So when you conscientiously choose these time-honored “‘practi- % 
cal” colors, you are only cheating yourself out of the chance to fill your life with lovely, 
vibrant colors, and you are not really solving your housekeeping problems at all. 

Our formula for good decorating in a dirty city has four parts: (1) Use strong, vibrant 
colors and avoid pastels and all weak colors. (2) Choose materials that have dense or glazed 
surfaces and avoid rough textured or deep-piled fabrics and fussy trimmings. (3) Banish fussy 
accessories and bric-a-brac, and perishable things like fabric dresser scarves. (4) Choose only 
those things which are easy to keep up—easy to dust, easy to wash, easy to dry-clean. 

In short, decorate so the dirt won’t show. Decorate so that, when the dirt finally does begin 
to show, housekeeping is a swift, easy operation. If you do it our way, you can eat your cake 
and still have it too.

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yey see on these two pages a dramatic example of the kind of improvements you 

can make to your house during the war. What was a ramshackle, old-fashioned, 
uninviting living room, fit only for Major Hoople’s Boarding House, has been trans- 
formed into a room of charm. 

Other things than building materials went into this transformation, it is true. But 
without the structural changes having been made first, pretty rugs and fine furniture 
would have only looked out of place and very hopeless. 

The trouble with this old room was deep-seated. And we literally mean deep. For 
the plaster and wood lath were so old and dirty that you could clearly see the lath 


marks—both on walls and ceiling. Painting or papering over such a dirty condition 





would cure it for only a limited time. For the dirt between the walls would continue 
ie to sift through the plaster and stain the new decorating. 

The cure—the first and most basic—was to put up new walls right over the old 
ones. This was done by using big sheets of Gypsum Wallboard, which are really 
ready-made sheets of plaster. They cover the sins of the past, and are made so that 
the dirt in the old walls will not continue to sift through.

But brand new walls would not conceal the old-fashioned. woodwork. Woodwork 


has styles, too, and even though the styles don’t change as fast as women’s hats, they 
do change. As you can see here, even woodwork can be changed, too. Millwork 
is available in plentiful quantities, and if you select from the catalogues of the lead- 
ing millwork manufacturers you are sure of getting beautifully designed, well-made 
woodwork. The new doors, the mantel, the dado, and the ceiling cornice testify to this. 
There’s something else important about this room. It contains a new system of 
treating joints. In the past it has been the custom to try to conceal the joints in 
plaster boards by complicated masking devices. Here we turn the joints to good 
account by treating them decoratively and frankly admitting they are there. That's 
wallpaper borders, cut into short strips, mounted decoratively along joints. . 
The walls of the rejuvenated room are made of “Sheetrock,” by United States 
Gypsum Co. The woodwork is made by the Morgan Company. The sofa is from Val- 
entine Seaver; chair from Drexel Furniture Co. The rug is from Bigelow-Sanford. 
The paint is “Texolite” by United States Gypsum Co. Cost breakdowns on page 100.

IF THE CEILING IS TOO HIGH, 
"fur" it down. To the old ceiling 
nail strips of wood (be sure to 
drive the nails through to the 
joists). To these strips, in turn, nail 
the new ceiling material—which 
can also be big sheets of gypsum 
board. Or any kind of wallboard. 


IF THE ROOM IS LONG AND 
NARROW, across one end build 
a combination bookshelf-cupboard 
arrangement. This will shorten the 
room by as much as 2'. Or make 
the room wider by building a wide, 
shallow bay off one of the long 
walls. Or resort to optical illu- 
sion: Install a huge mirror on one 
of the long walls. 


IF THE WINDOWS “DATE” 
YOU, it is inexpensive and easy 
to install more windows or to re- 
place small windows with larger 
ones. And if the old windows are 
jammed together in such a way 
that their frames obstruct a view, 
replace with a picture window. 


IF THERE ARE TOO MANY 
DOORS, study this situation care- 
fully before you act. Be doubly 
certain that you can eliminate one 
or two of them (you probably 
can) without making it impossible 
to get around the house with ease. 
Then, when you're satisfied, wall 
up one side of them and you have 
an alcove or niche. 


IF THE RADIATORS OBTRUDE, 
replace them with the new, smaller 
radiators; or recess the new radia- 
tors (if they're to be recessed, 
you may use convectors) in the 
wall. Or simply make the best of 
what you have: enclose the big old 
brutes in special enclosures avail- 
cble at most heating, hardware 
and department stores, and flank 
them with bookshelves. 


IF THE FLOOR IS A _ TOE- 
CATCHER, the boards which stick 
up usually need to be nailed down 
(don't spare the nails) and 
planed. Most squeaks can be 
stopped by driving wedges be- 
tween the subfloor and joists. If 
the floor needs to be replaced en- 
tirely, either lay the new boards 
over the old and at right angles to 
them, or tear up the old boards 
and start anew. If the floor sags 
in the middle, jack it up and bol- 
ster with lally columns. If it runs 
downhill toward the side of the 


house, raise and install new sills.

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our value as an American citizen depends on how you slept last night. If you slept badly, 
Yi is very likely that you are discouraged and pessimistic about the future. If you woke 
this morning unrefreshed, chances are you didn’t do very good work today, that you weren't 
as efficient as you should have been. 

You know all of this is so. You know it the sure way—from the practical experience of 
observing that your good days are preceded by good nights. So it is no stretch of the 
imagination to claim that sound sleep is our first defense. For in the months, and may- 
be years, that lie ahead of us we cannot fall prey to fatigue. The life that stretches ahead 
of each of us offers no place for pessimism, irritability or inefficiency. 

Since it behooves each of us to have only the kind of nights that start the next day 
right, let’s look to our bedding. For your bedding is the key to your getting more rest 
from the same amount of sleep. 

Did you realize that your mattress, springs, and pillow get more wear every day than 
any other thing in your house? Did you realize that poor bedding can jeopardize your 
comfort and health as much as poorly fitted shoes? Did you know that a very high per- 
centage of the bedding in use today has become obsolete from a comfort standpoint? Did 
you know that 15 per cent more energy is available to the person who sleeps on good 


springs than to the person who sleeps on poor springs?

poe bedding is like poor heaith. It develops so slowly that we forget what 
perfection is. Sleep is like that, too. For sleep is affected by many things 





besides bedding—by our digestion, by our work, by our human relation- 
ships. So many of us tolerate poor bedding, blaming our lack of rest on the 
other factors that contribute to refreshing sleep. 

We suggest that you make a check on your bedding today, just as a 
doctor does when you go to him for a periodic examination. Look at every 
detail critically, as though you had never seen it before. Poke and prod and 
investigate. Throw back the covers and go over it inch by inch on both sides. 
And don’t forget the springs; many a fine mattress is being ruined because 
of a wrongly selected or badly worn bed spring. Here are the points to check: 


HOW TO TELL IF YOUR MATTRESS AND SPRINGS 
SHOULD BE REPLACED 


1. Inspect the tailoring. Are there any tufts loose? Are there rips in the 
seams or tears in the upholstery? Some are easily repaired, but broken tufts 
or bad rips may mean a breakdown in the innerspring unit. 

2. Move slowly from one section of the mattress to another. Press down 
hard with the outstretched palms of both hands. Does it “give” more easily 
in one section? Is it firmer, for instance, at the ends than in the middle? 
If so, it is an indication that at night you are not receiving proper support. 
This check will also bring out any loose or out of position springs which 
can be felt very easily through the upholstery. (Continued on page 112) 
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Sound sleep cannot result if springs and 


mattress are not properly mated. A proper 
spring for an innerspring mattress is a firm 
box or metal coil spring with convolute coils 
or a platform top. A solid-filled mattress

n the months that lie ahead some of us will be needing two beds for each per- 
Le in our family. For if you live in a defense area where there are plants 
and facturies that are military objectives, you may be bombed. That means that 
you will be building a “refuge room”—either in your basement or in a first floor 
room—to which you will go during raids. (See pages 58-61.) 

Since most raids occur at night, the most important equipment for a refuge 
room is bedding—and enough of it for every member of the family to sleep as 
well and comfortably as possible under the circumstances. 

Now House BeautiFuL does not advocate dismantling our regular bedrooms 
and moving permanently into a refuge room. Our lives will be dislocated enough 
without upsetting the sanctuary of our bedrooms. So, if you can afford it, you 
can very well use double the number of beds. Even if you do not live in a danger 
area, may we remind you that you may need extra bedding to care for evacués 
from the danger areas. Undoubtedly you have already been canvassed to find 
out how many people you could sleep. To you we recommend buying fold-away 
beds that can be used in living rooms. 


There are other sleeping appurtenances you will 
need in your refuge room: 


ELECTRIC BLANKETS—Those wonders of modern 
science that keep even the worst "'cold-feet'’ warm 
as toast all night. It's for such civilized comforts 
as these that we're fighting. 


BED LIGHTS—Wakefulness knows no rules, and 


reading is a wonderful escape. 


THERMOS JUGS—to keep hot drinks hot and cold 
drinks cold. They're life-savers when you are under 
strain, as you well know. 

ALARM CLOCKS—Remember your refuge room 
will be blacked out, and you'll need a good old 
reliable to get up by. 

BEDSIDE RUGS—since a refuge room isn't the 
coziest place in the world. Get ones that will fit 
into your upstairs color scheme when our world 


returns to normal. But keep them practical.

Expatriate Southerners have writ- 

F \ ten nostalgic littte pieces to the honor and glory 

4 of jowl and greens and whole symposiums on the 

New England boiled dinner have been contributed to the high- 

brow magazines by down east Yankees with a residence in 

New York. Up to recently, however, there has been little dis- 

position on the part of the ladies and gentlemen who write 

about these matters so feelingly to revive on their own tables 

either jowl and greens or New England boiled dinner or in- 
deed any other homely specialty from back home. 


Now, world conditions being what they are, all that has 
changed, and what were a little while ago sentimental excur- 
sions into our gastronomic past have become overnight a 
serious and practical investigation of American dishes for 
American tables. In casting their eyes in the direction of small 
town and country kitchens the metropolitan investigators must 
have learned, with I daresay a rather nasty shock, that what 
they have been talking about all this time as our culinary 
past turns out to be not the past at all but a very active and 
comfortable present. North, east, south and west in a million 
kitchens there are women today bending over their mixing 
bowls, rolling out pie paste, slowly simmering butter and 
meat and vegetables, sifting and kneading by touch rather 
than by formula, who would be hard put to believe that 


the Indian puddings and pan dowdies and the Brunswick 


stews they have been serenely tossing together all their lives 
are looked upon as exhibits in a quaint side show. 

There is I fear something a bit absurd in the ease with which 
I involuntarily translate social and economic phenomena into 
kitchen parlance, so I hardly dare point out the analogy be- 
tween what the war has done for our political solidarity and 
what it has done and will continue to do for our tables. As 
late as December 194] a terrible lot of people in this country 
thought mighty ill of what a terrible lot of other people were 


doing about the affairs of the nation, and up to the same time 
there were many who either thought ill or thought not at all 
of what went on in other peoples’ kitchens. City dwellers who 
had forgotten or never knew about the greatness of home cooks 
in small towns all over the country were selfconsciously eat- 
ing their way through French menus, and the more flighty of 
the home cooks themselves were discrediting the home by a 
frenzy for frills which they substituted for flavor and pains- 
taking care. Fanciers of foie gras and French sardines and 
Scotch grouse and Swedish salmon were at that time beginning 
to get a bit panicky over the chances that these delicacies might 
not see them through the emergency, and food writers in mag- 
azines and newspapers went to the vast pains to track down for 
their readers the whereabouts of the last imported treasures. 
Since the 7th of December I have heard few inquiries for 
caviar or foie gras or the like and even fewer complaints that 
such things are absent from the home scene. 


The reason for this high minded stoicism might very well 
have sprung from patriotic motives in the first place, but by 
this time I think it is dawning even upon urban eaters that 
they are going to be able to do themselves extremely well right 
out of American cellars and American pantries. 


Actually, to make the best out of what is, gastronomically 
speaking, a perfectly satisfactory situation anyway, hostesses 
who have confused careful cooking with elaborate cooking 
will have to make some readjustments. I hope, for instance, 
that the word connoisseur will cease for good and all to be 
applied to those New Yorkers who can talk knowingly about 
the merits of quail financiére or the best way of doing beef 
Straganoff. Cooking on city tables will get a real lift only when 
city hosts and hostesses release their proprietary rights in this 
overworked word and realize that the true connoisseur of food 
is the man or woman wherever he or she is found who knows 
and appreciates quality. The member of The Ladies Aid 
Society in a small Illinois town who can cut into a pound cake 
and tell with certainty what is wrong (or what is right) with 
its texture and flavor is in het own field just as true a con- 
noissseur as is the New Yorker who can recognize the brandy 
used in a pheasant flambé. (Continued on page 96)

HOW TO MAKE A 


REFUGE ROOM 


Aretuee room may come to be as much standard 
equipment in the American home as is the 
living room. We hope not, but if bombing be- 
comes a part of our war time routine, then let’s 
be ready for it, so loss of life will not be one of 
the things we have to bear. 

This one that we have created is packed with 
utility and chin-up good spirits. Everything in it 
is there for a reason. Yet it is not a bit grim, and 
you wouldn’t mind spending any length of time 
there. 

Come with us on a tour. 

Most striking aspect of this room is the extra 
stout framing in the middle of the room. This is 
to protect you if the house is demolished. You 
have heard the many tales of spectacular escapes 
in England when people were under strong things 
that did not give way when great weight fell on 
them. Ours is built after the specifications rec- 
ommended by the English Ministry of Home 
Security, and details are given on the next two 


pages. 
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You will notice that the top of the framing is 
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covered by small mesh wire and in turn by red 
oil cloth. This is to stop falling rubble, debris

‘an already small flower garden in favor of a vegetable patch. Yet if you can raise good 
flowers, you can raise good vegetables. For good vegetables are what the country needs. 
The answer then, is to grow vegetables right in your flower garden. 


First of all, look critically at your garden plans for this year. Aren’t you surprised by the 


number of annuals you were planning to grow to fill in among the perennial stand-bys? 


Well, dispense with the annuals and see how many nourishing vegetables you might grow 


in their stead. On the opposite page we’ve given you some suggestions for Dietary Doubles. 


In the plan and keyed captions below you see what a healthy list of vegetables you can really 


handle. The big drawing suggests the charm of the whole affair—if you plan. 


You think there’s no room left for flowers? All right, here’s how you’re wrong. Start with 


the informal part of the garden. Running clockwise from the entrance are Hardy Phlox, 
Hardy Asters and Chrysanthemums, Delphiniums and Gladiolus in alternating drifts, Lilies 
in two corners and Phlox again. In the formal bed, clockwise: Iris, Peonies in 4 corners, 
Dahlias, Roses and again Iris. Color the season through, and lots of it! Many of the vege- 


tables, too, will add color and texture. Use our plans as a guide in making your own. Dig 
your ground well. Don’t crowd too much into it. Feed it with a complete fertilizer. Water it. 


1. Tomatoes, 9 poles of them, as keyed on the plan 
above. You see them with alternate Dahlias, left. 
2. Beets, to be thinned by eating the smaller ones. 
3. Carrots, used as edging like the beets. These are 
slower growing, and of course you don't eat tops. 
4. Kohlrabi looks as interesting as any flower! And 
if you eat the "bulbs'’ when 21/2” across, a treat. 
5. Sweet peppers, 4 or 5 plants. If you grow Sweet 
Banana, each plant will yield up to a dozen fruits. 
6. New Zealand Spinach will grow through the sum- 
mer when true spinach fails. Keep it carefully cut. 
7. Chives make fine garnish for one of the four Rose 
beds—and a fine garnish for scores of pet dishes. 
8. Parsley is another good garnish and salad asset. 
9. Pole beans—9 hills, with 4 plants to a pole— 
might replace Hollyhocks as a good background.

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AND HOW TO STOP THEM 


By Stanley Schuler 


ou can stop every leak in your house—18 

different kinds, to be exact—if you will follo.. 
the House BeautiruL chart on leak-stoppers. 
Leaks are wasteful and dangerous. Cracks in 
walls leak heat, and heat is costly. Holes in roofs 
leak water, and water eventually discolors walls. 
undermines plaster and rots wood. Leaks in gas- 
burning equipment fill the house with deadly 
vapors. 

One leak doesn’t amount to much. But there 
are few houses which have only one leak. Most 
of us, whether we know it or not, are beset on 
every side by leaks. And the sad part of them 
is that they rarely grow any better. Unless you 
act promptly to stop them, they become steadily 
larger, more annoying, more extravagant. 

Fortunately, it is not difficult to stop them. As 
the chart shows, you can do a large percentage 
of the work yourself. Little skill is involved— 
only common sense. And the materials required 
are available everywhere. But if your time is too 
valuable, you can always call in an expert who 
can do the work quickly and at no great cost. 

Actually, of course, any expenses in effecting 
repairs pay for themselves. They are much 
smaller than the expense of abiding a leak for 
months and years. So if you are plagued by leaks, 
by all means do something about them. First 
find them. Then read the chart to see how to 
stop them. Then act.

The water that seeps in will discolor the 
ceilings, wails and floors below. Plaster 
may be loosened and the wood framing may 
become rotten. 


Water will quickly work its way behind or 
under the flashing and run down inside the 
walls or leak through the roof sheathing. 
In any ease, this will discolor and loosen 
plaster. And rot may develop. 


Rain water pours through the crack or 
hole in solid streams, battering the plant- 
ing below and washing out the ground. The 
noise is often loud enough to disturb 
sieep. And the water may stain the siding 
on the house. 


Disagreeable smoke-filled rooms and a pos- 
sible fire hazard. 


The escaping water will damage the floor 
and may hurt the ceiling below. 


The wasted water costs money; and if it is 
hot water, the fuel bill is increased. The 
steady drip may also stain the bow] of the 
lavatory, sink or tub. 


The water that you invariably splash 
around seeps down behind the walls and 
stains and eventually weakens the plaster.

After removing the old putty which holds the glass in place, scrape the wood and apply linseed oil to act as 
a filler so the oil in the putty will not be absorbed. Roll the putty into strips the size of a pencil and press 
it into place. Smooth with a putty knife, remove all stains, and paint when the putty has dried thoroughly. 





Weatherstrip the doors and sash completely. Felt strips may be tacked to the frames in such a way that 
they press against the sash and door. But metal strips are better. Storm windows and doors will also help. 








First, find the cracks. They are quite likely to be minute. Then fill them with putty or plastic wood. 
When this has dried, paint. 


Chip out the loose mortar between bricks and brush the surfaces clean with a wire brush. Repoint the joints 
with a mixture of 1 part Portland cement, 3 parts sand (not too coarse) and hydrated lime equal to 10% 
of the volume of cement. An integral waterproofing compound added to this mixture will also help. If the 
bricks themselves seem unusually porous, paint them with a waterproof paint and cover with a transparent 
damp proofing compound. 





With hammer and sharp cold chisel, chip out the crack to the shape of an inverted V. Then pack the joint 
tight with a mixture of 1 part cement, 3 parts sand and 1/10th part hydrated lime. Wet the work down 
daily for several days to increase the strength of the mortar. Porous stucco may also be painted with water- 
proof paint or transparent damp proofing. 


Replace any cracked shingles or siding. Or if they are merely warped out of place, nail down tight, using 
galvanized nails with corrugated sides (they resemble screws, but do not taper), and calk the gaps with putty. 





Divert surface water from outside walls. If downspouts do not lead into dry wells or a storm sewer, remedy 
the situation with drain tile. Or at the foot of each downspout, build a splash board of conerete or wood 
which will throw the water away from the building. If the house has no gutters at all, grade the ground 
up to the house in a steep slope which should be sodded or sown with a good crop of grass. Or a more 
unsightly solution is the construction of a concrete gutter or walk, about 2’ wide around the house. Drain 
off ground water. Dig a trench all the way round the house down to the level of the footings. In the bottom 
lay a continuous row of 4” drain tiles which are connected to a deep dry well or storm sewer. Cover cracks 
between tiles with roofing paper. Then fill trench, first with fine gravel, then with coarse stone, to a depth 
of about 2’. Cover this with burlap or sods turned upside down, and backfill. 


Waterproof exterior surfaces of walls. If the basement is relatively dry, apply a 2%” coating of a water- 
proofed Portland cement mortar to the walls. If the water conditions are bad, coat the walls liberally with 
asphalt. Or apply a membrane consisting of alternate layers of asphalt and tar paper. Whichever method 
you follow, be sure that the waterproof coating covers the walls from the sills on down to the footings. 





Waterproof intvrior surfaces of walls. You may follow the two procedures outlined above, or any of the 
following: If the leaky condition is serious, coat the walls with a metallic waterproofing compound and top 
this with a troweled coat of cement. Less serious problems can be solved by applying waterproof cement 
paint, rubber paint or transparent damp proofing. 





Seal cracks between walls and edges of floor with asphalt. Then waterproof floor as you would waterproof 
interior surfaces of walls. Fill cracks and repoint joints. Clean out the old mortar, brush the openings clean 
and seal with a prepared cement compound or with a mixture of 1 part cement to 24% parts sand. 


In wood, asphalt and asbestos-cement shingled roofs. Insert a new shingle, a piece of roll roofing or tarred 
felt. Or cut a tin can apart, flatten the metal, paint it on both sides and nail it over the hole. Or, if the 
roof is black, you may fill the holes with one of the readily available plastic bituminous compounds. In 
metal roofs. Clean the metal with steel wool and emery paper and plug the hole with solder. In roll roofing. 
Coat the area around the hole with roofing pitch and cover with a piece of roll roofing. In built-up tar and 
gravel roofs. Apply more tar . . .Whenever the repair requires the use of nails, be sure to use galvanized 
roofing nails which will not rust. 





Metal flashing. This is difficult to replace in toto today because of shortages. If the flashing has pulled out 
of its position in brick walls, push it back in and repoint with cement or an elastic roofing cement. If 
wind has ripped the flashing loose from the sheathing, coat the under side with elastic cement and nail it 
down tight. If the flashing is broken or cracked, coat the underside with elastic cement and nail down the 
torn edges. Then cover with a plastic bituminous compound. Or, if the crack is not large, it can be soldered. 
Plastic flashing. Replace with new plastic flashing. Or paste the paper down with asphalt and cover with 
more apshait. 





Cracks and leaks can be prevented if gutters and downspouts are kept clean of leaves and dirt; if they are 
cleaned and painted regularly; and if their fastenings to the house are checked. Heavy icicles should be 
broken off to prevent their weight from breaking the gutter. Patented antifreeze units should be installed 
in the top of the downspouts to prevent ice from forming inside the spouts and bursting them. But once a 
break occurs in wood gutters, replace that section with a new piece. Metal gutters should be cleaned and 
soldered. Downspouts should also be cleaned and soldered. 





Point up the mortar between the bricks or stones. This simply means troweling new cement mortar into 
any leaking holes or cracks. 
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In steam systems. Let the fire go out. Close the valve tight. Unserew the packing nut at the base of the 
stem to which the valve handle is attached. Pack the space between the inside of the nut and the stem with 
plastic, metallic packing compound which can be bought from any heating contractor. Then screw the nut 
down tight and start the fire. In hot water systems. It is advisable to let your heating contractor do this 
work. Because, after the fire is out, the system must be drained until the water level is below the radiator 
being repaired. The procedure in packing the nut is similar to that followed for steam systems. Then the 
entire system must be refilled with water. 








Shut off the water below the fixture. Unscrew the cap nut of the faucet and remove the handle. Carefully 
remove the screw that holds the washer on the bottom of the spindle in place and insert a new washer. of 
the correct size. Several new types of patented washers which obviate the use of the screw are available at 
any hardware store. If washers seem to wear out with constant regularity, the ‘“‘seet’’ into which the washer 
slips when the water is turned off may be searred and rough. A piumber can repair this. If water leaks 
around the stem of the faucet, remove the cap nut and handle and replace the packing washer. 





Fill the crack with a plastic molding which comes ready for installation. Or you can plug a small crack 
with a waterproof cement compound. 


We repeat: call in the service man of your gas utility immediately. Do not try to make any repairs yourself. 
Above all, don’t go hunting for the leak with a lighted match.

Then, as a yearly court of final appeal, we modestly civ 
you House BEauTIFUL’s Jury of Expert Plantsmen. 


This year, as always, the Jury, under the chairmanship of J. W. Johnston, delibag 
ated on the scores of 1942 Roses scheduled for introduction to the public this com 
ing season. From the list, after comparing notes, personal observation and occasional 
epithets, they brought in recommendations of fourteen of them. Most of those selecte¢ 
for special endorsement were Hybrid Teas—all healthy and sturdy ones, with a bonus 
of fine color or beauty of bloom which not only set them apart from their fellow new 
comers but marked them as distinctive from past favorites. Aside from the Hybric 
Teas there were two large flowered climbing Roses and three Floribundas, or larg@ 


flowered Polyanthas. One of these, except for its color, might be a twin of “World’

Fair,” itself among the most satisfactory Roses introduced in recent years. And ont 
of the Hybrid Teas, Heart’s Desire, was the sole choice of the 1942 All-Americé 
Selection committee—top award for any new Rose. 


Success, surely, has been made part of the inheritance of these Roses our Jury has 
chosen. And the success can be yours to command in your own garden. But simpl 
buying a Rose with a spandy new name and an advance reputation is not the whole 
story. Choose your Roses for their type, form and color, according to your tastes and 
the pattern of your beds. Then make sure that you buy good plants. You'll be asket 
to pay a fair price, but you'll get what you pay for if your dealer is reliable. Fot 
more about that, see next page. Then, of course, you must plant them well, give them 
the basic care they so richly deserve. For more about this, too, see next page. And 
now—for our Rose Jury’s 1942 report in detail, see page 81. 
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YES ...If you buy only good 
stock from a reliable nursery. 
You can buy a Rose for a dime. You can buy 
one for a dollar and a half. They will look more 
or less alike to the unpracticed eye. Each will 
be worth its price. How come? 

The difference can be divided about equally 
between normal variations in quality and just 
plain dirty dealing. Let the buyer beware! All 
right, here are a few facts. 

The dollar-a-dozen Roses may be “green- 
house throw-outs” with all the vitality burned 
out of them by forcing for cut flowers. (They 
wholesale for about 3¢ apiece!) Or they may 
be Hybrid Teas grown on their original roots, 
and lack the ability to survive a northern 
winter. Or they may have been grafted, or 
“budded” too quickly onto inferior root stocks. 
Or they may have been badly damaged. Some 
of these Roses will give good results where 
winters are warm. But—beware! 

Now for the other extreme: The finest hardy 
Hybrid Tea Roses are budded onto one-year- 
old seedling rootstocks and then grown for two 
seasons more in the field with proper cultiva- 
tion. These are the top quality Roses. There 
are permissible modifications of this routine 
which will give Roses of virtually equal per- 
formance in your garden. 

From the reliable nurseryman, whose reputa- 
tion has stood the test of time and your gar- 
dening friends, you will get only good ones. 




































YES ... If you prepare your 
soil well and plant with care. 
A good Rose is no sissy. But neither is it a 
Serub Oak, to be dumped anywhere. Buy the 
best. Plant it right. Take care of it conscien- 
tiously but without coddling. Like this: 

First, make a good bed. Dig, in advance, to 
a depth of 214’. 
manure in the lower part, or use bone meal.

Second, plant as soon as the soil is in 


broken or straggly roots. Don’t let the roots 
dry even for a few minutes. Plant in a big hole 
and spread the roots well. Fill the hole loosely, 
then tramp the earth firm. Then fill the space 
with water and allow this to drain away before 
putting the rest of the soil in. See that the bud 
or graft is 17-114” below the final soil level. 
Cut back tops to 87-12”, 

Third, follow a weekly routine of spraying 
or dusting. Get a “three-way” compound at 
your dealer’s and apply it regularly from May 
until late fall. Cultivate lightly but often to 
keep weeds out and moisture in. Use a com- 
plete plant food as per maker’s directions. 
Water infrequently but thoroughly on the 
ground to avoid mildew. Keep faded blooms 
cut. When you cut for Roses in the house, do it 
before breakfast, and cut back to a five-part 


leaf to insure new blooms. That’s all!

Here’s an entry for the .1942 Backvard 
Farmer’s Almanac: March comes in like a 
sword and goes out like a plough-share. 


They do say skim milk is fine for cleaning 
rusty garden tools. There’s so much rust on 
mine, though, that I could never pay for the 
milk bath. So I shall soak them in kerosene and then apply steel 
wool and cylinder oil where it will do the most good. 


One of these mornings you’re going to wake up and think that 
spring has come at last. You'll go outside and pull aside the litter 
over the bulbs or early plants to see how they are coming. All right, 
put the mulch right back again. The “first day of spring” is always 
an optical illusion. 


You can haul that lawn mower out, though—the one you were 
going to have oiled and sharpened last fall. And send it to be cleaned 
and sharpened. There are going to be a lot of grass blades to cut. 


Early this month is none too soon to haul out and paint the garden 
and porch furniture. The smell of turpentine is much better alone 
than when mixed with the odor of garden flowers, as it will be later 
on! Dust all pieces before starting to paint, and wipe with a cloth 
moistened in turpentine to clean the surfaces thoroughly. 


Let’s assume, for the sake of argument, that you’ve ordered all 
your vegetable and annual seeds and perennial plants long since. 
Then why not cast an appraising eye over the garden as it begins to 
emerge from winter and order the perennial seeds you can grow 
yourself when the first rush is over? 


Just as the frost comes out of the ground is the ideal time to 
spread complete plant food on your lawn. Follow manufacturer’s 
directions. Except that the ground is now wet enough and the grass 
dormant enough so you won't need to rake or water in. The fertilizer

This is the month of the big Flower Shows. Even if you ruin your 
feet doing it, take in as much of as many as you can. Watch this 
year especially the food gardening exhibits. Concentrate, too, on 
the combinations of bulbs, plants, and evergreens. Dates for some 
of the big shows: New York, Boston and Philadelphia, March 
16-21. Seattle and Chicago, 15-22. Detroit, 21-29. St. Louis, 14-22. 


Uncover your Hybrid Tea Roses slowly, over a period of two 
weeks or so. Then prune back to about the third outside bud on 
each stem. Clean up the beds now, and keep them clean or cleanly 
mulched throughout the season. Get all new Roses in early. For 
westerners this is about the last call. 


Look out for plants that have been heaved out by frost these 
days. If they are all the way out, but alive, heel them in some- 
where for later resetting. If they are only slightly out, either press 
back gingerly for later care or cover with compost or good soil. Take 
all mulches off slowly. This can’t be over emphasized. March is the 
most unpredictable season of them all. 


“Divide and conquer” is as good a motto for the spring gardener 
as it is a bad one for nations. Hardy Asters, Chrysanthemums, Bol- 
tonias, Anemone japonica are among those which should be divided 
as soon as you can safely get to it. Don’t try to salvage dubious parts 
of the old clumps. The new divisions will grow with abandon. 


It’s probably time now to thin or transplant annual seedlings in 
flats (if they have two sets of true leaves). Pot or re-pot Begonias 
that you plan to set out when the ground is warm. Plant tomatoes. 
eggplant, cabbages right away. Hardy annual seed can go in an out- 
door seedbed as soon as one is ready. Treat with seed disinfectant. 


Sow Larkspur and California Poppies where they are to grow. 


Remove the dead Peony stalks you forgot to take out last fall, 


burn them at once, and spray the new shoots with Bordeaux.

Each 
of you go into one room of your house and try to make a complete, 
accurate list of what’s in any other room. Then check back. 

That is a game you may have to play in dead earnest if you have 
a fire or other disaster and you’ve not made an inventory. When 
you check any room you’ve playfully inventoried from memory 
against its actual contents, you'll find that you’ve left wide gaps. 
In case of a real tragedy these gaps may be very expensive and 
serious for you. So make an inventory of everything right now. 

Handy booklets, for just this purpose, most of them dup/icate 
size of your insurance policy, are issued by many insurance com 
panies, and given free to clients and prospective clients. 

Finally, prepare valuations upon which adjustments may later 
be made. The general method of evaluation is based on original 
cost, plus or minus appreciation or depreciation.

Of course you can make liars out of us by saying that your trees never had a 
sick day in their lives and you don’t do a thing for them except keep the leaves 
raked up under the branches. Well, you’re lucky, in spite of the leaf raking. For 
dead and decaying leaves are one factor in keeping trees healthy in their native 
woods. A blanket of rotting leaves keeps the ground cool and moist and, decompos- 
ing, helps feed roots with nature’s fertilizer. Bear in mind that a medium sized 
tree gives off twice as much water as it gets in average rainfall. And a lawn doesn’t 
supply any surplus. The same tree on your lawn would really like at least 40 lbs. 
of balanced plant food a year, too! And as for air—well, even minute quantities of 
illuminating gas, and exhaust gases, dust and soot make its leaf pores choke and 
close up, poison its roots. Rot and storms add physical damage. So, if you think 
you're lucky, be wise, too. Check the things you should know and do—beginning now.

N’ matter where you live, you 
can’t control the dust and grime 
that filter into your house. It’s 
everybody’s problem. On pages 36 
through 39 we have shown you how 
a canny choice of color helps to 
prevent dust-bedimmed rooms and 
gives you livelier, friendlier quar- 
ters. But you can go a step further 
in barricading yourself against 
erime by seeing to it that the fab- 
rics which go into your home as 
curtains, draperies, slip covers, and 
bedspreads are actually made to be 
dust-resistant. 

Any smooth close-surface fabric 
is more resistant to dust than one 
with a rough or intricately woven 
surface. The reason for this is that 
the fuzzy fibers from which fabrics 
are woven cannot attract dirt so 
readily when they are flattened 
down. Dust can be shaken or 
brushed from the surface of a 
smooth material, but clings to the 
nooks and crannies of nubbly, open 
weaves. In damp weather or when- 
ever moisture comes in contact with 
the fabric those same fibers tend 
to absorb the wetness and attract 
the dust even more easily. What 
results is a fine grade of mud to 
grind its way into your best drap- 
eries and gray their beauty. Then 
starts a long procession of trips to 
the wash tub or to the dry cleaner 
and in no time at all this wear and 
tear takes its toll. 

But smooth surfaces alone are 
not the final answer to the dust 
problem. Invention and industry 
have worked out special processes 
which are applied to fabrics to coat 
or flatten out the dust-catching 
fibers and so reduce their tendency 
to hold the dust. Many of these 
processes are made to last the life 
of the fabric, which means that it 
will keep on doing a dust-fighting 
job as long as you use it, even after 
frequent cleanings.

full of these bright, easy to clean 
materials. Sometimes you will find 
articles already made up in proe- 
essed fabrics, or you may purchase 
the treated fabrics by the yard. 
When you go out to buy, look for 












a label which tells what process 
has been used and what service 
you may expect of the material. 

Chintz has long been an uphok 
stery and drapery favorite, not only 
because it is colorful and crisp to 
look at, but also because its glaze 
makes it easy to keep dust-free. A 
few shakes and the dust is gone 
from its glossy surface. But up 
until a few years ago chintz wa 
not completely practical because 
the glaze disappeared with the firs! 
few launderings or dry cleanings, 
But—science to the rescue, as usual 
and the problem is now solved.

_ “Impregnole” is a process which 
makes cotton, rayon and wool fab- 
ries water-repellent, a very impor- 
tant quality if you’re fighting dust 
because materials that won’t absorb 
water easily dont absorb dust 
easily. This means added life for 
your curtains, draperies and _ slip 
covers. The process itself may be 
applied by the manufacturer or 
may be added to finished articles 
by a good laundry or dry cleaner. 
Water simply rolls off materials 
treated with “Impregnole” and you 
may spill liquids on them without 
worrying over spots and _ stains. 
Curtains which are prone to go 
limp and sleazy in damp weather 
or from bathroom steam come 
through these ordeals fresh as a 
daisy when they’ve been treated 
jto an “Impregnole” finish. Dust 
/may light on such fabrics, as dust 
will, but it will not penetrate the 
I fibers. This makes ordinary clean- 
ing an easy matter of shaking off 
‘the dust and the fabric launders

fairly limited. Gabardine and cor- 
duroy, which make quite handsome 
slip covers and draperies, take 
the treatment beautifully. And al- 
though it may seem like gilding the 
lily, “Zelan” is sometimes used to 
make “Everglaze” chintz water- 
repellent. Materials treated with it 
have exceptional resistance to spot- 
ting by mud, beverages, ink, non- 
greasy common

Processors haven’t forgotten the 
faithful old glass curtain which 
bears the brunt of most of the dust 
that enters your house. ‘“Wat-a-set” 
is a process designed to give rayon 
and cotton sheers and marquisettes 
a durable, washable finish which 
lasts a long time and requires no 
starch in the laundering. Dust 
shakes off the fabric easily, thus 
making the washing procedure 
simpler. It is also durable to dry 
cleaning. “Wat-a-set” lessens shrink- 
age. The process is also used on 
slip cover fabrics but is not gen- 
erally used on prints because col- 
ors must be dependably resistant 
before the treatment may be used. 
“Wat-a-set” is applied only when 
the cloth is manufactured and can- 
not be reapplied. Products so proc- 
essed are tagged with a label. 

Organdy, lawn, batiste, dotted 
swiss and similar sheer cotton fab- 
rics are given a durable crispness 
and resistance to dust by a treat- 
ment called “Bellmanizing.” This 
is a chemical bath which rounds 
the cotton fibers and makes them 
almost glassy smooth. The process 
increases the strength and wear- 
ability of the fabric and improves 
its appearance by giving it an 
evener, clearer weave than  ordi- 
nary fabrics. No starch is needed 
in fabrics so treated. Launder or 
dry clean them many times and 
they still retain their original crisp 
freshness. And that is a boon, as 
dirty-city dwellers know. “Bellman- 
izing” is done only by the manufac- 
turer and can not be added later. 
Here again a label appears. 

“Sanforizing” is neither a dust- 
resistant or water-repellent process,

Double for Nothing! 

The wise vegetable gardener will 
have two strings to his bow. He 
will plan to grow certain crops 
which will be served up fresh to 
table during the summer. He will 
also plan certain other crops which 
will be canned or stored for use 
during the seven or eight months 
in the year when his garden is re- 
cuperating from its summer effort. 

He should lay his plans before 
he plants, else he will waste seed 
and labor—two factors important 
at any time and essential in war. 
The gardener who has no deep, 
cool, frost-proof cellar for vegetable 
storage will do better not to over- 
plant potatoes, parsnips, cabbages, 
turnips, winter carrots, and beets, 
but rather to plant of these sorts 
only what his family may use di- 
rect from the garden. The house- 
hold which lacks adequate kitchen 
space and canning equipment, or 
no member of which can devote 
herself to long, hot hours over the 
stove in August, will not be need- 
ing corn, string beans, and toma- 
toes by the bushel. Hf you are plan- 
ning a garden for such a house, 
keep your plantings small and re- 
plant for succession every two or 
three weeks.

And there 
are few native eaters over eighteen 
years old who would not turn down 
crépes Suzette in favor of a straw- 
berry shortcake made of rich bis- 
cuit crust, bursting with ripe ber- 
ries and served with thick cream 
as every housewife from Maine to 
Indiana knew how to prepare it 
before the seductive voice of the 
radio food commentator was heard 
in the land. 

Maybe chicken stew does not 
sound as good as suprémes de 
volaille, and indeed chicken stew 
at the mercy of a careless cook can 
be an infamous mess, as so for 
that matter can the suwprémes be in 
different but equally 
hands. But oh how rich and mel- 
low on the tongue is a well made 
American chicken stew in all its 
classic simplicity! The slow poach- 
ing of the disjointed fowl in broth, 
the thickening with cream and egg 
yolk, the cautious drop or two of 
lemon juice and the biscuits, halved 
and buttered and laid like little 
feathery islands in the pale yellow 
of the rich gravy, these and a thou- 
sand other careful, loving practices 
are what form the homely artistry 
of the American cook.

3. Evaluation. 

A great many people do not feel 
that they have time to devote to 
the ramifications of evaluation but 
it is conceivable that life would 
operate more smoothly if they did.

Make 
lists of your household goods and 
add their approximate value. List 
your silver. List your linen. Cata- 
logue your books. These check lists 
are invaluable in the smooth opera- 
tion of a household. 

Check on yourself as a social in- 
dividual. Make a new address book 
which will tell you more abou 
your friends than where they are. 
Check on your correspondence. 
Make notes of the people you ought 
to write—the people you ought to 
telephone—the people you ought 
to entertain. 

As for the less tangible aspects 
of evaluation, these are the special 
province of the individual. Only in 
moments of unhurried contempla- 
tion do the real values of existence 
emerge and an evening at home 
alone will at least provide oppor- 
tunities for such contemplation. If 
one is willing to discard the proc: 
esses of bored thinking or useless 
worry and let the mind rove wide 
and free over the potentialities 
of the future and the equipment 
we must marshal to meet it, seren- 
ity is within reach. 

The signposts of our times indi- 
cate that evenings at home alone 
may soon become a necessity for 
many of us. It is all the more im- 
portant, then, that they be regarded 
as the privilege they are.

Block up the Windows 


Another absolute must in a home 
refuge room is barricaded windows. 
It is hard for us to imagine, as yet, 
the tremendous forces set up by ex- 
ploding bombs, even when they fall 
50 feet away. But just because we 
can’t visualize it is no reason it 
can’t be true. 

There are several ways to barri- 
cade windows; with brick walls 13 
inches thick, with piles of dirt 214 
feet thick, or gravel about 2 feet 
thick held between boards framed 
together.

How to Remove Lipstick Stains 





Removing lipstick from table linen is not an occasional occur- 
rence. It’s a daily occurrence with practically every homemaker 
who desires her linens to be as fresh and spotless as the day 
she bought them. And it behooves housekeepers to know ex- 
actly how to treat lipstick stains without injuring fine fabrics. 
For the coloring ingredients used in manufacturing lipstick are 
not water-soluble, so that lipstick stains are dificult to remove 
completely without applying a bleach to the stain. 












Both washable and non-washable wallpapers can be successfully 
cleaned with a dough-type cleaner which has been especially 
developed for this purpose. In fact, it is a quicker method to 
use for overall cleaning, even of washable wallpapers. These 
cleaners do a thorough job, but it is a job which requires time 
and patience to get good results. In dusting papered walls, extreme 
care should be exercised to avoid grinding the dirt into the 
surface, often making a thorough cleaning impossible.

An overall washing of painted walls need not take place more 

than once every year or so—if painted walls are dusted often 

so that excess dirt is not allowed to collect and become em- 

bedded in the paint. If you are not certain your paint is wash- 

able, test an inconspicuous place (behind a divan) first before 

attempting the whole job. Never use harsh scouring powders 
| or strong solutions of any kind on painted walls.

Soap and water are still the best way of freshening and _perking 
up most fabrics. They are also still the most economical means 
of keeping home-furnishings good looking. But it’s not recom- 
mended to tub colored slipcovers, draperies and bedspreads 
until you are positive their colors are fast. If the fabrics you 
buy do not contain informative labels as to washability and 
colorfastness, you can test colored fabrics yourself by a simple 


process which removes the gamble from washing:

Marble floors, window sills and work surfaces have lasting 
beauty and seldom, if ever, have to be replaced—if properly 
cared for. They are easy to keep looking well, providing a few 
simple rules are followed. The compound used for cleaning 
marble is particularly important, since marble is seriously 
affected by harsh abrasives, strong salt solutions, acids and 
caustic cleaners. A volcanic ash base cleaner can be used satis- 


factorily or mild soap suds if certain precautions are taken. 
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STAINS 








Most householders like to remove smoke stains from their fire- 
places at least once or twice a year. There are several proce- 
dures that can be followed for this cleaning job, although the 
Association of Brick Manufacturers does not guarantee that any 
solution will remove the blackness from fireplace brick in all 
cases as the nature of the discoloring agent varies with the 
fuel burned in the fireplace. Often scrubbing with a strong tri- 
sodium phosphate solution is effective, or the following:

and water easier. Leave the fatty substance on the stain a 
short time, then place the article in a solution of soap and 
water with a little washing soda. Wash in the usual manner.

Another method of removing lipstick on washable fabrics is 
to sponge the stain with carbon tetrachloride, and then launder 
the article. If some stain remains after laundering, white cottons 
and linens can be bleached with either a chlorine bleach or 
hydrogen peroxide. Never use bleaches on wools and rayons. 
NON-WASHABLE FABRICS: If lipstick stains do not readily dis- 
appear when sponged with carbon tetrachloride, or similar clean- 
ing compound, send article to professional dry cleaner.

PROCEDURE: Brickwork to-be-cleaned should be thoroughly 
wetted with clear water before the cleaning agent is applied, 
and after to remove the cleaning compound completely. Make 
smooth stiff paste of trichlorethylene and powdered talc. Apply 
paste to stain with trowel. Cover with glass or pan to prevent 
too rapid evaporation. Allow to dry and then scrape off. Wash 
with water. Use in well-ventilated room. Repeat several times. 

If slight stain remains, try the following after washing brick 
with water: Dissolve 2 Ibs. trisodium phosphate in 5 qts. of 
water. In separate vessel make a stiff paste of 12 oz. of chloride 
of lime in water. Pour the trisodium solution on the paste and 
stir thoroughly. When lime has settled, draw off the clear liquid 
and dilute with equal parts of water. Then make a stiff paste 
of this with powdered tale and apply with a trowel. Scrape off 
when dry. Wash with clear water. Repeat, if necessary. 


PROCEDURE: It is best, if possible, to use the cleaner rec- 

ommended by the manufacturer of your wallpaper. Never use 

a cleaner which streaks or smudges. Remember good equip- 

ment means good results! 

1. Be sure hands are clean. 

2. Knead an easy-to-handle piece of cleaner until pliable. 

3. Start at the ceiling and work downward, cleaning a strip 
from ceiling to floor. 

4. Use firm steady strokes, wipe the surface in one direction, 
sliding cleaner on and off the surface. 

5. Use a fresh section of the cleaner whenever necessary. 

6. When one strip has been cleaned, begin cleaning the next 
strip, well within the cleaned area. 

7. Brush up all particles of cleaner before you sit back to 
survey your clean fresh wallpaper walls.

PROCEDURE: First brush off all loose dust with soft cloth 
or vacuum cleaner attachment. Painted walls can be washed 
with a mild soap and water solution or one of the many good 
commercial paint cleaners. If walls are very dirty, it may be 
necessary to use a stronger cleaner, such as a solution of a 
half ounce of trisodium phosphate to 2 gallons of warm water. 
If using one of the commercial paint cleaners, follow the manu- 
facturer’s instructions implicitly. Remember, though, that the 
manner of washing is as important as the cleaning compound 
used. Walls should always be washed from the bottom up to 
avoid streaking. Dip sponge or soft cloth into solution. Squeeze 
out excess moisture. Wash an area about a yard square, using 
a circular motion. Rinse the clean area with fresh soft water, 
and a clean sponge or cloth. (Hard water tends to streak the 
wall.) Buff the clean area dry with a soft cloth.

PROCEDURE: LIGHT SCRATCHES may be removed from 
shellacked, as well as waxed and varnished, floors with a solu- 
tion of equal parts of turpentine, white vinegar and boiled 
linseed oil. Mix ingredients thoroughly; then apply to soft 
clean cloth and rub on scratch until it vanishes. Then polish 
with a fresh clean cloth. 

WORN SPOTS on a shellacked floor can usually be patched. 
First wash the spot thoroughly to remove all grease and wax. 
If the wood is exposed and discolored, bleach it with an oxalic 
acid solution. Then rinse with water. Dry. Sand with 00 steel 
wool or sandpaper, until smooth and all edges are tapered.

If you are decorating a glossy 
wood or painted surface, your 
découpage will adhere better if you 
roughen the surface slightly with 
steel wool before applying the 
paper. 

Have a good idea of the kind of 
composition you want your découp- 
age to have before you even start 
to clip. Too much manipulating 
afterwards may mess up or tear 
the cut pieces. 

With the large scissors, cut 
roughly around the objects you are 
going to use so that you'll have no 
awkward maneuvering with large 
pieces of paper. Then meticulously 
cut out each object, using the 
manicure scissors for very fine and 
delicate clipping. The next step is 
to coat each piece, back and front, 
with wallpaper size to prevent the 
ink or coloring from possibly dis- 
solving when it comes in contact 
with the finishing lacquer. Clean 
the sizing brush thoroughly with 
soap and water and when it is dry 
it may be used for the pasting job. 

When the size has completely 
dried, you are ready to paste. Mark 
the background to guide you in 
pasting down the objects exactly 
where you want them. Once you 
paste your cutouts down, they’ve 
got to stay stuck. Use any one of 
the three suggested adhesives. They 
all do a good job and work har- 
moniously with the lacquer finish. 
Clear lacquer is perhaps easiest of 
all to use for pasting and also 
cuts down the number of essential 
materials. Don’t overdo the ad- 
hesive. Cover the back 
piece with a thin coating and no 
more. Otherwise the stickum will 
ooze when the piece is pasted down. 
Youll learn with practice how 
much is necessary. 

Now then, you’ve arranged your 
composition and pasted it down for 
keeps. Here is where you can ex- 
press the Dali in you, for at this 
point you shade, if you’ve a mind 
to, to give the objects roundness 
and a three-dimensional feel.

Mulled Red Wine 


na crisp frosty evening when the Jones’ come 
()'. for bridge—or it’s Gin Rummy for two while 
masculine noises settle the Russian campaign— 
there is bound to be a lull. At this point a glass of 
Mulled Red Wine will sharpen the wits, help the 
final slap of a cold—if there’s one hanging on— 
and do much for the rule of “loving thy neighbor.” 

Mulled Wine can be made in the living room 
without any trouble whatever by preparing a tray 
with the “makings” in advance and placing it on 
a little table conveniently located near an electric 
plug. 

On the tray arrange a small electric plate (or a 
spirit lamp such as we show) and bowl, punch 
elasses, a ladle, a few teaspoons, granulated sugar, 
three or four sticks of cinnamon, a jar of whole 
cloves, and one of ground nutmeg, some thin 
slices of lemon and, the most important item, a 
bottle of red wine. A Beaulieu Cabernet com- 
pleted the tray pictured above, and the recipe for 
four people—in the very best tradition—follows: 

Heat the bowl, then add 1 cup of hot water and 14 cup of granulated 
sugar. Stir occasionally as the water comes to the simmering point and 
the sugar melis. Add 2 or 3 sticks of cinnamon broken in bits, and 4 
whole cloves. Then add 4 thin slices of lemon. 

At this point add 4 glasses of wine, slowly. Heat well, but do not let 
it boil after the wine has been added. Taste for sweetening and add a 
little sugar if necessary. Put a spoon in each glass—glass beer mugs 
with handles are perfect for serving hot winter drinks—and ladle a 


generous portion for each person. Add a pinch of ground nutmeg if

This 
year good ski snow came late and may be hoped to stay late. One-day 
trips in general go to the Berkshires, leave New York at 7:10 and 7:20 
on Sunday morning, arrive in Pittsfield at 11:10 and 11:40. Leave Pitts- 
field at 5:07 and 5:25 in the afternoon. Good ski conditions at partway 
points afford longer hours on the slopes. There are two week-end trains. 
the Ski Meister, to the Stowe-Mt. Mansfield and Franconia areas, and 
the Eastern Slope Express to North Conway. Week-end round trip 
tickets range from $9.50 to White River Junction and return up to $11 
for North Conway, Mountain View, Madison and Intervale. Prices are 
subject to change. And remember to allow for the federal 5% tax. If 
you want to extend them to a 10-day vacation there’s a slight additional 
charge. Check all trains at the station before leaving as snow conditions 
will vary schedules. Excellent, reliable bulletins are kept constantly 
up-to-date. 

The week-end ski trains carry not only Pullmans but refreshment 
cars. And the one-day snow trains have coaches, diners and ski service 
cars where you can buy or rent equipment and have repairs made at 
reasonable rates. 

Keep your luggage light. Youll have plenty to do handling skis, 
sticks and gear in general. It is now absolutely accepted to travel in 
ski clothes, so you need add only necessities like extra socks, under- 
wear, night clothes and the essential cosmetics (which you must ac- 
quaint yourself with as protectives against snow glare and wind). At 
very few ski resort hotels is there any dressing for dinner. except of 
the gray flannel slacks and tailored shirts variety. 

Who travels light travels fast when it comes to ski- 
ing. It’s a rule to follow literally both in selecting your 
clothes (wind proof equals warm) and your luggage 
and your extras. Later you may want to do some cross- 
country exploring, so buy always with a knapsack in 


mind.

WE MANAGE WITH A 


HIGH SCHOOL 
HELPER 


By Emily Seaber Parcher 


n an emergency—when our maid 

left to be married—we applied at 
the high school for a girl who 
wished to earn a little money doing 
part-time house work. At first it 
was only a temporary arrangement, 
but our high school helper proved 
so efficient that we kept her, and 
now manage beautifully on seven- 
teen hours of help planned around 
four afternoons and one full day a 
week. 

The routine is not the same each 
week, because in our household 
there are too many extras popping 
up to have a set schedule, but Mary 
has a good idea of what I want ac- 
complished, and there is always a 
list of duties awaiting her when she 
arrives from school. 

We have a ten-room house, with 
a playroom in the basement and an 
open porch, But it is light and airy 
and easy to keep clean, even to 
waxing those portions of the floor 
that are walked on frequently. In 
summer there is the porch to bother 
with, but then we are not so apt to 
be using the playroom. In winter, 
the porch can be neglected but we 
wash the cellar stairs more fre- 
quently and clean the ping-pong 
room at least once a week. The 
third floor has only one cleaning a 
week, too, whereas the rest of the 
house has a thorough weekly clean- 
ing, plus two or three additional 
“ooings-over,” depending on how 
dirty it gets. 

In general, our schedule goes 
something like this: 

Mondays (of one week) devoted 
to a thorough cleaning of bath- 
floors scrubbed.

Stronger control can be applied if 


the pests and hosts are both dormant 


Dormant spraying differs from the routine kind in that 
it is done while the plants are still in winter hibernation. 
The bugs are also dormant then, which helps. consid- 
erably. So before spring, on bright days when the tem- 
perature can be expected to stay around 40° for 12 
hours, much stronger poisons may be applied than the 
plants could stand later. For hard-to-get scales espe- 
cially, dormant spraying is the answer. Buy “miscible” 
oils or lime-sulphur preparations at your seed store; 
use according to directions. Pruning or hand picking 
are also called for at this time of year. Below are 


illustrated important troubles to guard against. 


CANKER WORMS, small and green, eat tree leaves 
in May. Their mothers, gray and wingless, climb in 
March to lay eggs. Apply “'tanglefoot'' bands now 


now for egg masses on apples and cherries and prune 
off. Brush out tents with kerosene when they come 


SPRUCE GALLS should be cut out now before their 
inhabitants emerge for work. Shapes and brownish 
colors vary on Blue and Norway Spruces, Douglas Firs 


SAN JOSE SCALE should be looked for on bark and 
in crevices of fruits, ornamentals, shrubs, especially 
Lilacs. Spray with miscible oil before the buds swell 


OYSTER SHELL SCALE is well named. Note that it 
lacks dimple of San José. This, too, is an ''armored" or 
panzer insect, so strong, dormant sprays are needed 


WOOLLY APHIS looks more like wool than aphis, but 
the pests are there! Watch fruit trees especially. Use 
dormant sprays as buds swell, before leaf tips open 


EUONYMOUS SCALE is almost certain to infest 
its namesake. Treat it as for the other scales, but with 
evergreen types delay treatment till early in April 


RED SPIDERS are almost microscopic. They suck life 
slowly from evergreens (some plants, too, like Phlox). 
April dormant sprays reduce the webby egg masses 


SPRUCE MITES are also true spiders with 8 legs, and 
almost invisible. April dormant spraying will get over- 
wintering adults and some eggs. Use jets of water later 


JUNIPER SCALE takes the form of small whitish blobs 
on twigs. Delayed dormant lime-sulphur sprays are best 
treatment. Watch for slow-working spiders here, too

his bedroom, at the Stephen Harts’, tells another 

kind of fabric story. The old room, shown on this 
page, shows how mis-matched fabrics can spoil a 
room. No theme of color or pattern existed in the 
old room. The bedspreads were very nice, in them- 
selves. The curtains and draperies were also very 
nice, of themselves. But together, they fought each 
other. They had been bought at different times, un- 
fortunately without a plan. Result was nondescript. 

The transformation was accomplished hy picking 


a theme song, and sticking to it. (That’s the secret

of any good decorating!) The Harts picked pink 
roses on a white ground, when they found the pretty, 
permanently-glazed chintz you see at the left. They 
shopped and found a rosebud wallpaper, which they 
put on the ceiling. They made a really professional 
job of the draperies, and this time used a clever, 
raised valance at the top of the windows, which took 
very good advantage of the rose pattern, besides giv- 
ing a more finished look. The same chintz, so pretty 
it made them look for more places to use it, was 
made into bed flounces, a trick that helped give deco- 
rative unity, and introduced their theme song on the 
other side of the room. 

So much improvement made the arm chair and the 
old American oriental look too woe-begone for words. 
So a short length of solid-color chintz, which matched 
the roses, was found and made into a slipcover for 
the chair. The old rug was retired to a less important 
room and a new leaf-green, cotton rug moved in to 
live peaceably with the gay roses, 

Such cheerful gaiety called for better accessories. 
Hence the taller, better-for-reading lamp. Study es- 
pecially the clever shadow box, made with an old 
picture frame and some easy carpentry.

Usly Duckling

e’ve never seen figures to prove it, but these pictures show 
What remodeling and redecorating pay the highest dividends 
of all possible types of investment. 

For when Dr. Douglas Morris and Mrs. Morris bought the 
Cal-Baden mineral springs at Whittier, Cal., they acquired the 
house that contained the living room you see above on this page. 
After they had invested $405 on structural remodeling, $80 for 
painting, wallpapering and mirror paneling, and $493.50 for 
furnishings, they reaped the dividend you see opposite. 

First thing they did was to rip off an exterior porch that was 
making the living room the dark and dingy place it used to be. 
Then they widened and enlarged the windows so that the good 
California sunshine could stream into this room. 

Then the Morrises ordered the arched partition between the 
living room and the dining room removed. That move accom- 
plished wonders in creating the spaciousness you see in the re- 
juvenated room. Bookcases by the fireplace were knocked out, 
and the windows behind them were carried: to the floor line and 
the ceiling line. 


With no more building surgery than that, the room was ready 





for color, furniture, accessories—all those ingredients that make 
a house a home. Here is where the personality of the mistress 


of the house began to assert itself. For she is blonde, the pos- 


sessor of a collection of Oriental art, and a lover of pretty colors. 

The floor was the first thing to be given color. To make the 
floor sink away, and to give height to the room, the original 
golden oak was scraped and covered with floor stain, darkened 
with pine-green oil paint, spread on in an “antiqued” stroking. 
A soft amaryllis pink was used to paint the woodwork and the

old board and batten walls. The ceiling melted into relieving 
highness, painted a mistletoe green. 

This paint color scheme is carried into the furnishings. The 
Chinese hooked rug combines this same pink and green in 
subtle leaf patterns. The amaryllis and mistletoe shades, com- 
plemented with a darker celadon green, continue in the uphol- 
stery and occasional chests and tables. Enlivening hibiscus red 
accents appear here and there in lampshades, chair cushions, 
and in the actual flowers themselves. Wallpaper was used only 
on the mantel breast, as a background for the shelves of art ob- 
jects. The mirror, installed in sections, is antiqued glass. 

The money spent for furnishings aided and abetted work 
that had gone before. The 12’ x 18’ Chinese rug (cost $125) 
became the strongest floral motif in the room. The pair of chests 
at either end of the sofa were bought unpainted (for $7) and 
the Oriental motif of molding was added, which repeats, please 
note, the design of the shelves over the fireplace. 

A pair of Lawson chairs ($50), and an upholstered sofa 
($100), two wing chairs ($75) offered seating facilities for 
seven. Most notable innovations were the interesting fretwork 
of shelves for oriental figurines over the mantel, and the pine- 
green, slate-topped coffee table, whose top had been salvaged 
from a wrecked building and set in a wrought iron frame (cost 
$9). The draperies cost $75, and the upholstered pieces were 
specially covered with better-than-average fabrics. The lamps 
and shades were especially made to Mrs. Morris’ own design, 
to carry through the Oriental theme. They cost $43. The secre- 
tary standing on the far wall was the only old piece used. 

So, for less than $1000 the ugly duckling became a swan.

To Repair a Wood-Shingle Roof 


If some of the shingles have broken and fallen out 
of position. With a cold chisel, cut the nails that 
formerly held the shingles. Insert new shingles 
stained to match rest of roof, and nail down with 
galvanized nails. Jf the roof leaks. Replace old 
shingles. Or effect temporary repairs either by stop- 
ping leak with bituminous compound, or by insert- 
ing flattened, painted tin can over the hole. 


To Install Wood Roof and Walls 


If old wood shingles tend to curl in the sun, and to 
crack and leak as a result. New wood shingles—or 
clapboards—can be applied right over the old roof 
or walls (but asphalt roofing and siding should be 
removed). Stained shingles wear better than natural 
shingles. You can buy them either pre-stained, or 
stain them on the job by immersion. Installation 
work should be done by professionals. 


To Repair a Canvas Roof Deck 


If canvas is slightly torn. Force white lead under 
edges of tear and nail down with copper tacks, 34” 
apart. Smear on more lead, sandpaper lightly, and 
apply several coats of lead-and-oil paint. If tear is 
large. Proceed as above until leading is done. Then 
apply a thick bed of paint and lay a canvas patch 
in it. Tack down patch, and paint. Deck troubles 
can be prevented by painting every 3 or 4 years. 


To Repair Built-Up Roofing 


If gravel has been worn off a built-up roof Apply 
new tar and gravel. /f the roofing has worn very thin 
in spots. Cut out bad spots and fill in with new felt, 
tar, and gravel. /f the whole roof is in bad shape. 
Remove the old roofing and apply a brand new sur- 
face. The skill of a roofing contractor is essential. 
Remember that built-up roofing will last longer if 
it is not walked on.

To Lay a New Asphalt-Shingle Roof 


If you want an inexpensive fireproof roof. Asphalt 
shingles can be laid directly over wood and asphalt 
shingles, roll and metal roofings; but old, hard- 
surfaced materials must be removed. Before laying 
shingles, repair defects in old roof. Brush off dirt 
and moss. Nail down loose, or curled wood shingles, 
and cut out buckles in roll roofing. Professional 
workmanship is best. 






































To Mend and Maintain a Metal Roof | 


If the metal—copper or galvanized iron —has i 





cracked or developed openings around the seams. 
Seal the holes with solder. /f the holes are very 
large. Coat underside of metal with plastic cement, 
nail down edges, and cover with bituminous com- 
pound. Roof should be kept painted. Scrape off 
corrosion. Apply spar varnish to copper; red lead 
paint, followed by ordinary house paint, to iron.

To Repair Slate Roofs 


If a slate has cracked or fallen out of position. With 
a long, thin cold chisel cut off nails that held slate. 
Then cut a piece of strong sheet metal, a little 
longer than width of the slate and 4” wide. Nail this 


down in a horizontal position over place where 


bottom of slate rested. Insert new slate and turn 
metal up over it. Since slate is brittle, it is best to 
call in a professional. 





To Waterproof Masonry Walls 


If walls of brick, stone or cement block leak. Clean 
out loose mortar joints with a chisel and wire brush. 
Wet the surfaces. Repoint with a cement mixture 
similar to that used for stucco walls. The addition 
of an integral waterproofing compound will be of 
value. If the bricks, stones, or cement blocks them- 
selves are porous. Apply either a waterproof paint 


or a transparent damp-proofing compound.

To Preserve Metal Flashing 


If the flashing has cracked or torn, or has pulled 
loose from a horizontal surface. Coat the under- 
side with plastic cement, nail down the edges and 
cover the entire surface—particularly the nails 
with a plastic bituminous compound. Small cracks 
can be soldered. If the flashing has pulled out of a 
vertical surface. Push it back into place, and cement 
it in with plastic cement. 


To Install New Plastic Flashing 


If the old chimney flashing has deteriorated com- 
pletely. Rip it off and apply a coat of bituminous 
compound. Into this lay a sheet of plastic flashing. 
Repeat this process several times, increasing length 
of each successive sheet of flashing by 4”, so that it 
overlaps the sheet beneath. Other re-flashing work 
is done in approximately the same way. You will 
need expert assistance. 


To Lay a New Ashestos Shingle Roof 


If you want a fireproof roof that closely resembles 
a wood shingle roof. Asbestos-cement shingles, like 
asphalt shingles, can be laid right over most old 
roofing materials. The same pre-roofing prepara- 
tions should be made. However, since asbestos 
shingles are quite heavy, it is always best to employ 
a roofing contractor and to have him make sure that 
the roof framing needs no reinforcement. 


To Install Asbestos Shingle Walls 


If you want fireproof walls that can be washed 
clean of soot and stains with soap and water. Like 
roofing shingles, asbestos-cement siding shingles— 
and clapboards, too—can be applied directly over 
the old walls, so long as the nailing base is firm. 
Because the shingles must be face nailed, special 
button-head nails are provided with the shingles. 
Professional assistance is recommended. 


To Plug Cracks in Stucco Walls 


If walls are criss-crossed with hair cracks. Brush 
into them a workable mixture of Swedish putty. /f 
cracks are large. Chip them out in the shape of an 
inverted V, wet down the surfaces and pack them 
full of a mixture of 1 part cement, 3 parts sand and 
1/10th part hydrated lime. Wet work down daily 
for about 3 days to increase the strength of the 
cement. Then paint to match old stucco. 


To Seal Door and Window Cracks 


If cracks and gaps have developed round door and 
window frames. Apply priming coat of paint, then 
fill cracks with a good grade of putty. After it has 
dried thoroughly, paint to match surrounding walls. 
It is best to use a putty that develops a tough, 
weather-resisting crust, but remains pliable under- 
neath. Thus it can expand and contract with the

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HOW TO VANOUISH A VANDAL...

ne of the unrecognized but perfectly logical causes of nervous breakdowns among 

householders is the Vandal Tribe, that happy-go-lucky aggregation of wild, free 
spirits who make themselves right at home in your house and lot, in a way it would 
never occur to you to do. (God Forbid! If you did there wouldn’t be anything left 
by the time you got it paid for.) The chief difficulty with Vandals is that they are 
all friends of yours, otherwise you would never put up with what goes on. But as 
time passes and depredations increase, it will become obvious that your patience, 
your possessions, and also something known as a beautiful friendship are coming to 
an end. In view of this, it is better to adopt stern measures at the outset. 

Vandals range from the mild moron, who sets a wet highball glass down on the 
grand piano, to the psychopathic case who draws absentminded doodles on the wall- 
paper while using your telephone. Vandals almost always seem to be equipped with 
children who are chips off the old block, except that they have new and interesting 
notions on how to be meddlesome, which their parents permit them to pursue to the 
bitter end. You grin and bear it, mentally computing how much it is going to cost 
you. to repair the damages of a pair of baby hands, liberally coated with soft choc- 
olate. Are you men and women or mice? The thing to do is to vanquish them. 

Vandals assume many and diverse forms, but they can be lumped in the following 
classifications, roughly speaking—and you have no idea how roughly. 


MECHANIZED DIVISION. This type careens up in a car, and when turning into 
a driveway always manages to miss it slightly and run over about three feet of hard- 
bought turf, or leave the print of a tire tread among the hardy perennials, which 
immediately become less hardy. Recurrent visits from this Vandal can completely 
devastate the yard near the driveway, and throw your landscaping plan out of joint. 

The remedy for this is to dispose a handful of large, jagged tacks, sharp-pointed 
staples, and old rusty nails in the threatened area, and let nature take its course 
Eventually the Vandal will get the point, one way or another. However, if you have 
to be practical, a small wire or picket fence-corner, built for the purpose, will protect 
your lawn or flowers and serve, at least, as a mental hazard. 


GYPSIES. These rugged individualists ignore the customary transportation routes 
around the garden, and needs must strike out for themselves. The idea of traversing 
sidewalks, paths or flagstones laid out for the purpose, is more than they can stand. 
By the time they leave, the garden looks as if a gopher had been having a busy day. 
The turf is full of craters made by high-heeled slippers, and any young grass or 
tender plants that happened to get in the way of this casual stroll are done for. 

If you have a whimsical disposition, you can attend to this matter by soaking the 
garden with water everytime you see this particular Vandal coming, and then watch- 
ing her fall off in the mud.

REMODELING for PROFI 


hen Mr. Henry Reininga, builder in Oak Park, Ill.,.saw this 

14-room, gay-nineties mansion, he realized, although it would 
never again be used for one-family living, it had several valuable 
features: It was conveniently located; it could be remodeled into a 
number of small apartments; it would cost a small fortune to dupli- 
cate its sturdy construction. These points, he figured, added up to 
a money-making proposition, so he bought the house and asked 
E. E. Roberts and Elmer C. Roberts, Chicago architects, to redesign 
it. They did, with the results you see here. 

Now there are four three-room apartments, each with its own 
kitchen, bathroom and back entrance, and all of them separated by 
a new firewall. The old porch and dormers have been removed in 





favor of a simple, modern facade. And the new construction equals 
the old, because Mr. Reininga used Balsam Wool and Celotex insu- 
lation, Louvrex panel windows in the dining areas, Wall-Tex canvas 
on the walls and ceilings, American Radiator & Standard Sanitary 
plumbing fixtures, a Hoffman forced hot-water heating system, 
Barrett asphalt roof shingles, and No. 1 oak and linoleum flooring. 

Of course the work was extensive, because the interior was so 
completely reconstructed; but it will soon pay for itself. Homes for 
defense workers are scarce. That fact, we think, should encourage 
you to follow Mr. Reininga’s example—at least to the extent of doing 
something with that big old barn of a house you now own.

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The substance of a good lawn, like a good cake, is under cover. What catches 
your eye is the frosting. But no cake, no frosting. So let’s look at the basic recipe. 
It’s easy if you follow it. Whether you’re building your lawn for the first time, or 
simply giving an established one a spring refurbishing, the principles are the 
same. First of all you must make a seed bed, where grass seed will grow and 
keep on growing. Therefore the grading of basic soil and its adequate drainage 
are paramount. Grading is done with the subsoil. The lawn grows on top of that, 
in a fertile, well mixed, even textured bed, from 6 to 8 inches deep. The ultimate 
quality of your lawn depends on the care you take with the preliminary steps. 





Supply humus. Rotted manure, peat moss 
or the like should be spread and mixed 
with the cultivating operation. Deep con- 
ditioning lets air go down, moisture up 


Humus is just as important in an old Jawn as 
a new. Lack of it may have caused bad spots. 
Woods soil is good, and fairly weed free. In 
preparing, keep surface above old level 


Balance is important. Nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, potash are all necessary for good 
color, leaf growth, root strength, general 
hardiness. Other elements come with these 


Balanced growth is just as important for old 
lawns as for new. Lack of such growth is a 
predominant cause of crop failure. If pos- 
sible, spike whole lawn to let air, food down 


Pick the right mixture for your condi- 
tions of acidity, sun and shade. Chief 
permanent grasses for home lawns are 
Kentucky Blue and Chewings Fescue 


If there were shady spots where all old grass 
failed, special emphasis on shade grasses is 
indicated. In places getting hard wear, more 
Bent or Fescue. Study past performance 






Cut for the lawn’s sake. In the long run, 
a lawn cut for best growth, looks best. 
Cut shorter in spring months than in 
the summer. Good length stymies weeds 


It’s not going to be easy to cut the old grass 
one way and the new another way—if at all! 
But do it. Wait till new grass is up 3” before 
you touch it. But don’t let old grass run wild 


Mix well. If hand spading seems expe- 
dient, mix all elements thoroughly and 
very deeply. No sandwich technique will 
encourage deep and even growth of grass 


Mix this new soil well, even though many 
spots can’t be turned over. Remember that, 
to make any re-seeding successful, you should 
duplicate new lawn conditions if possible 


Continued health is best insured by giv- 
ing permanent grasses the right start. A 
diet of seasonal feedings will follow to 
keep up plant tone. But start at seeding 


Even patching an established lawn takes both 
time and money. It’s cheaper in long run to 
make regular fertilizing, in earliest spring 
and early fall, a part of your garden routine 


Buy top quality. Best mixtures contain a 
quick nurse grass (often Red top), some 
Bent to protect slower permanent grasses. 
Poa Trivialis best hope for shady places 


Again, buy as good seed as money can buy. 
If soil is sandy or low in humus still, try a 
little wild Kentish Clover, sown separately. 
It makes its own humus slowly, but spreads! 


Don’t feed between meals. You’ve got to 
train a lawn to get food and water at 
such times as will encourage regular 
growth. Early spring, August, late fall 


If you’ve done your renovation well, the plant 
food requirements of all the grass will be 
similar after the new seed gets going. But 
watch for weeds in spring-planted grass areas 








Rake fine, roll firm. Rake and roll light- 
ly and rake and roll again. Never pack 
the soil, especially in spring when much 
moisture is present. Pulverize the surface 


Pulverize surface, and firm it. But don’t roll 
as much as for new lawns, since compacting 
was probably an original factor in failure. 
Besides, there isn’t as much loose soil now 


Discourage weeds, too, by giving seed- 
lings a boost. Fall is ideal lawn planting 
season, but earliest spring will see grass 
well started before weed seeds germinate 


While there may be no weeds in your lawn at 
this moment, they may have killed good grass 
last year, and then died themselves. Plant 
and feed grasses now—no weed food later! 


Sow evenly. Use an inexpensive spread- 
ing machine if possible for both fertilizer 
and seed. Follow seed maker’s directions. 
Good seed costs 50¢-65¢, by the pound 


Sow evenly in renovating, too. But it may not 
be sensible to use a spreader, since new 
patches take full amounts, old ones less 
seed. In hand sowing, sow in two directions 





Keep your lawn neat. Cut regularly. 
Leave short clippings, if you wish, but 
not in windrows. Keep edges trimmed. 
Keep leaves off, but never burn grass 


For a while, the patched lawn will be any- 
thing but neat, so don’t worry about it. If

ee can read that tag two ways, and you should. For we mean not only real garden, 
but real Roses. You’ve got to pay a fair price to get good Roses. Do that, and you’ve 
got the beginnings of a good garden, even with just a single Rose. Buy twelve of them, 
with three climbers for background, and put them in a corner of your yard, and 
you've done even better. Shop carefully for the best, and still stick to your $15 limit, 
and—well, you’ve got a June to October garden that stands you a dime a day! Where 
can you beat that? 


Remember, though—no flower, and that includes Roses, is any better than its roots. 

And to have good roots your plants must be bred right, and then maintained properly. 
At the left we’ve given you a list that adds up, with extra careful shopping, to just 
under the $15 figure. If you already have good garden soil, and the proper plant foods 
and tools to maintain, you can spend the whole amount for Roses. If you lack these, 
or if you are spading up your yard for the first time, shop the good dealers’ catalogues 
for combination offers that include some of the suggested varieties. Then spend the 
difference, even if it amounts to $5, on peat moss, plant food, a hand sprayer. You'll 
still have $15 worth of Roses at the season’s end! And don’t be afraid of the dealers’ 
special group offerings. If he’s a good dealer he won't sell you a bad Rose. The lowered 
price is accounted for by quantity sales, and the fact that older Roses cost less than 
the newer introductions. That doesn’t mean that many of the fine new Roses, of the 
last year or two, won’t also soon become old favorites. There are some beauties we 
should have loved to include. And once you get your basic Rose garden going, you 
will take on the more expensive new ones anyway! 
* The pattern you choose for your Rose garden is up to you. It will be governed by 
vour lot, the way your house faces, other flower beds you may already have. But if 
you had nothing at all outside your house except grass. the little plan the artist has 
drawn at the top of the page would turn the trick. An allowance of at least 18” 
between Hybrid Tea Roses is about right. The three climbers, given something to 
climb on, will give a luxuriant background for them all in a season or two. And if 
you follow the dealer’s instructions (they will accompany every order) and prepare 
the ground well and early, you will have literally hundreds of blossoms right through 
till frost.

I'wo ideal edging plants for any kind of border are dwarf Mari- 
golds (such as Yellow Pygmy and Spry), and the new dwarf Agera- 
tums. Start the seeds now in flats or cold frames. 
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When you spray bordeaux on Phlox, Delphiniums, Peonies, Lilies, 
Monkshood—any of the blight suspects—spray the soil around them, 
too, just to play safe. 


Don't be discouraged by that early April blizzard we get every 
year. Did you ever notice how much better the earth looks and feels 
after the snow has disappeared? 


This is the time to pull out that grass among the Iris roots. But 
put plant food on first—the weeding will work it in, without danger 
of gouging the rhizomes. 


Start tuberous Begonias in moist peat, at a temperature of 
around 55°. And don’t water them until they root, and you pot 
them up. Water on top of the tubers causes almost certain rot. 


Hardy annuals (the packet tells you) can be seeded outdoors 
now. The rules are the same as for indoor planting—on a bigger 
scale: disinfected seeds; fine seed bed, smoothed and firmed around 
the seed; a thin covering; quick thining if the seedlings crowd. 


Watch out for sudden frosts (though the Weather Bureau doesn’t 
help much these days). Keep baskets handy to protect touchy plants 
at the first threat. 


Southerners should be pruning spring blooming shrubs now, 
after flowering. Sometimes I wish I lived down there! 


Some plants are so small you can never find room for them. There 
were a lot of black midget Violas in one of my nursing beds all last 
summer. They're still there. This spring I'll find a space for them 
big enough so they won’t get lost—if I have to tear the whole garden 


apart to do it! 


Weed the earth that comes with field-grown plants. Silly? Well, 
you'd be surprised how often witch grass, for instance, gets a start 
that way. You don’t pay your money for field-grown weeds! 


And when those cold blinding rains come, be grateful for the 
breathing spell—and remember what William Cullen Bryant wrote: 
“The country ever has a lagging Spring, waiting for May to call

How To Mothguard Rugs How To Wash Slipcovers 


Deeply imbedded dust and dirt, which form 
an ideal nesting place for moth larve, are 
responsible for shortening the lives of count- 
less rugs. It is important to clean rugs often 
and thoroughly, to insure a long and satis- 
factory life. Daily going-over with a carpet 
sweeper, and weekly vacuuming will do 
much to keep dirt, grime, and dust from 
getting a foothold. Occasionally a_ profes- 
sional cleaning is necessary. Between times, 
however, when you shampoo your rugs, use 
a soapless cleaning agent that mothguards 
as it cleans. 


With reasonable care slipcovers can be 
washed by the average householder—if they 
are colorfast. If your fabric does not carry 
a colorfast guarantee, test in an inconspicu- 
ous spot (if you haven’t a sample) | see 
if it runs.

PROCEDURE: When you have rich suds, immerse blanket 
(wash each blanket separately). Squeeze suds through the 
blanket repeatedly, until blanket is thoroughly cleaned. DO 
NOT RUB OR TWIST. Never use hot water since it will shrink 
blanket and cause nap to mat. 

Rinse blanket in clean, soft, lukewarm water two or three 
times. Squeeze by hand to remove surplus water, or run it 
through a wringer, loosely adjusted to take the blanket without 
forcing it through the rolls. If possible, hang blankets over two 
parallel lines a couple of feet apart, with ends down. They will 
dry more quickly since air can circulate between folds. Pull 
into shape. Avoid hanging blankets in cold air, which has 


a tendency to shrink and roughen them. A warm breeze will 
fluff! up nap and make blanket softer. If necessary, raise the 
nap, when dry, with a soft brush. 


PROCEDURE: IF USING WASHING MACHINE: Make a heavy 
suds with lukewarm softened water and mild soap. (See this 
month’s recipe on “How to Soften Water for Laundering”). 
Wash for five minutes in machine. Extract the wash water. 
Rinse two or three times in lukewarm water, running the water 
for a few minutes and changing water after each rinsing. Run 
through wringer, loosely adjusting rolls to avoid crushing. 

IF WASHING BY HAND: Make rich suds of softened water and 
mild soap. Dip slipcovers up and down, squeezing suds through 
material until clean. Use fresh suds if covers are unusually dirty. 
Squeeze out as much water as possible and rinse in lukewarm 
softened water. 

TO DRY: Dry slipcovers in the shade, not in direct sunlight.

FROM PAINT TO STAIN: The old coat, or coats, of paint must be 
removed with a good paint remover. Apply this according to the 
manufacturer’s instructions. When paint is thoroughly softened, 
remove with a scraper or burlap. Several coats of remover may 
be necessary to remove the old paint job completely. After 
paint is thoroughly removed, wash surface with a cloth soaked 
in turpentine, to remove any wax residue. (Use turpentine in 
well-ventilated room.)

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WATER 


PROCEDURE: One excellent water softening agent is a 
clear white salt that dissolves quickly in warm water, and is 
called a normalizer because it makes water soft as rain. One 
teaspoonful of this product to each gallon of water is usually 
enough (although no hard and fast rules can be laid down, 
since water differs as to degrees of hardness). This normalizer, 
used with soap, makes a rich suds with less soap, and will re- 
move previously formed film in clothes. Use it also with water 
alone—for rinsing soap and soil—but follow with plain tap water. 

There are other good commercial water softening agents, in 
addition to the familiar borax (which is good for woolens, silks 
and delicate fabrics), washing soda or sal soda (which is satis- 
factory for cotton and linen fabrics, if properly used), trisodium 
phosphate (good for white cottons and linens). Add these to 
water and skim off film before adding the soap. 


RUGS 


PROCEDURE: Remove as much dirt as possible from both 
sides of rug with vacuum cleaner or broom. Dissolve two table- 
spoons of the powdered cleaning agent in about 2 quarts of luke- 
warm water. This shampoo forms soapless suds, which the manu- 
facturer claims remove surface dirt as well as the more deeply- 
seated dirt, AT THE SAME TIME RENDERING THE RUG 
MOTH-RESISTANT FOR ABOUT THREE MONTHS. 
ORIENTAL AND PATTERNED RUGS: Dip a clean soft brush into 
solution, Shake off as much as possible, to avoid soaking rug. 
Apply lightly to a small area, about 2 ft. square, using a circular 
motion. Repeat over entire rug, changing solution when dirty. 
DO NOT RINSE. 

BROADLOOMS OR SOLID COLORED RUGS: Use a cellulose sponge. 
Apply as above, using light strokes. DO NOT RUB, as this 


sometimes causes solid colors to dry unevenly.

PROCEDURE: The lubricating coating, which is a jelly-like 
substance, reddish in color, is apphed with cloth or brush. It 
dries to a colorless film that is harmless to clothes, painted 
or stained surfaces.

Your Screens and

Protect them with paint and varnish 


That old saying about an ounce of prevention being 


worth a pound of cure should bé checked and 


double-checked when you examine the condition of 


your screens, gutters, and leaders this spring. Since 


they are made of metal, they cannot be replaced. 


And for that reason, neither can they be allowed 
to rust away to nothing. So spend a few pennies 


and save your home and comfort. Be sure to give 


these vital metals the protection of paint or varnish. 


What to do for copper and bronze screens 


Copper and bronze screens should 
be protected against the greenish 
oxidation that washes off and 
stains the screen frames and walls 
below. Use a good spar varnish, 
costing from about $1 to $1.60 a 
quart. First, tack down the screen 
cloth where it has pulled loose. 
Then scrub it with a wire brush. 


Lay the screens on boxes, and 


apply a fairly heavy coat of varnish 
to one side of the cloth (be sure 
to work some of the varnish down 
under the bead that holds the cloth 
in place). Then go over the reverse 
side with a brush, from which most 
of the varnish has been squeezed. 
This will open the meshes and 
cover both sides adequately. Use 
ordinary house paint on frames. 


What to do for galvanized iron screens 


Galvanized iron screens will soon 
rust and fall apart unless they are 
given the best of care. Ordinarily, 
you should paint them with special 
screen enamel, costing under $1 a 
quart. This is purposely made thin 
so that it won’t clog the meshes; 
but usually it comes in only black 
and green. Do you think these 
colors would spoil the appearance 


of your house? Then use a new- 
type screen-painting brush—a piece 
of long-nap carpeting fixed to a flat 
metal base—that you saturate with 
paint and wipe on the screen. This 
brush not only cuts painting time 
in half, but it also enables you to 
apply ordinary heavy-bodied house 
paint of any color, without clogging 
the meshes. 


What to do for copper gutters and leaders 


The question you must decide, be- 
fore taking steps to prevent the 
oxidized coating from staining the 
walls of your house, is whether to 
paint the gutters and leaders the 
color of your house, or whether to 
maintain their natural metallic 
luster. If you prefer the latter, 
paint them with a clear spar var- 
ish (from $1.35 to $1.85 per quart). 


If you elect to paint them, prime

ers, galvanized ones should always 
be painted, and the paint should be 
kept in top-notch condition. Wash 
off all

grease with benzine and 
rust with a wire brush. 
Then treat the metal with a copper 
sulphate solution such as that used 
on copper. (If you can’t do this, 
use l-pt. of ordinary vinegar dis- 


them with red lead paint (around 
$1.30 per quart), and follow with 
two coats of house paint (around 
$1.20 per quart). Before applying 
either the varnish or paint, brush 
the metal vigorously with a wire 
brush, then wash it with a solution 
of 1-lb. of copper sulphate dis- 
l-gal. of water. Rinse 
this off before painting. Let paint 
dry completely between coats.

of fabric and carpeting that you 
would need. The costs of the mas- 
ter bedroom were around $400— 
the exact costs for duplicating 
varying, of course, for the same 
reason. 

The living room has enough orig- 
inal things about it so that one for- 
gets the modesty of the actual fur- 
nishings.

Soup’s On—Europe’s split pea soup has become a naturalized 
American, hearty and homely, and much in demand. Ask a French 
housewife how long it takes to make it and she will tell you four 
hours. Now the American homemaker, can opener in hand, can pro- 
duce a soup identical in four minutes flat. But it took the expert 
chefs of the H. J. Heinz Company two years to make this collapse 
in time possible. A southern European chef was set to the task of re- 
creating, in cannable form, the muscular, habitant soup of the peasant 
of France. Two hundred formulas he planned, and had tried by the 
company’s tasting staff, by company officials, by the five chefs of the 
experimental kitchens. “A little more spice,” one said. “A little less 
salt,” others voted. More onion, please, and be more generous with 
the ham, was the opinion of the men. Suggestions came thick and 
fast. When the many formulas had been narrowed to three, then came 
final choice. After staff tasters agreed, the soups were tried on those 
groups of visitors who sightsee the plant, 1,500 a day. Science may 
weigh ingredients to one millionth of an ounce; dietitians recommend 
foods with all the necessary elements; but man wants flavor most, and 
flavor preferences defy laboratory analysis. 

The final soup evolved for the market is made as a woman would 
make split pea soup at home. The peas are sorted, washed, and 
simmered with the vegetables for three solid hours. For vegetables 
in the pot—celery, onions, carrots and potatoes. Peas alone would be 
too concentrated in their final flavor to give a pleasing result. Part 
of each batch is puréed and a part is saved for garnish, thus provid- 
ing those little tidbits so pleasant for the teeth to touch. It is this 
garnish that identifies the type and size of pea used, and which pro- 
vides the heavier texture. 

The smoked hams are cooked separately in double-jacketed kettles 
by steam, then skinned and boned, the meat shredded and added to 
the soup pot. It is the ham that gives the smoky flavor, and that round 
and gracious smell to the steaming bowl. 


Slab O’Ribs—lowa, the hog state, presents spareribs in cans. The 
Rath Company, meat packers located in Dubuque, turned the trick 
by rolling a side of trimmed ribs into a tight bundle, to fit neat as 
glove to hand, in a one and three-quarters pound tin. Western bar- 
becue sauce fills the niches. These ribs are heavy with meat, en- 
twining fat and lean, and have been simmered to tenderness in the 
highly seasoned sauce. Heat the ribs in their own gravy in a Dutch 
oven over low heat, no further seasoning required. Fifteen minutes 
and pleasant smells will be circling the kitchen. Tender the meat, 
yet firm and not the least shreddy. The rich sauce is slightly oily so 
it is best to dip off the oil and blend this with a small amount of 
flour, then slightly thicken the gravy. All in all a satisfying dish to 
have within arm’s reach on the come-what-may-you re-ready shelf. 


Flavor Intact—Vacuum packing of vegetables is the newest process 

be perfected by the canning world. For five years experiments 
were under way in the Larsen Company laboratories, in Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, to bring this process to a point to use commercially. The 
vegetables were introduced, first, two years ago in limited areas; today 
they sell nationally. Here are vegetables to which nothing has been 
added, nothing taken away. The natural color, which so often changes 
in a canned product, remains intact, except in the case of peas. With 
this vegetable, the flavor is preserved to a remarkable extent; but the 
color is only slightly better than peas canned in the usual way. 

One item, new in type, is boiled julienne potatoes, cut into even 
matchlike pieces, these of good white color, ready for seasoning and 
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the frying pan. Add salt, pepper and a little minced onion, sauté in 
butter, bringing them quickly to a delicate brown. If used in a po- 
tato salad, have a care when adding the mayonnaise, or the sticks 
may break. 

The whole-kernel corn, prepared from tender sweet corn, has an 
unusually moist quality. The kernels keep their plumpness when the 
pack is broken and exposed to the air. The beets are sure to win 
your favor. Cut julienne, the pieces are of good size and of firm con- 
sistency. These can be heated in butter and served, and keep shape. 
Or they may be seasoned with vinegar, sugar and spice to make a 
fresh, tasty pickle. 

The vegetable salad pack is our choice of the lot. Tender young 
vegetables are layered into the can—diced carrots, tiny green beans, 
plump unwrinkled peas, tiny lima beans, cuts of celery stalk. Gently 
tip out the vegetables, spreading them the length of the platter, and 
you will have them lined up layer beside layer. Garnish with greens, 
serve with mayonnaise.

The powder is offered in chocolate form for 
home consumption, and in natural flavor for the soda bar. 

Early in November, Hemo received a trial in groceries, drug stores 
and soda fountains in western Connecticut. In three weeks it was 
outselling all other food drinks by a wide margin in 90 per cent 
of the outlets. The drink is similar to a malted milk but tastier, more 
satisfying.

a hamburger bun, average two 
ounces each and are packed six to 
a package. Price 52 to 59 cents for 
three-quarters of a pound. Steaks 
are cut from the eye of the rib of 


medium-grade beef and each is one- 


quarter inch thick. They are com- 
posed of four wafer-thin slices cut 
by a patented slicing machine, in 
which the tempering of the meat 
is the secret of the process. The 
meat is well marbled, but without 
excess fat, no bone, no seasoning 
added. The steaks take but two 
minutes to pan fry, one minute a 
side, and can be served as a meat 
course, but are ideally styled for 
the hot bun sandwich. 

For dressy service, roll a steak 
into a cylinder. Place the roll in- 
side two onion rings, dip in milk, 
in seasoned flour. Fry in deep fat 
at 375 degress F. two to three 
minutes. 

Veal cutlets, each one-quarter to 
three-eighths of an inch thick, are 
cut from choice grade veal and 
tenderized to a_ thickness best 
suited for breading, or batter dip- 
ping and deep-fat frying. Cutlets 
must be defrosted before using or 
the batter won’t hold.

wines. The latest wine lists from 
reputable merchants give us con- 
fidence, and no longer do we feel 
that we need a course chez Berlitz 
to buy, or order, a bottle of wine. 

Gone is the chi chi that had its 
origin in those first enthusiastic 
days of repeal; it has been weeded 
out! 

The grand style, the devastating 
rhetoric that was used to describe 
wine, and to tell Mr, and Mrs. Gen- 
eral Public when, where, and how 
to drink, has all gone by the board, 
and we’ve settled down to knowing 
that Vintners Chablis (New York 
State), E. & K. (from Ohio), 
Meier’s Ohio Rhine Wine, Cresta 
Blanca Riesling Souvenir, Colcom- 
bet Private Cellar ’36 and countless 
others, are as honest and good as 
they are simple-sounding. No longer 
does one need be timid in ap- 
proaching any superior young 
gentleman, at the wine shop or 
liquor store, to ask for them. 


Decanters are coming back 

Thanks to our excellent domestic 
wines, simplicity has become the 
watchword, even to buying unpre- 
tentious little wines. Les vins ordi- 
naires for the everyday table can 
now be afforded by the gallon. 
These can be bottled at home, or 
served in a decanter every night at 
dinner. Because of this, the decan- 
ter is on its way back. This side- 
board piece, in which our grand- 
mothers took such pride, is appear- 
ing in the best dining rooms. We 
predict a whole new crop of de- 
canters will appear in the stores 
this year. 

At a recent Tasting of Long Is- 
land Oysters and White Wines, 
staged by the New York Wine and 
Food Society, it was good to see 
wine drinkers and ex- 
wine snobs taking their domestic 


authentic 


wines along 


what seemed like an endless table, 


seriously, browsing 


program and pencil in hand, tast- 
ing and marking for future refer- 
ence, and in many cases looking 
quite pleased. 

It was pleasant for these wine 
lovers to find a wine that they liked 
and equally pleasant to note how, 


year after year, these wines have | 


improved. 

Wines are often named after the 
grape varieties, and added to this 
are names of the particular vine- 
yards where they are produced; as 
in the case of Inglenook Napa Val- 
ley Riesling, E. & K. Dry Catawba 
and Canandaigua Lake Delaware. 
(Catawba and Delaware are native 
grape varieties. ) 

All of these white wines men- 
tioned were presented as “oyster 
wines” along with many “type” 
wines such as Chablis, Hock, and 
Sauternes, 


A new kind of name is used 

Varietal names are also being 
used for wines, both white and red, 
produced in this country. The red 
Napa Pinot Noir, named for a rela- 
tive vine in Burgundy, and another 
red, Beaulieu Vineyard Cabernet, 
whose parent vine flourished in the 
Bordeaux district of France, are 
examples. The wines from these 
cuttings of European 
lose none of their delicacy or fra- 
erance. They all have a personality 
of their own, for wine is a living

thing, and every vineyard sends us 
a new taste experience. 

The Baronet California Burgundy 
distributed by Greig, Lawrence & 
Hoyt, Ltd., proved that our educa- 
tion in taste had not been com- 
pleted. Then that astounding young 
man, Mr. Frank Schoonmaker (we 
can hardly keep up with him), 
places before our astonished pal- 
ates “La Questa,” a new discovery 
produced in California down Santa 
Clara Valley way. This same ener- 
getic person announces that he has 
taken over the entire production of 
the small vineyard that produced 
it. (Sherry Wine & Spirits Co. have 
“La Questa” exclusively.) 

Hotel Del Monte Selections sur- 
prises us with a Cabernet and a 
Carignan, both from the northern 
part of the Sonoma Valley in Cali- 
fornia. A very and 
agreeable wine made from the 
Carigane grape of Southern France, 
sometimes suggesting a spice flavor, 
and then a reminiscent herb. “The 
flavor is almost habit-forming,” 
says Mr. Lloyd Brown, who intro- 
duced us to Carignan. 

Its pungency prompted us to try

Decanters, for serving our own good, American wines, are 


coming back. Their appearance is testimony that the Ameri- 


can vintners have mastered the lore of European tradition 


Carignan in Coq au Vin or Pot 
Roast. All wines, both white and 
red, take an important place in 
cooking, as well as on the dining 
table. Everyone liked our Pot 
Roast, so I’ll tell how it is done. 

Order (for 4 people) 3 pounds 
of eye of the round from your 
butcher, rolled and larded. Insert 
1 or 2 slivers of garlic, if to the 
family’s taste, and let it marinate 
for at least 4 hours in 1 pint of 
Carignan (or any other red wine 
you have) with a pinch of thyme, 1 
bay leaf (broken up), 1 sliced on- 
ion, 2 whole cloves, and 3 very thin 
slices of lemon. Turn the meat oc- 
casionally. 

When ready to cook, rub the 
meat with salt and sear it in but- 
ter or bacon fat. Put the meat in a 
casserole with 3 carrots, scraped 
and cut in l-inch pieces, 6 small, 
peeled onions, and 2 tablespoons 
chopped parsley. Pour in the wine, 
in which the meat has been mari- 
nating, and add 1 cup of canned 
consommé. Cover and let it simmer 
from 2 to 3 hours. If the wine evap- 








orates, add a little more—diluted 
with consommé—as it cooks. 
If it is white wine you have 


chosen to serve with your dinner, 
try a_ pan-broiled 
Deviled Sauce. 
For two people, have one 3-pound 
chicken split and the halves de- 
tached, Put 2 ounces of butter in 
a skillet with 1 tablespoon of olive 
oil (or salad oil). When the oil 
and butter are quite hot, sear the 


chicken with 


chicken on both sides, then lower 
the flame. Add salt and pepper and 
allow the chicken to cook slowly, 
turning occasionally, for about half 
an hour. 

Prepare toasted 
crumbs, and cover the flesh side of 


some bread 
the chicken with the crumbs, press- 
ing them in well. Baste over the 
crumbs with the butter in the pan 
and then put the chicken under a 
preheated broiler for about 5 min- 
utes. This will bear watching. 
Place each piece on an individual 
plate and serve with this sauce: 
Put 1 ounce of butter in a sauce- 
pan. Add 3 


onions), cut fine, and 1 tablespoon 


shallots (or green 
of chives cut up with the kitchen 
scissors, 1 tablespoon of parsley, 
and a pinch of thyme. Blend all 
this in the melted butter, then add 
1 cupful of dry white wine (Chab- 
lis type) in which the chopped 
chicken liver has been marinating.

A touch of cay- 
enne, if to taste, and if you have 
Glace de Viande cut a piece about 
the size of a walnut into bits and 
let it melt in the sauce.

You must have encountered houses which prove this 
contention—houses in which no expense has been spared 
to obtain the finest fabrics, carpets, furniture and acces- 
sories, and yet the total effect is the dreary grandeur of 
a hotel lobby or the comfortless impersonality of a 
museum exhibit. Such interiors are invariably depressing, 
not only because of their lack of livableness but also 
because of their waste of rare opportunities. 

If the money you spend on your furnishings is not the 
sure way to a beautiful home, what is the magic that 
turns a room into a soul-satisfying, pleasure-provoking 
setting for good living? It is encouraging to know that 
it isn’t magic at all, and that anybody can do it who 
really wants to. 

We'll try to tell you how. We say “try,” because it is 
hard to talk about intangible things like personality or 
beauty. It’s especially hard in this case because there 
has been little real, penetrating talk about furnishing 
and decorating. So we don’t have the help of a lot of 
meaningful words. The decorating seers of the last two 
or three decades have preached the gospel of “Period.” 
But appreciating and understanding “Period” is no in- 


surance of beauty and comfortable living, as so many

people have discovered who have followed it slavishly. 
More and more people are seeking some other guide 
than “Period” to go by. 

Decorating is like music. It must have a theme, as 
music has a melody. The theme can be anything. It can 
be color, or a paintmg, or a flower print. It can be a 
piece of chintz, which keys all the other things. It can 
be a period of furniture, or maps, or milk glass. But 
whatever it is, it must run through your rooms as the 
melody runs through a piece of music. You may develop 
it differently in each room—so differently that the casual 
observer may not recognize it as the same theme—will 
know only that your home has a unified feeling. 

Some people call this “having a plan.” That’s another 
way to say the same thing. It means working out a 
scheme in your mind’s eye, and sticking to it until you 
have finished every detail in the room, down to the last 
ashtray, even though it takes years. 

It means, if you can’t do over a whole room at a 
time, that you must not go off on a tangent and forget 
what your original plan was. It means you can’t “fall 
for” things you see in the stores, and buy them just be- 
cause they are beautiful. They may not be beautiful when 
combined with your other possessions. 

Of all the possible decorating themes in the world, 
color is probably the easiest to develop, and the surest 
to be effective in tying together your whole house. An 
example of what we mean is shown in the three-room 
vista, across the page. Blue is the theme that runs through 
these rooms. In the dining room it is developed with 
small touches of red. In the living room it is developed 


with larger quantities of red; (Continued on page 85)

or grandmothers. Their case proves that you don’t have to have 
lots of money to decorate your house, to give big parties, or to 
indulge in the solid pleasures of living. 

The Chaudrons live in a four room house, which cost them 
$5,550, including land. They built it (instead of buying it

That 
means strict budgeting, but as Mrs. Chaudron puts it, “The 
freedom and economy of living in a paid-for house all our re- 
maining years has been well worth that effort, even when we 
were budgeting only $3 a week for food.”

TROUSSEAU

You think of brides and trousseaux the way you think of 
bread and butter. There’s never one without the other. 
But the truth of the matter is, modern trousseaux have come 


to be pretty meager collections. There’s always so much toa 
buy, and never enough money to do it all. So more and more 


brides have bought only what they needed immediately, figuring 
they could go shopping for more any day they had some sparé 
cash. Gone are the habits of their Grandmothers, who laid by 
linens for at least the first ten years of married life. 

Perhaps this practice was all right—before the arrival of our 
war economy. There were always plentiful supplies in the stores 
of all styles and grades, waiting conveniently to be bought. But 
in the period that lies ahead of us, this will not be the situa- 
tion. While there is sure to be merchandise, there is not likely 
to be a wide range of styles and grades. Brides who have ideas 
about the quality of the housekeeping they mean to maintain, 
and who have standards they do not want to lower, should 
revive the practices of their Grandmothers. 

House BEAUTIFUL recommends that brides of 1942 start their 
married life with a five-year trousseau. We have prepared a 
list of recommendations to guide you. Our list is based on the 
collective experiences of years of housekeeping and on a survey 
of the current domestics market. Read it, and then buy it. 





SHEETS 


Six sheets per bed has long been considered the minimum 
umber to own. One pair on the bed, one pair at the laundry, 
Ibne pair in reserve for emergencies. We know that sheets sent 


ireplenishment should normally occur during the five years, or 
all would be worn out at once, and a large cash outlay would 
be necessary. Therefore 8 sheets per bed is the minimum we 


Then, during the next five years, your family may increase. 
So you should be prepared to equip a master bedroom, a guest 
‘room and another extra room. 

A choice between percale and muslin is a personal choice. 
Percale is the more luxurious, softer to sleep on, and easier to 
handle at home during washing and ironing. Muslin is sturdier 
and suitable for children’s beds, will stand harder wear. Prob- 
ably you should buy some of each. (You'll certainly want per- 
cale for yourself and the guest room.) 
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You may want to use a sheet as a blanket cover, after the 
bedspread is removed at night. These days fancy blanket covers 
that must be dry cleaned are not timely or practical. 

_ So estimate your sheet needs in the light of whether you 
plan to dress your beds with two or three sheets.

Here are some points to remember when you 
shop: ask for chests constructed with at least 70 per cent 34,” red 
cedar. Look for ones with aroma-tight, self-sealing lip around the 
lid or the drawers, to keep aroma in, and dust and moths out. 
Look for snap locks, to hold the lip or drawers tight against the 
chest. Ask that construction be warp-proof. Thus equipped, you 
have the moth battle almost won.

e@ If your cedar chest is quite old, and has lost its aroma, 
sprinkle garments with moth crystals as an extra pre- 
caution. This won’t work unless chest is aroma-tight 


e Don’t wrap or seal things in paper if they are to be 
stored in cedar chest. This stops flow of cedar aroma 
through garments. It’s this aroma that repels moths 


® If your woolens are washable, and you want to give them 
extra protection, add a moth proofing compound to the 
last rinse water.

e@ Brush all seams and insides of pockets. Brush out the

pet because you’re an American—and Americans are sup- 

posed to be experts with tools—is no reason why a bride- 
groom should be able to fix everything that goes wrong with 
a home. After all, houses and apartments are complicated, and 


you probably don’t know any more about them than your new 


wife knows about cooking. But we do feel this: When you 
come home after a hard day of bread winning, and She re- 
ports, “The sink drain’s stopped up’—then you should be 
able to set things to rights. To help you, we’ve prepared these 
remedies for six common house ailments. Master them now, 
and you'll feel so triumphant you'll go looking for trouble. 





HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


Wer always been puzzled by the jokes about the terrible 
foods that brides are supposed to turn out the first few 
months. We bet some of the old hands wouldn’t do such a good 
job on a Baked Alaska, either, so why should a bride? And why 
is it funny? It’s beyond us. 

The secret to successful bridal cookery is: try something 
simple. Don’t tackle menus and recipes that require you to be 
in ten places at once. On the theory that any bride who can 
read can cook, we have planned three dinners, so simple to 


_prepare that any girl who can turn on a burner can execute 


them. Furthermore they are the kind of dinners that won’t ad- 
vertise that you are a novice. For they are the menus you'll still 
be serving ten years later—they are that popular! 

But before we get to the cooking, we’d like to insert some 
“mother-knows” homelies. . . . You must not be tired, and 
dinner must be good. If that seems like a contradiction, then 
relax. The kitchen should look used, of course, but never con- 
fused. Secret is organization. The food must be simple, but still 
the type he likes, plentiful and well flavored. 

There is just one rule you must take seriously, and it is a 
rule to stay by all your life. If you are both cook and hostess, 
serve but one “made” dish. All the other foods can be very 
simple. Many times at least one of the vegetables can be served 
raw. 

About an hour before dinner is to be served set the dining 
table, and set a small side table or a serving tray with the des- 
sert and coffee service. This will save scurry and worry at the 
last minute. Now for the menus. If he likes steak, try this one 
as a foolproof menu: 





How to stop a leaky faucet. Shut 
off the water below the fixture be- 
fore you begin. Then unscrew the 
cap nut, A, and the spindle, B. And 
replace the old washer, C, with a 
new one of good grade and the 
same size. If the faucet leaks round 
the spindle, remove the handle and 
cap nut, and replace the packing 
washers. Always be careful not to 
mar the faucet with a rough-jawed 
wrench, Either use a monkey wrench, 
or protect the surfaces with a cloth 


How to relieve a sticky drawer. 
If the drawer sticks in summer but 
not in winter, lay it on the floor and 
sandpaper the bottom edges, A, un- 
til the drawer slides in and out 
easily. If the drawer sticks both 
winter and summer, more wood must 
be removed. Use a plane in addition 
to sandpaper. Then brush the edges 
and the runways on which the drawer 
slides with melted paraffin. Never, 
under any circumstances, plane or 
sand the top edges of the drawer

But if your kitchen 
has been stocked and you have flour on the shelf and shorten- 
ing in the refrigerator, try your hand. Make just a bit of pastry, 
enough to go over two small rhubarb-filled casseroles, indi- 
vidual size. 


Deer Dish RuvuBARB PIE 

Pastry 

1 cup sifted flour 

14 teaspoon salt 

14 cup (or 6 tablespoons) shortening 
Ice water (about 3 tablespoons) 


Sift flour and salt directly into a bowl. Cut in shortening with 
a pastry blender, or by rubbing lightly and quickly with the 
fingers. When the mixture is crumbly, add the water, near the 
edge of the bowl, a tablespoon at a time, and using a fork, press 
the fat-flour mixture into the water. Turn the bowl and, working 
in another section, add another tablespoon of water. When the 
flour is all moistened, turn the dough onto a piece of wax paper 
and wrap. Chill while preparing the rhubarb. 







How to open a clogged sink drain. 
Get one of those bell-shaped rubber 
cups with a wood handle, called a 
"plumbers friend". Partly fill the sink 
with water, place the cup over the 
drain and work the handle up and 
down. If this doesn't do the trick, 
place a bucket under the U-shaped 
trap beneath the fixture and un- 
== screw the clean-out plug. Remove 
TT the grease with a bent wire. If the 

trap has no clean-out plug, unscrew 

the couplings nearest the bend 


How to clean a stopped-up water 
closet. Here again the plumber's 
friend is useful. Place the cup over 
the outlet in the bowl and force the 
handle up and down until the pas- 
sage is clear. If this fails, you'll need 
a coil spring-steel auger, which op- 
erates like a brace and bit. Insert 
the end through the trap opening 
and either pull out the obstruction, 





or bore through and force it out. 
You may need your wife's help to 
. keep spring in line and turn crank

Wash, and cut into 1” pieces, 1-lb. of pink rhubarb. Remove 
green leaves. Do not peel. Place rhubarb closely in two small 
casseroles. When full, sprinkle generously with sugar. Dot with 
butter and sprinkle with cinnamon, nutmeg, or grated lemon 
rind. Then roll or pat pastry out thin, on floured board or wax 
paper, half at a time, and cover rhubarb, pinching dough over 
edge of baking dish. Prick or slash well, so steam can come out. 
Put pies on a baking sheet and put in hot oven (450° F) 10 
minutes. Then turn heat down to moderate (350° F) and bake 
30 minutes longer, or until rhubarb feels tender when pricked 
with a sharp fork. Remove from oven and cool. 

For the dinner, besides the ingredients for the pie, you will 
need to order a can of tomato juice, a porterhouse steak, (one 
as small as the butcher will sell, and this will weigh about 2 
lbs.), 1-lb. new potatoes, 14-lb. green beans, 1 small cucumber, 
1 bunch scallions. And check to see that you have at hand such 
staple things as: coffee, cream, sugar, butter, bread, seasonings. 
When your groceries are delivered, put the tomato juice in the 
icebox to chill. 

After the table is set, scrub 5 potatoes, using a stiff brush. 
Wash and cut up the beans, either crosswise, or lengthwise— 
Julienne style. Discard the tip ends. Wash cucumber well and 
peel it, if you wish, Then slice it crosswise, about 14” thick. 
Trim and slice the scallions. If you will hold these by their 
green tips, and slice with a small sharp knife, your hands will 
not absorb the onion smell. Cover cucumbers and scallions with 
salt water and let stand awhile.

Ban. a bride is synonomous with having a 
home of your own. Living with the one you love, sur- 
rounded by your very own possessions, is one of the 
sweetest fruits of marriage. But, oh what a fearful responsi- 
bility it all seems, when you realize you must buy things 
that you will have to live with for years and years! 

We know the awe with which you approach your first 
decorating problem. Each purchase seems as irrevocable 
as the choice of your loved one. You are riddled with 
indecision, and put yourself on the rack of doubt over a 
bedspread, or a bathmat. In fact, you take your new-found 
responsibility so seriously that you are likely to confuse 
yourself and muddle your tastes, so that your usual good 
judgment is completely submerged. 

But just relax. Borrow some of the good sense you have 
used in the last few years in other matters. Remember 
how you have used horse sense on the subject of clothes. 
You have lived in classic fashions—suits, sweaters and 
skirts, thoroughly adorable, completely practical date 
dresses, tailored spectator shoes. You have created won- 
derful costumes out of dimity and calico, out of bold- 
colored, striped chambray. In short you have dressed on 
the premise that simple things that wear well are best, that 
bold colors are wonderful, that crisp fabrics can create 
grand illusions, that unpretentious materials, well used, 
are both chic and economical. 

You have learned how to express your own very special 
personality with crazy little humorous hats. You have de- 
veloped a great knack of completely changing a classic 
dress by changing the jewelry and accessories you wear 
with it. You have practiced very sound taste by never 
mixing dressy clothes with tailored clothes, by always 
dressing appropriately for your way of life and the occa- 
sion. 

You have been good at these things, and you know it. 

All right. You can lift every one of these principles 
bodily and apply them to decorating. They are the very 
essence of good taste, as it is defined today. These are 
the principles practiced by the best decorators, and fol- 


lowed in the best homes. The days of arbitrary rules are 


rapidly passing. Blind observance of “period,” and an 
attitude that “never shall they mix” is as dated as the 
Boom of the 1920’s, and about as obsolete. 

When you apply your good rules of fashion to furnish- 
ing they look something like this: 

Buy furniture that is classic in design. There are classics 
from all periods of design—the unornamented, simple, 


straightforward, honestly designed. Such pieces are pleas- 
anter to live with, blend better with other things, are easier 
to care for (polish, dust) and easier to accessorize. 

Keep your fashion attitude in buying decorative acces- 
sories. Lamps, pictures, ashtrays, candlesticks, figurines, 
flower pots and the like, are the costume jewelry of dec- 
orating. Use them like you have used clips and pins and 
bracelets. Have lots, and change them every once in a 
while to give your basic room a completely different lift. 
Don’t spend so much on a few accessories that you can’t 
have several changes. (Save museum pieces for later 
years.) Let your imagination run riot. Approach beautiful 
fabrics and wallpapers with the attitude “what can I do 
with it?”—rather than with a stufly “what am I supposed 
to do with it?” 

Remember how you have always had flocks of blouses 
and dickies, so you could whip into a fresh one every day. 
Keep that attitude when you buy upholstered furniture. 
Slipcovers are your answer. Have two sets of slipcovers, 
so that you can always be fresh and immaculate—so your 
husband won't have to be self-conscious about how he dis- 
poses his handsome frame in your easiest chair. Own only 
those things that are easy to live with—and avoid those 
that you have to live for, to keep them up.

include (4), saucy carrots and green pepper; (5), blue-bonneted chef; (6), flame-colored lobster 
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POTS and stains are ever-present and universal. They occur 

early in the morning and late at night. They strike the 
lowliest and the greatest. It’s an essential part of good house- 
keeping to know how to remove them, and to remove them 
promptly. The accompanying chart tells how to remove 24 
common fabric stains. Equip yourself with the facts; equip 
your house with the stain-removal equipment. Remember, the 
money spent in equipment will easily be saved in less frequent 
trips to the cleaner and the laundry. 

Successful stain removal depends upon successful diagnosis 
of both the type of stain and the type of fabric. The remedy 
chosen must be one that will least affect the fabric involved. 
Always treat stains immediately. If material is not affected by 
water, sponge first with cold water, before using any stain 
removal agent. Avoid using hot water until other methods have 
been tried, since it will set many stains. Work rapidly, when 
using chemicals, to offset damaging effects on fibers and colors. 
See list (below right) for action on fibers and dyes. 

Your stain removal equipment should include: an absorbent 
(French chalk, Fuller’s Earth, etc.) ; a dry cleaning solvent, 
such as carbon tetrachloride, which will not harm any fibers; 
bleaches, such as bottled chlorine, hydrogen peroxide, oxalic 
acid, potassium permanganate (know the action of each of 
these on fibers and colors) ; medium-sized enamel bowl: sev- 
eral medicine droppers; several glass rods; absorbent cheese- 
cloth; white blotting paper; soft brush; household ammonia: 
denatured or wood alcohol. Given the right equipment, good 
results will ensue if the proper procedure is followed. Here are 
the methods for using absorbents, solvents, and bleaches: 

If using an absorbent: Spread a layer of absorbent on 
stained fabric, which has been laid on a flat surface. Move 
absorbent lightly around stain. When gummy, shake or brush 
off lightly. Repeat until most of stain has disappeared. Brush 
off absorbent and spread a fresh layer over stain, and leave 
overnight. Brush off completely. (Use only on light-colored 
fabrics, since it is usually impossible to brush them completely 
off dark colors.) 

When stains are of solid fats, which must be melted before 
absorption, spread absorbent on stain. Place several thick- 
nesses of brown paper or paper toweling over absorbent and 
press with warm iron. Brush off absorbent. Absorbents will 
not harm any fibers; are most effective on fresh stains. 


House BEAUTIFUL’S stain removal chart 


solves 20 common stain problems. Follow it 
and you'll be able to meet every emergency 


If sponging with solvents: Lay the stained material, up- 
side down, on a thick pad of either cheesecloth or blotting 
paper. Sponge the stain with cloth just moistened with solvent, 
using light brushing motions, and spreading the moisture un- 
evenly out from the spot, to avoid leaving a ring. (If stain is 
not greasy, and water does not harm fabric, always sponge 
with water first.) 

If using a bleach: Either of the following methods is satis- 
factory. Bowl-Dropper Method: Stretch stained portion over 
a bowl of water. Fasten with elastic band. Moisten stain with 
water from glass dropper. Apply chemical with another drop- 
per. Leave on stain about a minute. Rinse out with medicine 
dropper of water. Neutralize, if necessary, with a third dropper. 
Rinse thoroughly. (Several brief applications are preferable 
to prolonged applications of bleaches, and less likely to injure 
fabrics.) Pad-Rod Method: Lay stained fabric on thick pad of 
cheesecloth. Using a glass rod, moisten stain with water. Apply 
chemical with glass rod. Neutralize, if necessary. Rinse com- 
pletely with clear water. 


1. ALCOHOL: Destroys some dyes. Test colored fabrics before 
applying té stain. Often useful to remove stains on fabrics af- 
fected by water. : 

2. AMMONIA (Household): Affects some dyes. Test inconspicu- 
ous spot before applying to stain. Should be diluted. If specific 
proportions not given, use equal parts ammonia and water. Fumes 
from ammonia bottle will sometimes restore acolor that has changed. 


3. CHLORINE BLEACH: Can be used on white cottons and lin- 
ens. Never use on silk, wool, or rayon. Can be used on some colors. 
Test first in inconspicuous spot. Rinse out bleach with clear water. 
4. COMMERCIAL INK REMOVER: Follow manufacturer's di- 
rections exactly, Rinse out completely. 


5. HYDROGEN PEROXIDE: Can be used on any white fabric. 
Affects certain dyes. Test colored fabrics in inconspicuous spot 
before using on stain. Add a few drops of ammonia when using 
as bleach. Rinse out bleach with clear water. 

6. OXALIC ACID: Fades colars. Test colored fabrics in incon- 
spicuous spot before applying to stain. Damages fabrics if not 
thoroughly removed by rinsing. POISON. Should be plainly marked, 
and stored in a bottle with glass stopper. Solution for bleaching: 
Dissolve 2 teaspoons of crystals (purchased at drug store) in] pint 
of lukewarm water. 

7. POTASSIUM PERMANGANATE: Use on all white fabrics 
except rayon. Bleaches colors, so test before using in unexposed 
portion. Remove pink or brown stain left by potassium permanga- 
nate by treating cotton, silk and linen with oxalic acid or lemon 
juice; treat wool with hydrogen peroxide. Rinse out completely: 
8. WHITE VINEGAR: Harmless to most fabrics. Affects some 
dyes. Test before using on colors. Rinse out. 

















FRUIT AND BERRY 


Remove all fruit stains, if possible, 
before they can dry out. 

Washable: Stretch stained section 
over bowl and fasten with elastic 
band. Pour boiling water from 
height of 2 or 3 feet. (If any stain 
remains, hanging in sun will usu- 
ally bleach out.) Or use chlorine 
bleach? or hydrogen peroxide®. 


- Rinse thoroughly. 


Non-washable: If material doesn’t 
water-spot, sponge with warm 
water followed by hydrogen per- 
oxide®. Rinse thoroughly. Or send 
to commercial dry cleaner. 


PAINT 


Scrape off as much paint as pos- 
sible with dull knife or scraper. 
Washable: Fresh paint can usually 
be removed by washing with lots 
of soap and water. If stain is old, 
soften by rubbing with lard; or 
sponge with turpentine; or moisten 
with ammonia? solution, sprinkled 
with turpentine. Launder. 
Non-washable: Sponge with tur- 
pentine or carbon tetrachloride. 


EGG 


Never apply hot water until stain 
has first been treated, as it may 
set stain. Hf material has hardened, 
scrape off with dull knife. 
Washable: Soak in cold water. 
Then launder using plenty of soap 
and water. 

Non-washable: lf fabric unaffected 
by water, sponge with cold water. 
Dry. Then sponge any remaining 
stain with carbon tetrachloride. 


BLOOD 


Hot water sets protein in blood 
stains. Never use until stains have 
been dissolved. 

Washable: Soak in cold water un- 
til stains are light brown; or soak 
in solution of 2 tablespoons of 
household ammonia? to 1 gallon 
of cold water. Launder as usual. 
Non-washable: \{ material is un- 
affected by water, sponge stains 
with cold water. Treat remaining 
stains with hydrogen peroxide®, 
Rinse out bleach thoroughly. 


CHEWING GUM 


Remove excess with dull knife or 
piece of stiff cardboard. 
Washable: If gum has hardened, 
soften with egg white, then laun- 
der in usual manner. 
Non-washable: Sponge with car- 
bon tetrachloride until all traces 
disappear. If material is unaffected 
by water, sponge alternately with 
carbon tetrachloride and water. 


SCORCH 


Scorch on cotton and linen can 
usually be removed if fibers are 
not burned; scorched wool and 
silk cannot be remedied, although 
the appearance of wool can be im- 
proved by brushing with emery 
paper. 

Washable: Washing will remove 
slight stains on white fabrics. Or 
try wetting spot with water and 
putting in sun for a day or so. Or 
dampen cloth with hydrogen per- 
oxide®, and place over stain. Put 
dry cloth over this; press with 
warm iron. Replace top cloth as 
bleach soaks in. Repeat, if neces- 
sary. 

Non-washable: Send to dry cleaner. 


PERSPIRATION 


Washable: Wash perspiration out 
as soon as possible. If color has 
been removed, there is no remedy. 
However, if color is only changed, 
it may be restored either by spong- 
ing with white vinegar® or holding 
over an opened bottle of household 
ammonia. Old yellow stains can be 
bleached with a chlorine? bleach 
or hydrogen  peroxide®. Rinse 
bleach out completely. 

Non-washable: Send to dry cleaner. 


IODINE 


Iodine makes a brown or yellow 
stain on unstarched materials. On 
starched materials, it usually turns 
deep blue or black. 

Washable: A fresh iodine stain 
will usually disappear when washed 
in soap and water. If old, sponge 
with denatured or wood alcohol’, 
or try sponging with a diluted am- 
monia? solution (a few drops in 
half a glass of water). 
Non-washable: Sponge with de- 
natured or wood alcohol’. Or send 
to good dry cleaner. 


IRON RUST 


Washable: Spread the stained area 
over a bowl of steaming water. 
Drop lemon juice or oxalic acid® 
on stain with medicine dropper. 
Allow to remain a minute or two. 
Rinse the fabric. Repeat, if neces- 
sary. Rust can sometimes be re- 
moved simply by sprinkling stain 
with salt, squeezing on a_ little 
lemon juice, and placing directly 
in the sun. 

Non-washable: Send to profes- 
sional dry cleaner immediately, 


CHOCOLATE AND 
COCOA 


Remove any excess stain with dull 
knife or cardboard. 

Washable: Wash in hot water and 
soap. Rinse. If stain remains, soak 
stained portion in wood alcohol’, 
to which a few drops of ammonia 
solution are added. Rinse thor- 
oughly. 

Non-washable: Sponge with car- 
bon tetrachloride. Remove any re- 
maining stain with hydrogen per- 
oxide?. 


INK 


Since the compositions of inks 
vary, several treatments often have 
to be employed to remove stains. 
Washable: Spread absorbent over 
moist stain, brushing it off, and 
applying fresh absorbent, as it be- 
comes soiled. When absorbent 
takes up no more ink, launder in 
usual manner. If stains remain, try 
a commercial ink remover‘, fol- 
lowing instructions exactly. Rinse 
thoroughly. 

Another method is to soak 
stained fabric in milk for several 
days, changing milk as soon as it 
discolors. Launder. 

Non-washable: Try an absorbent, 
if ink is moist. Send to cleaner. 


SHOE POLISH 
Liquid and Paste 


Washable: These polishes usually 
can be removed by sponging or 
washing in hot soapy water. Treat 
any remaining stains from black 
liquid dressing with potassium per- 
manganate’. 

Non-washable: If polish contains 
turpentine (detected by odor), 
sponge stain with turpentine. Or 
send to good dry cleaner. 


NAIL POLISH 


Washable: Apply nail polish re- 
mover with glass rod, using pad 
method. Sponge remaining stain 
with denatured alcohol’. 

Note: Nail polish remover will 
destroy acetate rayons. Test re- 
mover on inconspicuous spot be- 
fore applying. 

Non-washable and acetate rayons: 
Send to professional dry cleaner. 


LIPSTICK 


Washable: Rub the stained area 
with a fatty substance, such as 
cold cream, lard or butter. Leave 
for short time. Scrape off excess. 
Wash in hot water and soap. If 
stain remains, bleach with chlorine 
bleach? or hydrogen peroxide’®. 
Rinse thoroughly. 

Non-washable: Sponge with car- 
bon tetrachloride or similar dry 
cleaning solvent. If stains do not 
disappear, send to good dry 
cleaner. 


GREASE 


Remove as much excess as possible 
with spatula or stiff cardboard. 
Washable: Wash in hot water and 
soap, rubbing stained portion par- 
ticularly hard. 

Non-washable: Fresh spots, if con- 
taining no dirt or metal, can be 
removed by spreading Fuller’s 
Earth or French chalk thickly on 
spot. Brush off when dry. Repeat 
until spot disappears. Or sponge 
with carbon tetrachloride. 


MILDEW 


Mildew spots should be treated 
when fresh. Old stains are prac- 
tically impossible to remove since 
mildew is a growth that destroys 
the fibers themselves. 

Washable: Fresh stains can usu- 
ally be washed out with soap and 
water. Drying in sun aids in 
bleaching any remaining stains. 
If stains persist, spread with salt 
and lemon juice and put in direct 
sun, Or bleach with a chlorine? 
bleach, or potassium permanga- 
nate’. Rinse. 

Non-washable: Send to cleaner. 


SHOE POLISH 
Wax 


Washable: Sponge spot with car- 
bon tetrachloride. Launder. Treat 
any remaining stain with chlorine? 
bleach. Rinse. 

Non-washable: Place stained area 
between clean blotters. Press with 
warm iron, changing as soon as 
blotters become soiled. Repeat un- 
til wax is absorbed. Sponge any 
remaining stain with carbon tetra- 
chloride. 


WINE 


Washable: Stretch stained portion 
over bowl and fasten with elastic 
band. Cover stains thickly with 
salt. Pour boiling water through 
stain from a height of 2 or 3 ft. 
Non-washable: Fresh wine stains 
can sometimes be removed with 
absorbents. Spread absorbent on 
stain. Brush up when gummy. Re- 
peat, until most of stain has dis- 
appeared. Spread a fresh layer on 
spot. Leave overnight. 


MERCUROCHROME 


It is extremely difficult to remove 
this stain from delicate or colored 
fabric by amateur methods, so it’s 
usually advisable to send to good 
dry cleaner. 

Washable: Sponge or wash in cool 
water, removing as much stain as 
possible. Remove any remaining 
stain with chlorine? bleach or hy- 
drogen peroxide?. 

Non-washable: If fabric does not 
water-spot, sponge with water. Or 
send to good dry cleaner. 


CANDLEW AX, 
PARAFFIN 


Scrape off excess with dull knife. 
Washable: Sponge spot with car- 
bon tetrachloride, or similar dry 
cleaner. Launder. Treat any re- 
maining stain with — chlorine 
bleach?. 

Non-washable: Place stain — be- 
tween clean blotters. Press with 
warm iron until wax is absorbed 
by blotters. Sponge any remaining 
traces with carbon tetrachloride.

Geum Linum perenne 
Pansy 


If placed end to end, the combined blooming 
seasons of these five flowers would last two and 
a half years! But even taking them all at once, 
you still have bloom for most of the gardening 
months a year provides. Here are a few details 
ERED ESCATIIIA about this miracle working quintet. 
Tradescantia (Spiderwort) still has a repu- 
tation to make with those of you who don't 
know the new named varieties. If any flower 
can be called automatic, this is it. Actually, it 
takes winter to stop its blooming. Neither you 
nor insects can discourage it. It grows 127-16” 
in ordinary soil. Good varieties: Purple Dome; 
Iris Pritchard, white, shaded violet; James 
Stratton and James C. Weguelin, blues. 
Geum (Avens) has a short name but a long 
working day. It’s undemanding, grows in ordi- 
nary soil, in the sun, to 2’, and boasts flaming 
colors. It’s hardy except in unfriendliest win- 
ters. Anyway, protect it first winter if you plant 
in fall. Space 6” apart. Water well in summer. 
Good varieties: Fire Opal, scarlet; Rijnstroom, 
orange; Mrs. Bradshaw, Lady Stratheden, red. 
Viola cornuta (Horned Violet) is known 
everywhere simply as Viola. It starts blooming 
when most flowers are only stretching and 
yawning. And you'll stop for the year before 
they will. But be satisfied with 6 months bloom. 
Use good rich soil. Plant firmly 8” apart. 
They're only 6” high, but they spread. Keep 
blooms cut. There are many shades, but two 
beauties are Jersey Gem, blue, and Maggie 
Mott, pale blue. And a new one that sounds 
exciting is Catherine Sharp, huge light blue, 
with plants spreading 2’. 

Linum perenne (Blue Flax) is shy but ame- 
nable. Keep the wiry stems cut back, as the 
tiny blue florets fall, and it lends special grace 
TOMA Ee to your garden all season. It doesn’t divide 
easily, but self-sows all over the place. There 
is but one important perennial variety. 
Pansy (forget its botannical name) belongs 
on the list even though it’s a biennial, dying 
after a full year’s bloom. To keep them flower- 
ing, all you need to do is give them a decently 
fertile soil, cut stems back after the first rush 
of color, maybe feed a little as the following 
buds start, and keep the faded flowers snipped. 
Don’t let the plants straggle. The color com- 
binations are infinite and bewildering, but it 
will pay to shop for the finer plants.

June brings a blizzard of bloom to the garden, 
but few keep going through October. Here are 
eight that never let up: 

Campanula carpatica (Peachbell) is the one 
member of the huge family that belongs here. 
Modest and delicate, it grows to 8”, spreads 
more than that. Plant in light soil and full sun. 

Gaillardia (Blanket Flower) is one of the 
finest border plants and ideal for cutting. Grown 
in a medium light soil, in the sun, it is as drought 
resistant as a camel. Yellows and reds mostly. 

Phlox suffruticosa (P. Carolina) is not so 
spectacular as the later blooming decussata, but 
oh how faithful! Miss Lingard is the name you 
think of—a superb 2’ white. Miss Verboom is 
its pink twin. Rich—deep soil. Keep picked. 

Tritoma is now officially called Kniphofia. 
But you know it as Red Hot Poker. It’s been 
around a long time, not making much fuss until 
hardy ones came along. It takes 2 years for them 
to reach their peak, 3’-4’ up! White, yellows, 
ruddy tones predominate. 

Shasta Daisy is actually Chrysanthemum maxi- 
mum, and often so listed. They are tough and 
prolific, grow to about 18”, set 1’ apart in rich 
soil. The white Esther Reed and Nobilis are fine. 

Penstemon (Beard Tongue) is an old favorite 
appearing in new hybrid forms. Garnet, 18”, 
blooms from June on. Sun, 10” apart. 

Seabiosa (Pincushion Flower) likes a fair, 
well drained place, plenty of sun. The Isaac 
House strain is tops, lavender blue, 20” high. 

Roses, of course! How often we take them 
for granted. But they belong in every garden.

These, you see, are listed alphabetically, with- 
out any hint of editorial prejudice. It would be 
a brave man who would make up a list of an- 
nuals any other way! The growing of them, how- 
ever, depends little on favorites. In general it is 
quite different from the growing of perennials. 
The latter, including most of those mentioned, 
you'd do well to buy as plants. You can buy 
annual plants, too, and for earliest bloom, you 
should. But raising your own is half the fun— 
and not too much work! 

All those listed above are easy. Start them 
either indoors in flats, or outdoors in the garden. 
Better yet, since all stand transplanting, start 
them in outdoor beds before the main garden 
is in condition. This is another way of getting 
a head start if you don’t want to fuss with seed 
flats in the house. Get the séeds in as soon as 
the ground is in shape, which means right now, 
except in very rigorous climates. 

Describing the many variants of these 13 flow- 
ers would take a catalogue. So consult a few. 
Study pictures and text. Choose types and sizes 
that suit your garden. 

Things to remember: Disinfect seeds before 
sowing. Cover seeds lightly. Firm them into the 
soil. Don’t let either seeds or seedlings dry out. 
Transplant on a gray day and water in well, 
preferably with transplanting hormone solution. 
Keep all faded flowers picked. Annuals that go 
to seed stop blooming for good!

GLADIOLUS 


ust what has a Gladiolus got that it should inaugurate our Scrapbook 
We Flower Facts? Well, it has color—everything but true blue. It has low 
cost—average, 60 cents a dozen for large corms. It has spectacular blos- 
soms—from 8 to 14 on one 3’ spike. Long bloom period—from July to 
September with a little planning. Hardiness—it will grow anywhere in 
the country, in almost any kind of soil. So below, without fuss, are the 
details you'll want for reference. First, though, seven standbys to bet on: 
Red, Dr. Bennett; pink, Picardy; orange, Wasaga; yellow, Yellow Em- 


peror; purple, Pellegrina; lavender, Minuet; white, Maid of Orleans. 





What types and sizes to buy? 


There are two general types and 
several petal forms for Gladiolus 
fans to fuss over. In the large draw- 
ing, decorative (primulinus) and ex- 
hibition types. Left, ruffled (top), 
recurved, and laciniated blooms. 
There are many variations. As to 
sizes of corms (bulbs): they are 
graded from #1 (I'4”) to #6 
(1). Top two, "large," are best 


them fed and cultivated 


You can plant from April to June in 
temperate climates. Bloom comes in 
70 to 90 days. In a month, shoots 
may be up as sketched. Earth should 
have been kept loose all along. Now 
work in complete plant food accord- 
ing to maker's direction. Water well. 
Gladiolus are great feeders. Roots 
may extend 30” out and down! So 


keep growth unchecked, cultivate 


Stake well and cut properly 


Hilling up base of mature plants 
may work, and it may not. It's bet- 
ter to stake. Put stake as close to 
and behind spike as possible without 
damaging corm. Don't bunch entire 
clump to one stake. In row culture, 
two stakes, with wires between them 
"on either side of plants, will do the 
trick, In cutting, leave at least 4 


to ripen corms rest of year 












Plant in well prepared soil 


For garden decoration, plant in 
deep friable soil. Group 6 to 12 of 
a variety in one hole, on earth layer, 
over bottom soil, in which small 
handful of complete fertilizer has 
been mixed. Full sun is essential. 
Space corms 4”-6” apart, 4-5” 
deep. Firm soil well over corms, then 
cover with loose earth. For cut flow- 
ers only, plant Gladiolus in rows 


Thrips—Gladiolus Enemy #1 


The drawing shows mutilation of fo- 
liage and blossoms and thrip that 
causes it. Only you may never see 
the tiny insect, which hides in leaf 
crevices and buds. Spray weekly 
after plants reach 6”, until first 
bloom. Tartar emetic spray is good. 
Burn all damaged spikes at once. 
Spray recipe: tartar emetic | oz.; 
brown sugar, |/2 cup; water, I'/, gal.

Dig corms in fall when foliage 
browns. Cut tops just above corm. 
Dry in cool airy place. Remove old 
dried corm and cormels from bot- 
tom. Put in paper bags with I oz. 
naphthalene flakes per 100 corms. 
Then store for winter in gauze bags 
or ventilated trays. If thrip infesta- 
tion bad, soak in bichloride of mer- 
cury, 1/10%, just before planting

after washing. Buy branded mer- 
chandise of national fame. Pay 
a good price, as hidden values 
are there and you are sure of 
good quality. Don’t invest in “sec- 
onds” or “irregulars.” We believe 
you'd better buy white only, as 
pastels present problems. Have 
some with color-contrast hems. 


PILLOWCASES 


Pilloweases are usually bought 
at the same time and in the same 
quality as the sheets. Get at least 
8 per pillow, and 10 if you can 
afford it. Hemstitching and mono- 
gramming are fine gratifying 
touches. But these days, we’d say 
it was better to buy more things of 
good quality than it is to buy fewer 
and have them monogrammed and 
hemstitched. And you can always 
have them monogrammed later, 
you know. 


BEDSPREADS 


Bedspreads belong in your trous- 
seau, too. But until you have 


picked your decorating theme for 
the bedroom (or bedrooms), you 
really shouldn't buy. Bedspreads 
will give you an opportunity to 
add real style to the bedroom, and 
the ones offered today are exciting 
jooking and of good value. So keep 
them on your list, and wait to buy 
them until after you have picked 
your bedroom color scheme. Then 
you can have yourself a real fling. 

Get at least two per bed. It is 
customary to have a winter bed- 
spread, and a summer bedspread 
of a lighter weight and cooler 
coloring. If buying chenilles, look 
for a “vat-dyed” label. Short pile 
chenilles don’t shed, whereas long 
pile ones do. But long pile chenille 
is more luxurious looking, so you'll 
have to make up your own mind. 

Woven type bedspreads are ex- 
cellent too, especially the vat-dyed 
type. If you buy this type, ask if 
they are likely to muss readily. 
The crease-resistant type are the 
most satisfactory, as you can well 
see. We’d suggest you avoid fancy 
taffetas, rayon twills, etc. These

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Kola Dessert—The extract of the African guru nut flavors the 
newest gelatin being introduced, by General Foods Corporation, as the 
seventh sister in their famous Jell-O dessert line. The gelatin sets 
tender; it is clear and the color of sherry; kola is the flavor—and 
definitely.

This new gelatin sells for around 7¢ a package, which is jelly for 5. 
It sets in 144 hours when stored in the cool depths of the refrigerator. 


Pioneer—Those who make every crumb do a health job for victory 
should remember Pep, the wheat flake cereal, vitamin fortified, manu- 
factured by the Kellogg Company. Crumble the flakes as a topping for 
casseroles; use the crumb dust to overcoat croquettes; use the rolled 
flakes in meat loaves. 

Pep was the first cereal to be fortified with B-1 and D, an old story 
today but an advanced step four years ago. Children loved this break- 
fast food right from the start for its crispness, its flavor. Mothers 
cheered for the additional health values and sent the sales soaring. An 
average serving of the cereal provides four fifths of the child’s vitamin 
B-1 requirement for a day and one fifth of the adult’s, and half of the 
average adult’s requirement for vitamin D.

Mix 2-0z. of grenadine 
with a glass of mineral water, add finely chopped ice—that’s a grena- 
dine highball. Grenadine lends itself beautifully to culinary experi- 
ments, for those little touches that add just the right fillip for a dinner 
—grenadine over grapefruit, over the fruit cup. It gives a rosy glow 
to the wine bowl.

How To Care for Conventional Washing Machine 


Naturally, the better you care for your wash- 
ing machine, the longer it will be caring for 
the needs of you and your family.

Treat it well, and it will per- 
form well. The following rules, if adhered 
to, will bring good results: 

1. Drain machine immediately after washing 
is over.

Do not replace 
agitator till next washing. 


How To Maintain Your Vacuum Cleaner 


Vacuum cleaners are a real boon to 20th 
Century housewives. Properly cared for, they 
are modern wonder workers performing prac- 
tically all cleaning jobs—without much 
coddling. To get the most out of a vacuum 
cleaner, as with any equipment, it is essen- 
tial to acquaint yourself with its potentiali- 
ties and needs so you may give it good care.

How To Maintain Cooking Utensils

How To Operate Conventional Machine 


Want to get high quality work from your 
washing machine? You will if you observe 
these do’s and don’t’s, which refer partic- 
ularly to the conventional washing machine.

PROCEDURE: Present-day irons almost run themselves. Follow 
these simple rules and your iron will give you good service: 

1. Be sure soleplate is clean before you iron and before you put it 
away. 
2. Allow iron to cool. Then wipe soleplate with a dry cloth. If 
starch or soap cakes on the soleplate, clean with a damp cloth 
and any mild scouring compound, Wipe off with another damp 
cloth and dry thoroughly. Never put iron in water. 

3. Prevent scratching soleplate by ironing around, rather than 
over, buttons, hooks, and other metals. 

4 Cords should be replaced as soon as worn. You'll save wear 
and tear on cords if you avoid letting cord come in contact with 
hot iron and never wrap cord around iron before it is cool. 
5. Rub the soleplate occasionally with a good grade of paraffin or 


beeswax. Wipe off on paper or cloth. 
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PROCEDURE: Surface to be lacquered must be well-polished 
and all tarnish removed. Apply a good quality metal polish 
with a soft cloth. When it has dried thoroughly, rub with an- 
other soft cloth until gleaming. (Apply polish to embossed 
designs with a soft brush.) After polishing, wash objects in hot, 
soapy water. Rinse in hot water, handling as little as possible so 
that polish isn’t marred. Dry. Apply denatured alcohol with a 
soft cloth to whole surface. Dry. Paint surface with a colorless 
metal lacquer. 

If it becomes necessary to wash lacquered objects, use luke- 
warm water, since hot water tends to break down lacquered 
surface. 

The colorless lacquer can easily be removed with denatured 
alcohol or lacquer remover, when it begins to dull, and a fresh 
coat of lacquer applied. 


OVER 
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SILVER 


Tarnish is caused by sulphur, which is present in the air, in 
eggs, in rubber, salt, etc. If silver comes in contact with these 
items, it should be washed promptly before discoloration can 
take place. Empty open salt shakers after each use to avoid the 
black spots that salt causes. 

WASHING: Wash silver as soon as possible after a meal, in hot, 
soapy water. Rinse in clear, hot water, and dry thoroughly. 
POLISHING: Apply a good silver polish lengthwise to piece with 
damp cloth or sponge. Never try to remove the shading in the 
crevices of some silver designs. This tarnish (or oxidization 
process) is artificially produced by the manufacturer to enhance 
the beauty of the design by its contrast with the rest of the piece. 
After polishing, wash in soapy water, to remove any traces of 
polish, rinse in clear water and dry. Then rub to a high luster 
with a flannel cloth.

4. Experiment until you know how much soap is required to 
build up 2-inch suds. Then use that amount each time. Don’t 
just dump soap in indiscriminately . . . measure. 

5. Fill) washer with water, add soap. Turn on agitator until 
2-inch suds are formed. Stop agitator. Then add load. 


6. Never use strong acid-type bleaches in washer. Bleach clothes 


in separate basin or tub, after all washing and rinsing is over. 
7. Pretreat excess soil by soaking, and remove stains before 
placing clothes in washer. 

8. Separate wash into classifications, such as: white and color- 
fast clothes, unfast colors, silks, woolens, excessively soiled 
clothes. Wash each classification separately. 

9. Keep water hot longer by leaving lid on while load is washed. 
This will eliminate adding more hot water for succeeding loads 


to be washed in the same suds.

PROCEDURE: Always dust any wall thoroughly before wash- 
ing it. This can be done with either the dusting attachment of 
your vacuum ¢leaner, or a broom covered with a clean cloth. 
Work from the ceiling down. Glossy surfaced wall coverings can 
usually be cleaned by wiping with a damp cloth. However, if 
there are heavy accumulations of grease and dirt, use soap and 
water. Make a solution of mild soap and water. Wash a space 
that can be reached easily. Rinse the space with clear water to 
avoid streaking. Then wash another section, starting well within 
the clean area. Repeat until entire wall has been covered. Coated 
fabric walls may be washed as often as necessary, since the 
colors and patterns will not wash off. However, never use harsh 
soap or gritty powders that will injure the surface.

2. Remove any soap curd from agitator or suction cups with soft 
cloth or sponge. 

3. Wipe wringer rolls and frame dry. Release pressure on rolls; 
this saves both the spring and the rubber. Keep wringer rolls 
clean and free from oil. (Lubricate according to instructions.) 
4. Do not replace lid until all dampness has evaporated. 

5. In moving washer, avoid striking casters sharply against door 
sills, or letting them drop into holes in the floor. Severe shocks, 
transmitted through the legs, can damage the porcelain tub. 
6. If you store washer in an unheated place, either place it in 
a warm location or fill the tub with hot water, before starting 
the motor. This will give grease in gearcase a chance to soften 
and may prevent burned-out motors, or other damage. 

7. Always wipe connecting cord dry, and wind carefully on 
hooks for that purpose.

2. Remove thread and hair from brushes after each use. 

3. If your cleaner has a motor-driven brush, be sure that tufts 
are not so worn or matted down that they are not giving good 
results. Some brushes have tufts that can be adjusted as they 
wear down.

4. Replace belts of motor-driven brush or agitator cleaners when 
worn. 

5. The dust bag should be emptied after each use. If not, the 
force of the suction may be destroyed. Turn bag upside down 
on damp newspaper or in deep paper bag, and shake gently. It’s 
wise to clean bags occasionally with brush or hand vacuum. 

6. Do not run cleaner over pins, nails, coins, etc., since they are 
apt to damage fan. 


7. Motor-driven brush or agitator cleaners need to be lubricated 
occasionally—but only as the manufacturer directs. 
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PORCELAIN ENAMEL: Do not pour cold water into hot enamelware. 
Do not scour with steel wool, metal pads or harsh, gritty clean- 
ers. Boiling a weak solution of soda and water in an enamel! pan 
will sometimes remove burnt-on food that resists soap and water. 
Grease well, when using for baking purposes. 

ALUMINUM: Never use strongly alkaline soaps and_ cleaning 
powders, which tend to eat aluminum away by chemical action. 
Remove stains with steel wool or a fine abrasive. Boiling vinegar 
and water in a stained pan will also remove stains. 

TINWARE: Do not scour, since this may wear away the thin coating 
of tin, exposing iron base to rust. Always dry tinware thor- 
oughly to avoid rusting. 

CAST IRON: Can be scoured with steel wool and a strong alkaline 
soap used for removing grease. Add baking soda to last rinsing 
water to retard rusting. Dry thoroughly to avoid rusting.

BLANKETS 


Blankets are precious possessions 
these days.

If 
you can, get one wool, winter- 
weight blanket per bed. A pair per 
bed is better, if you can find them 
and afford them. There are good 
quality blankets with rayon-cotton- 
wool mixtures, and these are espe- 
ially usable for between seasons.

It is customary to have two mat- 
ress covers per bed. 
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BATH TOWELS 


The normal minimum amount to 
own is 6 bath towels and 6 hand 
towels per person. We would 
double this at present. Add to this 
another dozen of each for guest 
use, then another dozen of each 
for replenishment. 

Get man-sized bath towels for 
men’s use. They’re less liable to 
be torn. 

For daily hand towel use, do 
not substitute cotton huck for by- 


gone linen huck. Cotton huck will 


not launder clean and will become 
gray. Also it must be ironed. In- 
stead, get one-wipe, midget terry 
towels. 

It is believed deep colored towels 
are not so absorbent as white ones. 
If you must have color, get the 
style that is white on one side, or 
with color on the design or border. 
Do not buy very soft terry, as it 
will wear out sooner. Medium soft- 
ness will accommodate everyone 
except extremists. And do have 
enough so you can have fresh 
towels frequently. If they get too

smoke and talk, but you can go 
on cooking regardless, if you know 
exactly what to do. Put the pota- 
toes on. They will take 30 min- 
utes, maybe a little Jess, being 
small. Drain the cucumbers and 
scallions, cover with vinegar and 
season well with salt and _ pep- 
per. Put on the table in a relish 
dish. Light the broiler, put on the 
beans and water for the coffee, or 
prepare the percolator. The beans, 
cooked uncovered, should be done 
in 20-25 minutes. 

Maybe your husband likes to 
cook steak. Let him rub the hot 
wires of the broiler rack with fat 
and put the steak in the broiler 
about an inch below the tip of the 
flame. Preheat oven 10 minutes. 

Put serving plates and _ platter 
on top of oven to warm. Pour the 
tomato juice and serve it. Make 
the coffee. 

Drain the beans. Put a little but- 
ter on them and a dash of salt and 
pepper. Turn them into the serving 
dish and put on top of the oven, 
to keep warm. Take a look at the 
steak. Turn it and, if the heat is 
too great, turn down a bit. A 
porterhouse steak weighing about 
2-lbs. will be a bit less than 1%” 
thick. It will cook to medium done 
in 15 minutes, allowing about 7 
minutes for each side. 

Drain the potatoes, but do not 
peel as new potatoes, plain boiled, 
should be served in their skins. 
Put in a serving dish and place on 
top of the oven, also. 

The steak is done. Remove it to 
a platter dotted with butter and 
sprinkled with salt, pepper and a 
drop of seasoning sauce. After a 
minute turn steak so both sides 
get benefit of seasoning. If the 
steak is lean, the broiler pan juices 
may be poured over it. But if the 
steak is fat, the juices will be so 
much melted suet, and will spoil 
the flavor. 

A sprig or two of parsley for 
garnish and the steak is ready for 
the table. Bring on the food. Then 
slip back into the kitchen to put 
the small pies into the turned off 
oven, to warm them a bit. Regu- 
late the percolator or put the drip 
coffee where it will not cool, and 
20 in to eat.

A small roast can be had by 
passing up the usual leg and buy- 
ing the shoulder.

But not the roast. Nothing is as 
simple as a roast. 

For this dinner, in addition to 
the roast, you must order: 1 bunch 
of beets, 1 bunch mint leaves, 1 
bunch heart celery, 1 bunch small 
carrots, 1 bunch radishes, 1 pt. 
any fresh fruit or berries on the 
market, and you must remember 
to stop at the bakers and buy 
some macaroons. 

When the food comes from the 
grocer, tend to the berries first. 
Look them over, wash under run- 
ning water and remove any hulls 
or stems. Put in a bowl, add a 
dusting of sugar and place, coy- 
ered, in the refrigerator until din- 
ner time. 

Clean the celery any time dur- 
ing the day. Cut the stalk length-

wise into four quarters. Wash un- 
der running water, and trim off 
leafy tops. Wrap in wax paper and 
keep in refrigerator.

Few jobs stir up so much dirt and muss as the chore of bringing in 
wood to feed the fire. Here’s a way to make life simpler: Build a wood- 


box beside your fireplace. In the back wall cut a small opening, lined 


with boards and fitted on the outside with a stout, locked door. To fill 


the woodbox, unlock the door and push in the logs. If the door is backed 


with rigid insulating board, heat loss will be held to a minimum.

The theme is varied in each room, 
so there is no monotony. But the 
rooms are unified with each other, 
just as surely as though they were 
beads strung on a necklace.

‘paints to such small wares as 
towels, shower curtains, table 
cloths, tole ware, china, lamps, 


and many other accessories. 


Having a theme, whether it be 


color or something else, is not the 
only thing needed for successful 
decorating. A sense of appropriate- 
ness is needed, too. Now appro- 
priateness is another hard-to-talk- 
about intangible. No rules have 
-ever been written on this important 
| Point, such as have been written 


on etiquette. So your common 
sense will be your best guide. But 
remember, the furnishings you buy 


should be

Achieving real style in decorat- 
ing also takes a sense of drama—

April is a month of high resolve 
and good beginnings—but the wise 
gardener will not start more than 
twice as much as he thinks he ean finish 


By Ralph Bailey 


It’s the first of March as I write, but the Spice bush is in full 
bloom—just across the room. A month ago, after splitting the ends 
for several inches, I put cut branches in a pail of water in the 
garage, to warm up for three or four days before bringing them into 
the house. So at this moment, it really seems like April! 


There are few tools youll use more often than a garden line, 
with two stout stakes and preferably some sort of reel. There’s a 
gadget built something like a fishing reel that makes snarling—for 
either the line or the gardener—practically impossible. 


If you have a cold frame full of plants you’ve been wintering over. 
make a nursing bed nearby. It’s fine for stop-overs on the route 
between frame and garden. 


And when you move a young plant or seedling into its permanent position, 
give it a shock-proofing with one of the hormone transplanting solutions. 


lt may save two weeks’ growth—or the plant. 


When your beds and borders begin to take shape, sow a few Snap- 
dragons where you expect there may be late season’s gaps. They Il 
take their time blooming, but nothing but winter will stop them. 





This will be the first season in a decade when my early peas, 
beets and lettuce will get planted in daylight. War Time will make 
the battered floodlights unnecessary—and the neighbors will prob- 
ably think I've come to my senses at last. 


In that first fine careless rapture of setting out new perennials 
in the borders, don’t forget to spread the roots properly in the 
planting holes. Cramped roots can make a plant sulk all season. 


Watch your Delphiniums. You've sprayed them with Bordeaux already. 
But keep them groomed and give them room, because they're due for a lot 


of growing these next few weeks. 


Don’t be a miser when you divide old perennial clumps. Keep the 
new growth and throw the worn-out parts away, even though they 
are sprouting green. It’s the younger generation that gives the 
garden its future. 


Ever notice how the wheelbarrow is always full of rocks, or old 
sod, or fire wood whenever you want to use it? When I get rich, Pil 
have two wheelbarrows and see if that helps any. 
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f you haven’t laid in your season’s supply of sprays and dusts, do 
jjuick—especially, of course, the rotenone and derris compounds. 
by’re going to be hard to come by. But it will do no good to hoard. 


fter the second lawn mowing of the season, trim all edges cleanly, 
Ncily as you want them to stay. It’s essential to do it now before 
flowers and shrubs overhang and obscure the lines. 


ormant Hybrid Tea Roses planted late should be mounded up 
1 earth and uncoyered slowly, just as you uncovered your last 
r’s plants. They may dry out too fast otherwise. 


on't prune or shear Rosa Hugonis, ever. There's no worse mutilation you 
practice in a garden. Any growth that needs to come out should be cut 
he base. There's a horrible example just beyond my back fence. 

f you want to break the milkman’s leg this year, do it some 
ier way than by leaving the garden hose across the path. Drain, 
1, and put away your hose, out of the sun, after each use. You 
1 be sure of replacing the milkman! 


Disinfect your vegetable seeds before you plant, as you would your 
wer seeds. Just because you use more of them, don’t think they 
» not subject to damping off, and those other mysterious ills. 

In the northeast, at least, it’s time to harden off tomato seedlings. 
you put them in those pots made of fertilizer, theyll grow without 
noment’s check when finally you set them out—pot and all. 


Watch for pine shoot moths if you have any Austrian pines. The 


rms work inside the “candles” of new growth, and will do their 
hal work before youre likely to catch on. Remove the tips and 


t the critters! This season’s growth is lost anyway. 


Jon't forget there are flowers in bloom now, too. How often do you take 
1e off to look at the Daffodils you planted so laboriously last fall? Running 


garden isn't necessarily the same as running a relay race. 


Most spring-flowering shrubs can be planted in the fall. But 
nzoin aestevale (the Spice bush I mentioned) and Magnolias 
ould be set out early in spring, the latter with a ball of earth. 


How are the Dahlia tubers you stored last fall? Don't get careless and let 


sm dry out now that it's almost time to put them in the ground again. 


Look over the hedge occasionally and see how many things your 
ighbor is doing all wrong. You might even give him some helpful 
vice if youve just done something especially stupid. It ll restore 
ur faith in yourself and won't bother him in the least. 


Of course it’s possible, too, that what he sees in a garden and 
lat you see are two different things. John Burroughs expressed it 
rfectly when he said that he went “to nature as a bee goes to a

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s much time and consideration 
A should be devoted to choosing 
a commercial laundry as is given 
to selecting your silver pattern or 
your finest china. Your choicest 
table linens, your loveliest sheets 
and pillowcases, your husband’s 
shirts are going to be sent to the 
laundry, week after week. The 
laundry that will give them the 
gentlest, most sanitary, most scien- 
tific treatment is your choice, of 
course, since that kind of treat- 
ment insures a long and satisfac- 
tory life for laundered articles. 

Representatives from various 
laundries will storm door 
with glowing tales of the wonders 
their particular laundry can _per- 
form. Many laundries may be able 
to live up to the standards set by 
their representatives. Some cannot. 
Your job will be to judge which 
laundry has the highest standards, 
which offers the services you will 
need. 

Many commercial laundries to- 
day are members of the American 
Institute of Laundering. This or- 
ganization has set up standards, 
which member laundries adhere 
to. Many laundries cannot afford 
the equipment that the Institute 
laundries use. This doesn’t mean 
that their work will not be per- 
fectly satisfactory. However, know- 
ing what the standards are will aid 
you in asking questions that will 
disclose the methods used by the 


your 


laundry you are judging. 
® Does the laundry use soft water? 
This is a must as far as a good 












laundry is concerned. If the water 
is hard in your territory, find out 
if water-softening equipment has 
‘been installed. Soft water insures 
whiter clothes with less labor, less 
soap, less rubbing, less need for 
chemicals to whiten clothes. Why? 
Because the soap is completely dis- 
‘solved—no lime curd forms on fab- 
ric. If a lime curd forms and is 
not completely removed, it causes 
white articles to look grayish, col- 
ored articles to look dull and 
lifeless. 

e What system of identification is 
followed? Laundries employ dif- 
ferent systems of .identification and 
different methods for various arti- 
cles. Get the laundry representa- 
tive to explain the systems used. 
Satisfy yourself that the system 
(or systems) is as foolproof as pos- 
sible; that the 
oractically 


human factor is 
negligible. (It’s the 
luman element that is responsible 
or the loss of articles.) 

How are articles classified? The 
‘family” wash should be divided 
nto classifications, since different 


abrics and colors require differ- 
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ent temperatures and must be 
washed separately. Some laundries 
sort the articles into as many as 
sixteen classifications. The main 
breakdowns are (1) cottons and 
linens, (2). silk and rayon, (3) 
wool. Under each of these groups, 
however, are several color divi- 
sions. 

© Are different methods used for 
washing different of fab- 


rics? White cottons and linens, for 


types 


example, can stand much _ higher 
temperatures than colored fabrics, 
silks, and woolens. Colors, silks, and 
woolens are each washed separate- 
ly, using lower temperatures, thus 
avoiding shrinkage and _ fading, 
and depending upon many, many 
water changes to make them clean.

tions. These same temperatures 
are used every time, thus assur- 
ing the customer consistently sat- 
isfactory work. 

@ How can I be sure my white 
clean? Those 


goods are really 


white cottons and_ linens are 
washed for about an hour in seven 
to ten changes of water. This in- 
cludes three soap baths, with fresh 


water being used for each bath. 


The white goods are put into cold 
water to start with, so that the soil 
will not be set. Then the tempera- 
ture is gradually increased to ap- 
proximately 170° F., which insures 
sterilization of the clothes and max- 
imum dirt removal. After this, the 
rinsing begins, and the tempera- 
ture is gradually decreased. There’s 
no guesswork as to the amount 
of soap, bluing, stain removal 
agent that goes into the “hopper.” 
The proper amount to do the best 
and safest job has been worked 
out by experts, and is uniformly 
used. 

© What type of washing machine

cylinders that revolve, tumbling and 
tossing the articles about gently 
—there are no rough edges to catch 
and tear articles. 

@ How are the clothes 
out?” Now that the clothes are

washed, they are placed in large 
baskets, 
spin and whirl the contents, ex- 


perforated metal which 


tracting the water without the 
strong-arm methods of wringing or 
twisting. Just enough moisture is 
left in the clothes to make them 
right for finishing. 


@ Does the laundry have special 
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facilities for fluffing “pile fab- 
rics? Turkish towels, or any arti- 
cles with a “pile,” are put into 
special drying tumblers, which 
fluff them up by means of cur- 
rents of warm air. Since the “pile” 
is raised, the towels maintain their 
absorbent qualities, feel soft and 
spongy. (This same principle is 
employed in drying wool blankets 
on special drying racks that pass 
through currents of warm air, 
which dry blankets and raise nap.) 
© Howis finishing done? Flatwork, 
such as sheets, pillowcases, linen 
towels, are finished by flatwork 
ironers, so delicately adjusted that 
they will press even a wet piece of 
tissue paper. The temperatures of 
these ironers are always uniform, 
since they are thermostatically 
controlled, so there’s no danger of 
scorching. There’s no friction or 
pressure to injure the finest fab- 
ric. There are even special “rollers” 
for handkerchiefs. 

Articles that aren’t put through 
the flat ironer are finished by hand. 
® Are shirts finished by hand or 
by machine? Shirts are finished in 
an entirely separate department. 
More and more laundries are be- 
coming equipped with special shirt 
finishers, which are steam-heated 
presses—a special shaped press for 
each part. There’s one for sleeves; 
one for cuffs, neckband and col- 
lars; one for shirt bosom; one for 


body. The whisked

envelopes. Shirts finished in this 
manner have no rough edges to 
cause irritation. They'll be the an- 
swer to any husband’s prayers. 

© How are curtains and blankets 
handled? The equipment for cur- 
tains and blankets is among the 
most fascinating in a modern laun- 
dry. After the curtains and blankets 
are measured, they are washed, 
then placed on adjustable forms, 
and dried in currents of balmy, 
spring-like fresh air. There’s even 
a special blanket brusher through

They embody the Spirit of 1942 for they 


are practicing conservation with finesse 


jes these pages you get a quick glimpse of 

the spirit that will win the war. For you are 
seeing a family that has adjusted its way of 
living to the war economy, and still managed 
to have comfort and beauty as its daily portion. 

They are living in a $3650 house, which has 
been completely decorated by a_ professional 
decorator. Their house is within walking dis- 
tance of their factory (they own a business 
that prepares fresh vegetable juices and fruit 
and box lunches for school children and oflice 
workers), so they are conserving tires. 

But their story is especially significant in 
that they were all set and able to live much 
more lavishly and grandly. They owned an ex- 
pensive lot in Westwood Hills, one of the lovely 
Los Angeles suburbs, and had plans all ready 
last summer to build on it. But they would have 
been many miles from their factory, and they 
would have had to have two cars. And the 
news that was then current did not warrant 
embarking on a more complicated, expensive 


way of life. 


If Americans had not all been faced with 
the need for national conservation, perhaps Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown would have gone ahead with 
their original and more expensive plan. Instead, 
they bought another lot and built a much less 
pretentious house within walking distance of 
their business. (They are keeping the other 
lot for their next house after the war.) 

They did not use the plans for the expensive 
home but had some created that were right 
for the smaller, modest site. Now their home 
stands on a pleasant street where small houses 
are immaculately clean and neat and unpre- 
tentious. 

They saved the expense of one car, and by 
an extension telephone from the office to their 
home, Mrs. Brown is able to be in her home 
a great deal more and still keep a close eye 
on her part of the business. When our war 
is won, the Browns expect to sell this home 
and build the one they originally planned. In 
the meantime, they are keeping their overhead 
very low, and they have all the comforts of a 
nicely-decorated house. Thanks to their greatly 
reduced living costs, they are able to invest 
substantial sums in Defense Bonds.

pee as versatile as the actors in an old-fashioned stock 
company—only their performance is good enough to hold 
the same stage in the same show season after season. And there 
isn’t a prima donna in the lot! Sure, there is a spectacular 
silvery-mauve Aster 5’ tall, in the middle background of the bed 
on the opposite page, and in the fall it’s an incredible explosion 
of bloom. But there, down in the left front corner, is another 
Aster, a little over 1’ tall, which turns out a cushion of blue 
blossoms from late in spring until November. Then there’s a 
Phlox that lights up August like a four-alarm fire. And there’s 
another Phlox off to one side that is perfectly happy to produce 
its modest white flowers through the run of the show. 

For all the many parts they play, in the 15’ x 5’ border we’ve 
laid out, each of our 6 flowers always keeps its own special in- 
dividuality, whether it’s tall or short, fat or lean. Even the 
Chrysanthemums and Asters, blood kin though they are, differ 
greatly when you get to know them. 

Naturally, though, if you’re going to use only 6 flowers in a 
whole garden, you’ve got to get variety, harmony, balance, in 
every way possible. So study the way this garden was planned. 
The drawings on the opposite page tell only a third of the story. 
The diagram in the middle of the circle and the planting key 
(right) tell the rest. There is every color in our garden except 
true orange. Yet the colors are so blended (‘‘drifted” is the word 
you often hear used for it) that none clashes with its neighbor. 
And they are so arranged that you can repeat the plan, as it 
stands or reversed left to right, to double the length of the bor- 
der without a trace of a dividing line. The shapes of the flowers 
vary, too, with the trumpets of the Hemerocallis (Daylilies) in 
striking contrast with, say, the masses of Phlox florets—the 
smallest individual blossoms of the lot. 

The plants vary in height of course, with the tallest at the 
back and the shortest at the front. But again we have that “drift- 
ing” to lend interest and depth. Taller ones step occasionally 
toward the front, and lower ones sometimes make shaded niches 
of color among the leaves and flowers of the bie 


ones. 


And again, since this is a complete garden, one that is on 
show from before June till after October, there is what you 
might call a “drifting” of blooming periods. Some, like the two 
tried-and-true Phlox, Miss Lingard and Miss Verboom, or the 
low Aster Frikarti, come early and stay late. The hybrid Del- 
phiniums have two periods of bloom, June and (if you cut the 
faded spikes) September. The bearded Iris bloom in June and 
then offer clumps of green spears thereafter. Chrysanthemums, 
of course, are primarily late fall flowers. At any rate, after they 
are all in their places and the garden season hits its stride, there 
is never a real blank spot till “black” frosts come. 

The named varieties HousE BEAUTIFUL suggests in the list 
below tell one story, but you can make up your own if you'll 
check your catalogues and compare heights, colors, and bloom 
times as we did. The total number of separate plants required 
is less than 75. Shop carefully but not stingily, with an eye to 
good “combination” offers, and your cost could be as little as 
$25, as much as $35 or so; even less if you take a lot of sub- 
stitute varieties. And then in two or three years, if you have 
















done your work well, you’ll have enough natural increase to.

How to DECORATE

eep a nice balance between the pretty and the practical when you plan the room 
A where your darling will spend the best part of his first year. If youre a wise 
mother, you'll forget lace and rosebuds and depend on good color and good design 
for the prettiness. And for the practical side—well, never before has the market 
offered to doting mamas such wonderful things that make good sense in the nursery. 
Everything takes to soapsuds and water like a handkerchief—rugs, curtains, 
draperies, wallpaper—and there is fine, beautifully proportioned furniture, which 
is big enough and sturdy enough to take the kind of treatment it is going to get. 

It is this furniture which has exploded the notion that nursery furniture is a 
luxury. Now it can be the soundest kind of economy if you buy it with an eye to 
the future. Quite in contrast to the midget-size, small scale pieces, which babies 
outgrow almost as fast as they do their sweaters, this furniture does service in 
the nursery, and then becomes the nucleus of an attractive bedroom when your 
child prodigy graduates into a grown-up room.

omething very profound is happening to American 

decorating. The rules are being modernized. Time 
was when anybody who was anybody molded his 
furnishings after one traditional pattern or another. 
Before you could embark on a purchasing program, 
you had to decide whether you would “go” Early- 
American, 18th-century, or whatever. Once you started 
to buy in a period, you were married to it, unless you 
could afford to throw it all out and start over again. 

Then Modern came along. Most people didn’t like

that you won’t waste the metals vital to victory 
By Stanley Schuler, Building Editor 


ntil we’ve won this war, your present heating plant is the best you can have. The 

War Production Board says so. Specifically, it says that when the heating equip- 
ment now in stock is exhausted, you can make only “those remedial repairs which 
are required by actual or imminent breakdown” of your plant. And in making repairs, 
you cannot install new parts that are superior to the worn-out parts. 

This means but one thing: You must keep your heating plant in the best of con- 
dition. Naturally, you don’t want to live in a cold house. Neither do you want to 
waste the vital-to-war metals of whick new heating equipment is made. 

Right now is the time to start your maintenance schedule, because summer is the 
season when most troubles develop. So that you may know exactly what has to be 
done, we have prepared this chart. If you will read it carefully and follow instruc- 
tions faithfully, you will not have to worry about your heating plant’s failing next 
winter when the temperature hovers round freezing.

How To DOUBL 


The secret of maximum production is 
making your vegetables work as a team. 


Here are some good ways to go about it 
By Raiph Bailey 


A successful vegetable garden is half a relay race and half a 
well conducted military campaign. And the smaller the garden, 
the more exciting the goings on, the more important each tactical 
move. One wasted row in an acre wouldn’t amount to much, but 
one mis-planned sowing in your backyard can make real trouble 
for the conscientious gardener. By now, of course, your first 
garden rows are probably green above ground. But how many 
blank spaces are there? And what course have you mapped out 
for your garden for the next four or five months? On these pages 
House BEAUTIFUL suggests many ways by which you can fill 
the blank spaces and keep them filled. In so doing you will 
keep the cooking pot filled also, and the salad bowl, and the 
storage closet later on when winter comes round. The general 
strategy is outlined below. And the detailed listings of the im- 
portant possibilities of the more useful home garden crops are 
tabulated on the opposite page for easy reference. Double your 
crop? You can treble it if you plan—all the way. 









SUCCESSION AND COMPANION CRC 

















Perhaps the first thing to remember in talking about succession 
and companion crops is that many of the full-season vegetables 
are the best “succession” examples of all. Swiss chard is one. It 
bears continuously and abundantly from late June till frost. Pole 
beans and bush summer squash are two more. Parsnips and wit- 
loof chicory are two long-season roots that spread their actual) 





yield over the entire winter. These and other crops for winter’ 
storage belong in your backyard garden. Now... 

First, review the plans for your vegetable patch as they stand. 
Second, check down the first column opposite and note the vege- 
tables you have already planted or intend to plant. Then read 
horizontally across after each listing and see in how many ways 
it can be included in your garden at other times and in other 
places during the season. Third, cross-check all the other vege- 
tables listed and see if they, too, don’t suggest fresh possibilities. 
Fourth, make a fairly accurate scale drawing of your garden and 
work the whole thing out on paper. And remember this: the 
growing season in your locality is probably considerably longer 
than you think it is. Your local agricultural experiment station. 
or your seedsman, or your weather bureau can tell you the 
average date for the first killing frost in autumn. And even that 
doesn’t hold up the maturing of a number of crops, such as 
parsnips, rutabagas, spinach, kale and late cabbage. So give youl 
garden a run for your money. There’s no better way to reduce 
the high cost of living—or your waistline!

TAYLOR 
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LIGHT must be the right HEIGHT 


Your reading lamps can’t do their job prop- 


erly unless your tables are high enough 


<—A good table, ruined by a low lamp 


Lamp tables cannot be bought, or thought of, separately from the 
lamps that are to stand on them. For reading light must come from 
high enough above your shoulders so that you do not need to “scrooch 
down,” or contort your body sideways, to get your reading into the 
path of light. We have all experienced the discomfort of trying to 
adjust our bodies to such unjust conditions. We usually blame the 
lamp, though half of the time we should blame the height of the table. 

Reading comfort can be insured by having table height and lamp 
height in the proper relationship to each other, and to the height of 
the chair seat. The chair used in all three of these pictures is seven- 
teen and a half inches from the floor. In the upper picture the top of 
the lamp shade is only 24 inches above the seat level. You can see at 
once that the normal reading position would be way above the path 
of light from this lamp. 


<—The same table, equipped with a tail enough light 


See the top of the lamp shade is 38 inches above the chair seat. 
Quite a contrast to the 24 inches in the wrong picture above. And you 
can see the difference in the light delivered to the reader by compar- 
ing how the backs of the two chairs are lighted. 

A lamp that is 33 to 35 inches tall is ideal for use on the average 
side or end table. For people like end tables to be about as high as 
the arm of the chair, so they don’t knock into them. But it is axiomatic 
that the lower the lamp, the higher the table must be. 

The flare of the shade is also a factor in getting comfortable read- 
ing light. A too-low lamp can be partially salvaged for comfort by 
using a broad-flared shade and putting the lamp on a high table, as 


shown on page 77. 


<—The best combination of all—right table, right lamp 


Here a slightly shorter lamp is helped to do a good job by being put 
on a higher table. And the result is an inch better than the combi 
tion shown above. 

Another point to watch (good decorators are hawk-eyed on this) 
is keeping all the lamp shades in a room at the same height. For in a 
room lighted only by free-standing decorative lamps the effect will be 
very jumpy unless this precaution is taken. This requires taking into 
careful consideration the height of the tables that you permit yourself — 
to buy. Table and lamp shoppers should go armed with tape measure 
and dimensions of chair heights and heights of other tables and lamps _ 
already in the room. | 

While we are on the subject: remember that tall lamps should have | 
proportionately tall shades, else the lamp bulbs will shine in the eyes 


of the person seated across the room. 








Does anyone have to 
get out of his chair 
to reach an ash tray? 


Commonest fault in furnishing is 
the lack of enough places to put 
ash trays. Usually there are enough 
ash trays, but not enough places 
to put them. The answer is: buy 
nests of tables. Then when com- 
pany comes the nests can be un- 
nested, and each guest can be in- 
dividually equipped. Two sets of 
nested tables are not too many 
for the average living room. 


Is your coffee table 
too small or 
too well used? 


This poor man, caught alone in a 
room with his hands full and no 
place to put anything down, can 
be found by the millions, in homes 
in every state. He always looks a 
little hurt and baffled, because he 
doesn’t ever seem to understand 
why fate plays him such a trick. 
He could be delivered from this 
unkind fortune if he would invest 
in a butler’s tray table—a table so 
specialized that it would never be 
commandeered for any other use. 


Are you forced to 
live all over the 
living room floor? 


Have you ever been caught in this 
predicament of having guests un- 
expectedly arrive and find you 
using the next best thing to a 
table—the floor? We have. Finally 
we tumbled to the fact that our 
living room always looked a sight 
because we didn’t have the right 
tables, to provide us enough stor- 
age space and flat-top space for 
all the comfortable clutter—maga- 
zines, books, needlepoint, knitting, 
ete.—with which we fill our lives. 


Is your pet collection 
no longer a pleasure 
but a chore? 


Owning things is fun—until you 
get so many that they begin to own 
you. Collections can grow to that 
size, and become a burden, what 
with their dusting and_ polishing 
and arranging. If you are becom- 
ing a slave to your bibelots, take 
action at once, and acquire a 
hobby table, one that is glass en- 
closed, dust-proof, a dramatic back- 
ground for display. At the same 
time it’s a useful piece of furni- 
ture serving other purposes as well. 

















Do your guests need 
to be jugglers and 
tolerant acrobats? 


Don’t think your guests enjoy dan- 
dling your buffet suppers on their 
knees, while they clutch patheti- 
cally at cups and saucers. If you’ve 
had no complaints to date, it’s only 
because you have polite friends. 
Provide enough small, easily moved 
tables—nests of tables are fine for 
this—so that everyone has a com- 
fortable place to eat his supper. 
This will put an end to amateur 
juggling acts in your living room. 


Are you ruining your 
posture by “scrooching” 
down so you may 

see to read? 


It can’t be that you like to look 
like an S-curve, but that’s how 
peopie begin to look when their 
lamp tables fall down on the job 
of lifting the lamps to good read- 
ing height. This pretzel posture 
can do irreparable harm to your 
eyes, too, because they don’t focus 
normally in such a strained posi- 
tion. Have tables high enough so 
you may read comfortably. Light 
should fall over your left shoulder. 


Can you indulge your 
pet foibles, surround- 
ing yourself with 
the little luxuries? 


Next time you spend a day in bed, 
really get a full day’s rest. Don’t 
waste the best part of it trying to 
lay hands on all the little things 
that- aren’t there. A commodious 
bedside table will take beautiful 
care of the bottles and boxes, 
books and bonbons, all the things 
you need to make you feel a pam- 
pered darling. They'll be right at 
hand instead of piled in a heap 
on a chair or lost in a maze of bed

SCRAPBOOK OF FLOWER FACTS 


SMALL DAHLIAS 


Re a long time what many gardeners needed was a Dahlia somewhere 
near their own size! Dahlias were big and getting bigger. In late years 








the miniature or small flowered Dahlia has really come into its own, with 
almost as great a range of flower types as its big brother, and with plants 
varying in height from 114’ to 4’. Blooms are up to 3” across, freely 
produced from July to frost. At right are peony, formal decorative pom- 
pon, semi-cactus, and informal decorative miniature types, clockwise from 
lower left. Top favorite is probably Bishop of Llandaff, deep red peony 
type with bronze foliage. Cultural notes for ready reference are below. 


Buy good tubers; plant right 






Choose a sunny location and pro- 
vide loose, well drained soil. A 















complete fertilizer should be incor- 
porated in soil, Put stake in at same 
time as tuber, and in same relative 
position sketched. Cover eye only 
about 2” when planting tuber, after 
ground is warm, As shoots push up, 
fill in hole to the surrounding level 





There is one first-rate pest 


All things considered, the Dahlia is 
not attacked by many destructive 
pests, The stem borer is the worst. 
Watch for his entrance hole low on 
the stalk, and prick him with a wire 
probe if you can, You may escape 
borers entirely. Your regular weekly 
spraying with an all purpose mixture 
will get any chewing or sucking bugs 


The tubers declare dividends 


Dig your roots with great care. 
When hard frost kills the plants, 
loosen entire clump carefully with 
spading fork after cutting stems 
back nearly to ground. Lift whole 
mass; avoid breaking or weakening 
connections. Remove excess earth 
and set in sun to dry for a few hours 
to free clump of remaining soil 








Dahlias need a lot of food 


The tubers put out hungry roots, so 
feed with balanced fertilizer often 
but sparingly. An overdose at one 
time is worse than none. Water 
deeply when necessary. Growth 
should not slow up. Keep surface 
weed-free and lightly cultivated. If 
drainage is good, a saucerlike rim 
around base helps hold moisture 


Ppineh out or to disbud? 


With the exhibition Dahlias, only 
a careful disbudding ritual will pro- 
duce the dinner-plate size flowers. 
With miniatures it is unnecessary 
but induces fewer and larger blooms. 
It helps to promote extra bloom if 
you pinch out centers when plant 
is 12” high. (Start tying then, too.) 
The more you pick, the more you get 


as clumps: divide later 


Be careful in storing tubers not to 
break off buds or “eyes,"' nor to 
break connection between base of 
stalk and tuber. Store in a cool, 
fairly dry place, in sand, peat, or 
just paper covered boxes. Examine 
occasionally to see tubers are not 
too dry. In spring divide as sketched, 
keeping eye’ and a piece of stem

Ve don’t have to know anything about insects, of course, to 
keep your garden clean, well cultivated, weed free, and growing 
healthily. Do this, and you'll meet far fewer pests and ills later. 
The clean garden is the pest-free garden—if any! There’s the 
hitch. For no one ever has a pest free garden. 

The home gardener, however, with a relatively small area to 
cover, and little time for fussing, needn’t maintain a large medi- 
cine shelf. Main stand-by should be a good three-way spray (there 
are several good ones on the market) that will kill both chewing 
and sucking insects, by stomach poisoning and contact suffocation, 
and also act as a fungicide. The modern rotenone (or rotenone and 
pyrethrum) compounds are non-poisonous to warm blooded crea- 
tures—which arsenicals are not! Get one made especially for 
sprays. Special dusting types are also desirable, particularly if 
you have vegetables—and Mexican bean beetles. Use them in a 
good pressure sprayer and a capable dust gun. Nicotine sulphate 
(40%) will also be useful, either alone, as for aphids, or added, 
according to directions, to sprays used on non-edible plants. It’s 
extra insurance. Bordeaux (basically copper sulphate and_hy- 
drated lime) comes all prepared and is a standard fungicide with 
many uses. Fine dusting sulphur should also be on hand, to con- 
trol mildew, among other things. If Japanese beetles molest you, 
eet the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture Bulletin #1856, and really go 
to work! Corrosive sublimate tablets, for making a standard 1:2000 
disinfectant, are good to have— but deadly poison. 

Above all, spray regularly—every week—beginning now!

runing, or otherwise cutting those early flowering ornamentals 
vhich have finished flowering. Last month I railed against trimming 
Rosa hugonis, so this month I am trying to shout down those who 
avor trimming Forsythia. Thin old growth from the ground, but 
lon’t trim! 


What with all the comings and goings through the beds and 
yorders these planting days, the edges are likely to get chewed up. 
Jse a garden line to re-mark straight edges. With curved edges, 
lon’t just guess and cut. Stretch out your hose and reform the 
vhole line, using the hose to mark the curves smoothly. Then cut 
vith a sharp edge cutter. 


Have you got enough Dahlia stakes on hand? There is nothing more 
xasperating than coming up to the mark with your tubers and then having 
o scramble for stakes. Heavy bamboo ones may be hard to get this year, 
ut 1” square lengths from your lumber yard will work as well. 


Don't forget to slant and split the ends of all shrubby blooms you 
ring into the house. The idea is to expose all possible water- 
ibsorbing surface, and woody stems are not nearly so quick to 
arry water upward as are the soft ones. 


Make sure you set brush or chicken wire along the pea rows before they 
jet over 6” high. It's been my experience that every variety reputed to 
10 2’ or more in height will go an extra foot and yield better if it has 
omething to climb on.

But muslin bags wouldn't 
work, the fine mint sifted through. 
Filter paper bags solved the diff- 
culty. 

When the growing demand made 
machine packaging necessary, there 
was trouble again. The mint went 
flying through the flexible shaft 
from hopper to bag filler in double 
time to the tea—first bags filled 
were all mint. A special machine 
was developed with two separate 
feeds, one for tea, one for mint, 
and the flow correctly timed. Now 
a million details attended, the Bos- 
ton Tea Products, a Division of the 
Coffee Company of 
Brooklyn, sent their tea traveling to

the night before you plan to move them, then give them another 
soaking after they are set. You will be amazed how vigorously theyll 
come through. 


Set your lawnmower to cut as high as possible from now on. 
Many good lawns burn out in midsummer because they are cut too 
short too long, if you know what | mean. The roots of short-cropped 
grass can't take the high suns of early summer. 


Keep your early vegetables growing rapidly. A complete plant food 
scratched in alongside beets and carrots will help. Nitrate of soda is fine 
for the leaf crops. But it is strong, so just "pinch'' it alongside the plants 


and water it in. An ounce will take care of 4’ or 5’ of row. 


Look out for aphids on your Tulips. You seldom think of the 
spring bulbs as being troubled by insects, but next year’s bloom 
depends on the hearty maturing of green growth after this year’s 
flowers are gone. 


Sometime this month you will be getting around to fixing up the 
window boxes. Whatever you put in them, don’t plant too much. 
The plants will get leggy and the lower foliage will die back, with 
a consequent loss of bloom. 


If you haven’t got your cold frame cleared out by the end of the 
month, clear it anyway. Don’t let a few left-over seedlings force 
a shutdown in this vital production factory. Vegetable crops for 
succession planting and perennial seeds for next year’s borders 
should get preference in the frames. 


The “heavy” vegetables aren’t very far along yet. But they are

PROCEDURE: Surface accumulations and deposits, from min- 
erals in hard water, should not be allowed to harden on the 
surface of porcelain enamel. Wash immediately with hot water 
and soap. If allowed to harden, soap and water will not dissolve 
the formation and it may be necessary to use an acid solution. 
First, however, try a commercial water softening preparation, 
which may dissolve the formation. If it does not, try the fol- 
lowing: Moisten a cloth with a 5% oxalic acid solution and rub 
on accumulation, When deposit has dissolved, rinse with clear 
water and dry thoroughly. Very severe accumulations can be 
removed with a 10% muriatic solution. But this solution must 
not come in contact with chromium plating. Use rubber gloves 
to avoid hand injury. 

Treat all porcelain enamel fixtures as you would fine glass.

/ SHOWER 
CURTAINS 


PROCEDURE: In a large vessel make a solution of a gallon 
and a half of hot water and 1 or 2 ounces of neutral laundry 
soap. Immerse curtain in this solution and heat for 20 minutes. 
Remove curtain from soap solution and squeeze out excess water. 
DO NOT RINSE. Place curtain in another solution consisting 
of a gallon and a half of warm water and cadmium chloride 
crystals. (Use 3 ounces of crystals to every gallon of water.) 
Heat this solution for 30 minutes. Remove curtain from solution, 
Squeeze as dry as possible but do not rinse. Hang curtain on a 





clothesline (not metal). 

A shower curtain so treated will be mildew-resistant even 
after many launderings. This method can also be used for awn- 
ings, and other cloths that are exposed to weather. 


STAINS 


NON-WASHABLE FABRICS: Send to a professional dry cleaner. 
BOOKS: If possible, keep books in a room where the air is neither 
too dry nor too damp. Excessive dampness is the breeder of 
mildew growth. If mildew growths are caught in time, they can 
sometimes be removed as follows: 

Brush off spots lightly with a soft cloth. Use a clean cloth as 
often as necessary to avoid spreading the growth. If spots still 
remain, moisten a cloth with denatured alcohol and brush 
lightly over spots. 

Another method, often successful when all else fails, is to 
scatter an absorbent, such as French chalk, between the pages. 
Allow to remain for several days and then brush off. 





7-7 STAINS 


NON-WASHABLE FABRICS: Take off as much of the gum as possi- 
ble with dull knife or stiff cardboard. Sponge with carbon tetra- 
chloride. If this is ineffectual, send to an expert dry cleaner, 
rather than possibly harming fabric by continued applicatiens 
of cleaning agent. 

WOOD SURFACES: Chewing gum on wood surfaces must be 
removed carefully to avoid damaging the surface of the wood. 
Remove excess with stiff cardboard. Sponge stain with solution of 
soap and water. If any remains, apply carbon tetrachloride 
lightly with cloth. Then polish. 

RUGS: Rub the gum with a piece of ice until it rolls into a ball that 


can be removed. Sponge any remaining with carbon tetrachlor- 
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VARNISH AND SHELLAC: Clean brushes used in shellac in alco- 
hol. Clean brushes used in varnish in the thinner recommended 
by the manufacturer of the varnish. 
CASEIN: Wash brushes in water containing a small amount of 
vinegar (about one part vinegar to four parts water). Then 
L rinse in clear water and suspend until bristles are dry. Brushes 
& for calcimine, or cold-water paints, must be bone dry when put 
eo into service, for satisfactory work. 
NEVER LEAVE ANY BRUSHES STANDING IN WATER, as this 
softens bristles and causes them to swell, seriously impairing 
good workmanship. 
Special lids are available to fit over Mason-type jars and hold 
as many as five brushes suspended in linseed oil. 
Before using a paint brush that has been suspended in oil, 
wipe off excess and rinse brush in a little thinner. 
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STAINS 


WASHABLE WHITE COTTONS AND LINENS: Stretch stained por- 
tion over bowl and fasten with an elastic band. Pour boiling 
water from a height of about three feet. If stains remain, bleach 
with hydrogen peroxide or chlorine bleach. (Several short appli- 
cations of a bleach are less apt to harm fabrics than prolonged 
ones. Apply bleach to stain with medicine dropper, allow to 
stand about one minute, then rinse. If stain remains, repeat.) 
NON-WASHABLE FABRICS: Test an inconspicuous spot to see if 
color is unaffected by hydrogen peroxide, which changes certain 
dyes. If not, stretch stained portion over a basin of steaming 
water, fasten securely with rubber band. Apply hydrogen perox- 
ide with a medicine dropper, at five minute intervals. Rinse 
bleach by applying water with dropper to stain. 


“BE OVER 
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PLUMBING 
FIXTURES 


PROCEDURE: Wash all liquids off as soon as they appear, with 
plenty of hot water. If stains do occur, the appearance of the 
surface can sometimes be improved by using a mild abrasive 
cleaner. However, laboratory tests have showed that even mildly 
abrasive cleaners in time roughen the enamel, forming little 
scratches which collect dirt and stains quickly, and make it 
necessary to use an abrasive to remove them. ALWAYS TRY 
TO REMOVE LIQUIDS BEFORE THEY CAN DO ANY 
DAMAGE. Then it won’t be necessary to start the use of even 
a mild abrasive. 

Try this simple test to find out whether your cleaning agent 
contains abrasives. Place cleaner between two pieces of glass 
and rub back and forth. If there is “grinding,” don’t use cleaning 
agent on enamel fixtures. 
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FOR INSTALLING MIRROR THAT MAY HAVE TO BE REMOVED: 
Apply a beading of adhesive along the outside edge of the mir- 
ror, placed far enough from edge so that when mirror is placed 
in position, the adhesive will not protrude. When this adhesive 
dries, it cuts like wood; can be severed with a razor blade. 

FOR HEAVY MIRRORS: Apply spots or ribbons of adhesive on 
back of mirror. Press the mirror into position with a sliding 
motion, which allows the adhesive to grip the back of the mirror 
and wall. Support mirror vertically for several hours. 

FOR SMALL MIRRORS: Apply spots or ribbons of adhesive. Press 
into position with sliding motion, so that adhesive grips back 
of mirror and base. Remove from wall for two minutes. This 
speeds up evaporation of the solvents in the adhesive, and when 
mirror is replaced with same firm, twisting motion, bonding 
strength will usually be enough to eliminate vertical support.

N° two people will agree on the best way to make a compost 
pile. But no one who has ever managed and used one would 
dream of denying its usefulness. Not only is a compost heap an 
ideal factory and storehouse for rich garden food, but, best of 
all, it can be made up almost entirely of waste material pro- 
vided by the garden itself! Keep a good “sandwich” in the cor- 
ner of the yard, and there'll always be a snack ready for a pet 
plant or an entire border. 

There are three kinds of compost heaps. First, the ideal: a 
series of alternating layers of strawy manure, earth, and chemical 
(either a ready made commercial product or superphosphate) to 
hasten decomposition and enrich the mixture. This presupposes a 
handy supply of manure—something that for most of us is com- 
pletely out of the question these days. So let’s forget about it. 

The second method assumes that you have at hand a good sup- 
ply of vegetable refuse or dry straw and earth. The layers are 
built up on a base of straw or inverted sods with 6” layers of 
the refuse, sprinkled with a treating agent, and 4” layers of 
earth. If the pile is so built up, say 6’-8’ long by 5’ wide by 37-4’ 
high, with sloping ‘sides and a “dished” top to hold rain—and 
then if it is completely turned over and re-stacked two months 
later—then in another month or two it will have turned into 
rich, odorless manure, surpassing in value to you any animal 
manure you could buy. If... 

For home gardeners who can’t carry out such a large-scale 
enterprise as this, either, here is the sensible routine. Plan to 
have two compost piles eventually, one in shape to use and the 
other in process of building. Follow the sandwich principle. But 
make up the “fillers” of pea pods, turnip tops, lawn rakings, 
leaves—in fact any non-woody vegetable matter. Even clean 
bones and egg shells will break down slowly and be of value. 
For each filler layer, add a sprinkling of prepared chemical, 
complete fertilizer, or a mixture of 7 parts ammonium sulphate, 
6 parts ground limestone, 2 parts superphosphate by weight. 
Slice vertically and re-form the heap every couple of months. 
Tramp each layer and keep moist. Use almost any kind of earth 
or even sand to cover the refuse layers and sides. Start now, and 
next year you can start screening (14% mesh) and using it. And

My second mistaken garden was 
on a sunny hillside in a suburb, 
north of Boston. There I had 
placed at my disposal, a 20-year- 
old asparagus patch, had 
been overrun with witchgrass and 
blackberries. I shall never forget 
the month of backbreaking work

I. put in, digging out those old as- 
paragus roots and the witchgrass 
stolons and blackberry sprouts 
with which they were intermingled. 
I might have spared my pains for 
all the produce that garden yielded. 
A few tomatoes, a peck or two of 
string beans, and several hundred 
square feet of nice new witchgrass, 
interspersed with slender spires of 
asparagus from root fragments that 
slipped through spading fork! 

I have learned better with the 
years, but the knowledge 


dearly bought. If now I am called 


was 


upon to give advice to prospective 
gardeners who cannot find a sunny 
patch of ground, reasonably free 
from tree roots and really pesti- 
ferous weeds, my advice is “Don’t.” 


Incidentally, “Don’t” is also good 
advice for the potentially indolent. 
Vegetable gardening is a hobby 
and fine recreation, but it calls for 
hard work, too. If I have reason 
to suspect that an aspiring war- 
gardener is reckoning without the 
constant attention that goes with 
planting, 
spraying, harvesting, canning, and 
storage, I tell him “Don’t.” If he 
weakens, I have saved him disap- 
pointment, and I have prevented 
a waste of seed and fertilizer in a 
year when both are less than plen- 
tiful. If he holds out in spite of 
everything I can say, I welcome 
him as a gardener who may, quite 
literally, be worth his feed.

TAKE 


Some furnishings last longer and perform better 


than others. In the future, shop for these things 


1. Ask for fabrics that are treated to be dust-repellent, so the dust | 
will shake or brush off instead of grinding in. 


2. Fabrics that must take a beating from hands, hair oil, and hard | 
traffic, should be soil and spot resistant. Several processes make this so. 


3%. Rayon curtains tend to stretch and shrink with the moisture in the| 
air. When you buy, ask for the kind whose fabric has been stabilized. 


4. When you want crisp curtains, remember to ask for the kind that 
are treated to be permanently crisp. Then they never need starching. 


5. Napery that sheds lint on dark clothes is secretly cursed by every-| 
one. Some damasks are treated to be lint-less. Ask for that kind. 


6. Some kinds of furniture are finished with a guardian finish that 
is highly resistant to liquor, hot dishes, boiling water, mars, and 
scratches. This finish keeps furniture new and unblemished, even 
though subjected to the hazards of daily wear and tear in the home. 


7. Some types of glazed chintz are treated so that the glaze is per- 
manent and will take kindly to many tubbings without losing that 
crisp, new look. This means that you can return your curtains, bed- 


spreads, and the like to their pristine freshness by regular washings. 


8. Making woolens (blankets, rugs, clothes) unpalatable to moths is 
especially important these days. Washable woolens can be moth- 
proofed in rinsing. Other things can be sprayed. Also use mothproofed 
hair rug cushions if you would further discourage the enemy. 
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9. Many fabrics are treated so that, when washed, they won’t shrink 
more than 2%. Obviously this is important if fit is an important factor 
in performance. When buying slipcovers and curtains, ask for this. 


10. Some brands of wrought iron furniture are treated to be resistant 
to rust for as many as six years. Who wouldn’t want that kind? 


11. Walls that can “take” the heaviest sort of wear and tear and wipe 


_ clean as a whistle would be anybody’s ambition. Washable wall canvas 


is just this durable. Even small fry’s grease crayon will wash away. 


12. Window shades that can be maintained by wiping with a damp 


_ cloth are the only kind to have. If you get ones with a pyroxylin finish, 


you can do this. 


13. A whole new family of impervious-to-practically-everything shower 


_ curtains is on the market. Most of them are in the plastic family, and 


are either plastic coated or all plastic. Very super. 


14. Color fading from industrial gases is a curse in some districts. 


' Blue acetate rayons are especially susceptible. Some are resistant. 


15. Fabric shower curtains, which we will be using more now, are 
treated to be mildew-resistant and spot and stain resistant. If you ask 
for that kind, they will be usable longer. 


16. In some districts silver fish are a menace to rayons and rayon 


_ curtains. Some manufacturers use a fabric finish that makes rayon 


unpalatable to silver fish. If that’s your problem, shop accordingly. 


17. No fabrics are 100% colorfast, but some are much more resistant 
to fading than others. Shop for the kind that are resistant to fading, 
and observe the instructions on the label about washing and drying.

RECREATION ROOM 


If ever a room needed to "take it," a recreation room needs to. For by 
its very definition, it should be a room that can take harder usage than 
any other room in the house. We have used only practical materials in 
the one we show here. 


All exposed wood on all the furniture is finished with "Guardsman 
Finish” made by The Grand Rapids Varnish Corporation. Upholstery 
material is leatherette. The furniture is made by the Fox Manufacturing 
Company. 


The floor is asphalt tile, a material that is ideal for use below grade 
and ideal for taking hard wear. From Johns-Manville. (Notice the built- 
in checker board.) 


The walls and woodwork are of knotty western pine in a natural finish 
and waxed to within an inch of their life. Wood paneling is always so 
friendly and warm looking. And, if properly finished, needs no upkeep. 


The ceiling is covered with “Acousti-Celotex,"’ a sound-deadening wall- 
board that lets the children sleep while parties merrily progress below, 
or visa-versa. 


Use a water-emulsion wax for your asphalt tile floor (that's the self- 
polishing variety), such as Johnson's Glo-Coat Floor Polish. Never use 
paste or liquid waxes, which contain solvents damaging to the surface. 
Wash floors occasionally with mild lukewarm suds and water.

Coats fibers of cottons, silks, rayons, 
wools, worsted and velvets with an invisible 
water-shedding film, but does not change 
their appearance or feel. Efficiency lasts 
through several careful launderings if the 
fabric is washable, but is not fast to dry 
cleaning or power laundering. Some laun- 
dries and dry cleaners can replace the finish. 
Uses: marquisette glass curtains, shower cur- 
tains, card table covers, awnings, hammock 
pe auto seats, babies’ play pens and pastry 
clotns. 


Arrestox (4’rés-tdks), n. A process that 


gives book cover cloth lasting waterproof, 
stain-resistant qualities, by impregnating 
the cloth with pyroxylin. Makes cloth mil- 
dew-proof, insect-proof, and proof against 
finger marks. Finish lasts indefinitely. Can 
be cleaned with soap and water. Uses: book 
covers. 


Basco (bis’kd), n. A chemical process pro- 


ducing a lintless cotton damask, which re- 
quires no starch and from which stains may 
be easily removed. The process, which has a 
cellulose base, is applied to cotton yarn be- 
fore weaving, coating the fibers so that a 
smooth damask results. The finish with- 
stands approximately 300 washings. Uses: 
table cloths and napkins in white and pastels. 


Bellmanizing (bél’min-i-zing), 7. A pure 


finish that gives lasting starchless crisp- 
ness and body to sheer cotton fabrics such 
as organdy, voile, dotted Swiss, lawn, mus- 
lin. The process, through chemistry, seals 
down cotton fibers so that fabrics do not 
attract dust or absorb moisture in damp 
weather. Hence they stay cleaner longer. It 
gives a clearer weave and clearer color and 
increases the fabric’s strength without 
changing its appearance or feel. ‘he finish 
remains for the lite of the fabric and no 
starch is ever necessary in laundering. 
Uses: curtains, bedspreads, draperies, dress- 
ing table skirts. 


|Ca-Vel (ka-vél’), n. A trade name used for 


upholstery fabrics, both pile and flat 
weaves. These fabrics are made from various 
types of fibers and where animal fibers, such 
as mohair and wool, are used they are given 
an immersion treatment to repel moth larvae. 
The preventive action is not affected by 
light or friction. Such fabrics, when treated, 
are guaranteed for five years against moth 
damage. Uses: furniture upholstery. 


Crown Tested, adj. A symbol of tested 


quality in viscose rayon fabrics. Samples of 
the fabric are tested at regular intervals for 
service qualities. Each type of fabric must 
contain “Crown” rayon yarn and meet 


specifications established to insure good 
performance. These specifications are based 
on extensive fabric research and include 
testing for fabric strength, seam strength, 
washability or dry cleanability. Uses: rayon 
marquisette and sheer rayon curtains, drap- 
eries, upholstery fabrics. 

Everglaze (év 'ér-glaze), n. A resin process 
applied to chintz, which gives it a lasting 
glaze that is not affected by washing or dry 
cleaning. The process, which is applied dur- 
ing the finishing of the fabric, seals the 
yarns so that dust does not penetrate the 
glaze. Hence ‘‘Everglaze’’ chintz is dust- 
resistant. No starch is ever required in 
laundering and soiled spots may be re- 
moved with great ease. It is pre-shrunk to 
within 2% of its shrinkability, has a very 
high degree of color fastness, and keeps 
its crisp feel and glaze for the life of the 
fabric. Uses: draperies, slipcovers, bed- 
spreads, dressing table skirts, wall covering; 
shower curtains, when treated with ‘‘Zelan.”’ 
(See ‘‘Zelan’’) 

Fiberglas (fi’bér-glis), n. A fire-resistant 
fabric made of spun glass, which is sun- 
resistant and wash-resistant and will not 
shrink or sag. It will melt at high tempera- 
ture and is not proof against scorching, but 
it will not burn. Scorch marks wash out 
easily. Uses: curtains. 

Fibredown (fi’bér-down), 7. A method of 
putting a durable dot in cotton voile, which 
will withstand frequent launderings. The 
process is done electrically during manufac- 
ture and produces a fabric similar to dotted 
Swiss in effect. Improves the feel and tex- 
ture. Uses: curtains, bedspreads. 

Glosheen (gld’shén), n. A very closely 
woven sateen with a lustrous, satiny finish, 
which holds dust on its surface. Hence is 
dust-resistant. Produced by a mechanical 
process of twisting and flattening the yarns 
during manufacture. Has a chintz-like qual- 
ity. Luster remains permanently. Can be 
washed or dry cleaned indefinitely. Uses: 
draperies, slipcovers, bedspreads, closet acces- 
sories, lampshades, shower curtains, table 
cloths, comforters. 


Guardsman Finish, 7. A hard, smooth 
and durable finish on wood furniture, which 
gives it very high resistance to liquor, hot 
dishes, boiling water, mars and scratches. 
Improves the appearance of the wood grain 
and protects it. Surface remains unblem- 
ished as long as the wood itself is not dam- 
aged. Finish makes furniture easy to take 
care of, since it requires only regular dust- 
ing and occasional cleaning with a good 
liquid wax or mild soap and water. This 
finish is used only by furniture manufac- 
turers who are licensed to apply it. The 
operation involves several steps from stain- 
ing, through a type of lacquering, to a final 
hand rubbing, all done according to a special 
formula. Any color, luster, or finish effect is 
available in the “Guardsman” quality. It 
is applied only while the furniture is being 
made or by properly equipped refinishing 
shops. Uses: wood furniture. 

Heberlein Process (hé’bér-lin), n. The 
original Swiss process for giving a lasting 
finish to sheer cottons. The process involves 
a chemical change in cotton fibers by which 
they are made smooth and lintless. Uses: 
curtains, bedspreads, draperies. (See also 
‘‘Bellmanizing”’ and ‘“‘Saylerizing’’) 
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“AMUNO”’ TO “ZELAN” 


Impregnole (im-prég’ndl), n. A wax 
paraffin treatment that makes cottons and 
woolens water-repellent. Solution gives each 
fiber of yarn a minute coating of wax paraf- 
fin, which locks out moisture or dust but does 
not in any way change the appearance or 
feel of the fabric. Water rolls off, spots and 
stains remain on surface where they can be 
easily cleaned. Woolen fabrics have greater 
resistance to abrasion and will not sag or 
wrinkle easily. Not a permanent finish, but 
can be renewed after dry cleaning and! 
laundering. Laundries and dry cleaners can‘ 
replace it. Process must be applied hot so 
only color-fast fabrics can be treated with 
it. Uses: curtains, casement cloth, draperies, 
slipcovers. 

Krasoid (kra’soid), n. A plastic finish 
baked on cotton to produce a waterproof, 
mildew-resistant fabric. The process reduces 
shrinkage, is sun-proof, and the smooth 
surface makes the fabric dust-tight and 
waterproof. Can be washed with a damp 
cloth. Is guaranteed for one year. Uses: 
shower curtains, non-allergic pillow and 
mattress covers, garment bags, tablecloths, 
aprons, and blackout cloth, the last item being 
opaque. 

Krene Plastic (krén), n. A thin, com- 
pletely plastic fabric that is permanently 
waterproof. Will not crack, peal, rot, or mil- 
dew. Soils and stains may be wiped off with 
a damp cloth, or the fabric may be washed 
in warm suds, rinsed in clear water and hung 
up without ironing. Does not crackle. Comes 
in a number of colors. Uses: shower curtains, 
window curtains. 

Lusternet (lis’tér-nét), n. A plastic- 
coated rayon marquisette that is water- 
proof, highly mildew-resistant, not affected 
by heat or cold, and will not stain or get 
sticky. Has great tensile strength and colors 
have a high degree of sun-fastness. Uses: 
shower curtains, window curtains. 

Neva-Rust (né’vi-rist), n. A galvaniz- 
ing process applied to iron garden furniture 
to prevent it from rusting. The furniture 
is first given a hot galvanized dip that 
coats the iron and seals it from the air,which 
causes oxidation or rust. It is then ‘““Bonder- 
ized,” or dipped in a solution that pro- 
vides a porous surface to which paint will 
adhere easily and hence last longer. The 
final step is a finishing coat of paint. Garden 
furniture so treated can be left outdoors all 
year round. It is guaranteed against rusting 
for six years. Uses: iron furniture for outdoor 
use. 

Ozite (6’zit), n. A rug cushion made en- 
tirely of cattle hair, reinforced with an ad- 
hesive fabric center. It greatly increases the 
life and softness of rugs or carpets under 
which it is laid. It is highly resistant to 
clothes moths, as a chemical that coats 
each hair fiber kills any moth worms that 
attempt to eat it. Used under rugs and car- 
pets, where it is subtect to little friction and 
is not exposed to light, it keeps its moth- 
proofed qualities indefinitely. Cattle hair 
from which it is made is lastingly resilient 
and is resistant to fire. Uses: rug and carpet 
cushions. 

Queentex (kwén’téks), n. A chemical 
process that makes rayon viscose fabrics 
washable. Solution applied during the man- 
ufacture of the fabric locks the fibers, hence

Mee all the many questions you are asking yourself 
these days, this is one of the most important: Will your 
house last out the duration? Will it

on its giving you protection and comfort every day until 
weve won this war? 

We say it’s an important question, and for two reasons: 
Although the government has issued no order prohibiting 
you from repairing your house in order to maintain it in 
sound, livable condition, it definitely does not want you 
to indulge in unnecessary remodeling, which wastes mate- 
rials vital to victory. And at this time when you are saving 
pennies to buy bonds and pay taxes, prudence forbids 
throwing round money that will be mighty useful later on. 

What, then, are you to do to make your house last out 
the duration without frequent and wasteful remodeling ? 
Treat it as you would an invalid. Build up its strength, not 
with vitamins, but with materials that will protect and 
prolong its life. Inject new vigor into it so that it will look 
and serve you as well five years from now as it does today. 

Naturally, the prescription is different for every house. 
Some may require fairly extensive structural repairs. Others 


may require only a little touching up. But all of them should 


be given a tonic that makes them impery ious to the wear and 
tear of the years. 

At right we tell you which points to treat and how to 
treat them and on page 77 i. list of materials that will do 
these difficult jobs well. 





1. Outside wood walls 

The danger. That the wood will 
weather badly. That the walls will 
look unkempt, even shabby. The pre- 
ventive. Several coats of a good 
paint that covers the surface thor- 
oughly. It must stick tight to the 
surface, and expand and contract 
with it. It must hold its color. It must 


“chalk off" slowly. 


2. Outside masonry sur- 
faces 
The danger. That they will admit 
moisture into the framework of the 
house. That they will stain and 
effloresce. The preventive. A Port- 
land cement paint, not only because 
it has a natural affinity for concrete, 
brick, and stone, but also because it 
forms a hard, cement-like finish that 
is permanent and resistant to water. 


3. Interior woodwork: 
kitchen and bathroom 
walls 

The danger. That the woodwork will 

become badly scarred. That the walls 

will chip and scale because of the 
abnormal heat and moisture. The 
preventive. Gloss paint or enamel. 

One that brushes on smoothly, so 

that brush marks don't show. It must 

form a tough, durable surface, which 
will not chip or crack. It must wash 
without coming off on the cloth. 


4. Interior walls and ceil- 
ings 

The danger. That they will look un- 

tidy. That they cannot be cleaned 

and washed. That they will lose their 

light-reflective value. The preventive. 


Because it is inexpensive, quick- 
drying, smooth-flowing and nearly 
odorless, a "water" paint. But it 
must be one that will not turn yel- 
low. And it must be washable. 


o. Exposed metal 

The danger. That exposure of flash- 
ing, gutters, fences, etc., to moisture 
and chemical fumes will cause them 
to rust and wear out. The preventive. 
A rust-inhibitive paint. It must be 


- tough, durable and flexible. It must 


withstand the onslaught of destruc- 
tive elements. And it must penetrate 
the countless pin holes and pits in 
the metal, and form a surface that 
prevents further oxidation, rusting. 


6. Wood-shingle roofs 
The danger. That the sun will curl and 
crack the shingles, causing the roof 
to leak. The preventive. A shingle 
stain rich in linseed oil. One that 
penetrates deeply into the wood, 
thus helping to make the wood more 
resistant to water, decay, and wood- 
boring insects. One that "lubricates" 
the wood and stops curling. 












7. Awnings 
The danger. That once they wear out, 
they cannot be replaced because of 
the shortage of canvas. That they 
will grow shabby and leak. The pre- 
ventive. Special awning paint. It 
should conceal old dirt and stains. 
It should not stiffen or crack the can- 
vas; yet it should resist fading, re- 
pel mildew and rot, and be proof 
against water. 


8. Sereens 


The danger. That they will corrode 
and break and cannot be replaced 
with new screens. The preventives. 
A varnish recommended for outdoor 
use, or an enamel formulated spe- 
cially for use on screens. Both should 
be thin enough to apply easily, 
without clogging the meshes; yet 
tough enough to prevent further 
corrosion. 


9. Wood paneling 

The danger. That, because it cannot 
be cleaned readily, it will darken 
rapidly with age. The preventive. A 
liquid wax that penetrates into the 
wood, adding the desired color to 
it, and bringing out the beauty of 
the grain. It should leave a soft- 
lustered finish that is easy to clean. 
And it should retard the darkening 
of the wood. 


10. Wood floors 

The danger. That they will wear un- 
evenly and splinter under traffic. 
That they will become embedded 
with dirt, and soak up liquids, which 
cannot be removed easily. The pre- 
ventive. Penetrating floor finish. It 
should penetrate into the wood, 
binding the wood fibers together, 
and thus making the wearing surface 
resistant not only to traffic, but to 
dirt, moisture, alkalis, and acids as 
well. It should bring out the grain 
and give a soft, attractive sheen. 


11. All floors 


The danger. That the on-the-surface 
finish will be worn out and look un- 
cared-for. The preventive. A wax 
that provides a cleanable protective 
coating. It must be water-resistant 
and durable. And it should enhance 
the appearance of the floors. 


12. Concrete floors 

The danger. That they will develop 
a pitted, uneven surface as the re- 
sult of constant abrasive action. 
That they will soak up liquids that 
will stain them permanently. The pre- 
ventive. Concrete floor hardener. It 
must work into the surface deeply 
enough to resist the penetration of 
water, grease, oil, etc. It must not 
peel off. It must strengthen the con-

crete so that it does not dust and 
slowly wear away. 


13. Wall coverings 


The danger. That they will lose their 
color and become irreparably soiled. 
That they will crack and peel off 
as the wall underneath develops 
cracks. The preventive. Washable 
wallpaper or fabric wall covering. 
The paper must be guaranteed wash- 
able. It should hold its color. And it 
should hang flat against the wall. 
The fabric wall covering must also 
be washable, durable, and color 
fast. Once applied to a wall that is 
known to crack, it should strengthen 
the plaster and prevent the appear- 
ance of more cracks. It should be 
readily removable for plaster re- 
pairs. Its own surface should not 
scale, scratch, or peel. 


14. Bathtubs 


The danger. That a gaping crack will 
develop between the rim of the tub 
and the adjoining wall, and that 
water will enter this crack and ruin 
the plaster ceiling below. The pre- 
ventive. A plastic bathtub molding, 
in itself resistant to water. It should 
also prevent leakage. It should not 
be rigidly connected to either the 
tub or the wall, lest further expan- 
sion re-open the crack. 
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15. Leaders 


The danger. That during freezing 
weather ice will form inside the 
leaders, causing them to split or 
burst. The preventive. An easily in- 
stalled device that insures against 
the formation of ice. The unit must 
be sturdily constructed, yet light. 
When fitted into the leader open- 
ings (in the gutters), it should, upon 
contact with ice, release a chemical 
solution that melts the ice before it 
has a chance to do damage. 


16. Exposed structural 


wood 

The danger. That sills, floor joists, 
sub-floors, porch floors—all wood 
near the ground will be attacked by 
termites, carpenter ants, and dry 
rot. The preventive. Wood preserva- 
tive. Although immersion of the 
wood in the preserving solution is rec- 
ommended, the preservative should 
be reasonably effective when ap- 
plied with a brush. It should thwart 
the efforts of all destructive insects 
and diseases. !t should be paint- 
able and putty-able; permanent and 
odorless.

NE city dweller owns a far 








bought my farm for the same fuzzy reasons that so many 

thousands of other city people are buying farms. To have a 
place to go for vacations. To have a tangible investment—at 
least a house to live in, if the worst happens. And underneath, 
what is probably the real reason of all... a deep hunger for 
land of my own under my feet. 

What amazes me is the realization that what I bought was not 
just a house, a farm. I bought a whole new way of life. 

I had vaguely in mind, of course, the day when I would retire 
from business. Theoretically, everyone who works looks forward 
to not working. Actually, we all dread it. ’'ve had such varied 
and colorful jobs that the thought of some day having to stop, 
of knowing I’d come to the end of my business life, was not 
pleasant to face. What would I do with leisure? Perhaps the 
most satisfying dividend I shall ever get from my farm is the 
fact that now I look forward to the day I can start living on it. 
When I finish with business, I shall be setting out upon a brand 
new adventure in living. 

I didn’t find the place from an ad. It lies outside a village 
where I have spent many vacations. Painted long ago a henna 
red with chocolate trim, it seemed to cower, like an ungainly 
ill-dressed child, behind trees in the dooryard. When I look at 
the first photographs I took of it, | wonder how I had the 
courage to buy it. But more and more I know that it was one 
of the most intelligent impulses | ever had. 

Even with the rickety sheds removed, the house is still an odd 
mongrel, with bay windows and steep Victorian gables grafted 
on an original Colonial squareness. But now, painted white, it 
shines through the elms and apple trees, against pine woods 
that look black by contrast. The dooryard slopes down to a 
road, across which the land stops abruptly with a cliff that holds 
back the ocean. Alongside the house are clear fields. Behind the 
first field, hidden in a grove of pines, is a secretive, still pond, 
where an old dam holds back the rain and melting snow that 
drain off the wooded ridge above it. What made me want the

place was the pond, the fields slanted toward the shore, the views 
of ocean, the big austere rooms with sunny bay windows. 

So suddenly, towards the end of one vacation, | bought it 
and my adventure began. It needed paint. I wanted some parti- 
tions down. The chimneys weren't safe. There was no deep well. 
The dam and the stone walls needed repair. I put the work in 
local hands, and my weekly payroll was the record of my induc- 
tion into the village. ; 

Summer people are an important cash crop in Maine. In many 
communities, almost the only cash crop. But summer is a pre- 
cariously short season. So the work on my place, lasting through 
the winter months, was a factor in village life that opened my 
eyes to practical economics. I took money out of the bank for 
the remodeling of my farm, and for the first time in my life had 
an insight into what the circulation of money can do. This was 
before the present prosperity of New England’s shipyards. Those 
tough, self-respecting Yankees would rather live on the fish and 
clams from the sea, day after day, indefinitely, than go on relief. 
And by the time work was started on my place some families 
were doing just that. Nothing I ever did with money has given 
me the deep satisfaction of signing those checks that gave work 
to people who needed it. 

Another primary lesson my new world has taught me is that 
all work is equally necessary, equally dignified. In the country 
there are no false distinctions between white collar and overall 
jobs. I can write advertising but I cannot bake or plow. So the 
same neighbors and friends who visit with me also bake for me 
and plow for me. I pay them, because I have the money I earn 
in New York and they have the skills I Jack for country-living. 
It is as simple as that. I like to think that if they ever wanted 
any advertising copy, they would hire me to write it for them. 

I was reminded that this is not the city dweller’s point of 
view toward work when I took a New York girl to the farm for 
a week end. We were lingering over breakfast when a car drove

Reynaldo Luza, a South American designer with a genu 
ine flair for hue and shade, set out to find the most characteris- 
tic colors of his 3 itinent. He returned from his grand 
tour bearing on his col te these powertul shades that the 


good neighbors love. They come from the highlands, the low- 
lands, the plains, and the jungles. They stem from purple moun- 
tains, tropical blossoms, and the berry dyes of Indians. Luza 
calls them such names as Andes pink, indigo India, sierra yel- 
low, Inca red, and believes that they are at their most effective 
when they are mixed, and mixed in quantity. 

The summer living room you see was planned by Benno de 
Terey of W. & J. Sloane to show North Americans what color 
can do for a room that is, in its. fundamentals, a typically con- 
ventional American room. The furniture is rattan, a favorite 
with us for informal use. But the versatile Mr. Luza, who de- 
signed it, gave it flowing lines and a hint of formal scrolls, bor- 
rowed from the Spanish baroque heritage of South America. 
He trimmed it in Andes pink and called it South American 
Colonial because it has a new world simplicity plus a sugges- 
tion of the Castilian elegance that the early grandees brought 
with them. The fabrics are rough-textured and looped weaves, 
typical of the modern fabrics we use in our homes. But in strong 
Luza colors, mixed without apology for their being unconven- 
tional combinations, they give the room imagination and vitality 
such as no pale-faced mixtures could ever give it.

1. Look at what you already own with new eyes. There’s literally 
nothing in the furnishing world that can’t be either painted or 
slipcovered, and be the better for it. 


2. Take off those dark glasses you’ve been wearing when you 
look at what you now have. What you’ve been wanting to throw 
away some clever decorator might probably buy second hand, 
to rebuild or refinish and sell again at a fancy price. So why 
not do it yourself? 


3. Cheapest redecorating formula is to paint everything . . . and 
we mean EVERYTHING. Next most effective and economical 
formula is to change all the fabrics in a room. If you can afford 
both paint and fabrics, the stars are your limit. See what they 
contributed in the room across the page. 


4. Don’t be afraid to be different. Remember variety is the spice 
of life. Look at the little breakfast table in the room opposite 
and you'll see what we mean. It used to be the legs of an old- 
fashioned sewing machine. But three coats of paint, a new top, 
and an organdy cloth turned it into a charming piece. Think 
how many people would give the old sewing machine to the 
junk man, not seeing the possibility, or not daring to salvage it! 


5. Don’t be afraid of color contrasts. Look how effectively pinks, 
plums, ashes of roses, and white combine in this room. If you 
are timid about pioneering a new color scheme of your own, 
we'll give you a tip. Steal a color scheme out of a piece of gay 
multi-colored chintz, as was done in this bedroom. Fabric de- 
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signers know what colors can be effectively combined. You can’t 
go wrong if you enlarge upon a color scheme already proven. 


6. Don’t tolerate skimpiness. There’s nothing that robs a room 
of elegance as much as lack of fullness—in curtains, flounces, 
ruffles, pleats, and the like. A good rule is to use 100% fullness 
wherever you are using fabrics that are not to be stretched taut. 
If you think you can’t afford 100% fullness, then you are buy- 
ing a too-expensive fabric. An inexpensive fabric looks better 
and richer, when made up by this standard, than an expensive 
fabric does made up skimpily, 


@- Think up new uses for everyday materials. For instance, see 
how the lovely floral in the chintz was cut out to make a dé- 
coupage on the wall around the mirror and on the chest. At 
practically no expense, these fabric cut-outs give a hand-painted, 
custom-order look. All this idea really cost was the imagination 
to see the possibility in the first place. 


8. Secret to any decorating job is to finish it. Lots of fine deco- 
rating schemes never “jell” because someone fails to put on the 
finishing touches—the small tokens of perfection, like the ap- 
pliquéd flowers on the organdy breakfast cloth and on the pil- 
low shams, the matching lamp shades, the just-right dressing 
table accessories. So much of decorating success lies in being 
meticulous about small things. 


9. “Almost good enough” won’t do. Being stern with yourself 
about achieving perfection is an absolute requisite. Por instance, 
see how easily the colors in the room opposite might have fought 
each other instead of complementing each other. If you find 
yourself making compromises, then is the time either to throw 


it out or paint it, dye it, slipcover it, or just plain fake it.

ho does not remember from childhood that practical aunt and 

solid citizen who invariably remembered one’s birthday, or some 
other supposedly festive occasion, with a pair of stout gray gloves? 

“Such a serviceable color,” your mother would say, pointing out 
as well the obviously expensive nature of the ugly things. 

Striving to be appreciative, you would nod sadly and wish that 
just once they could be a pair of scarlet mittens. 

In time this benighted female took on the character of her pres- 
ents in your mind. She became stout and gray, no matter what her 
dimensions or her coloring. And no doubt she was, because gifts 
shamelessly reveal hidden facets of personality in the giver, and they 
sometimes end up by being monuments to bad judgment, haste, lack 
of consideration, or a misguided sense of duty. 

For this, if for no other reason, the greatest good sense must be 
brought to bear on their selection. Not only is the gift without the 
giver bare, but the gift that looks as if it were the product of an 
unpleasant chore, or a compromise to enable the purchaser to check 
it off a list of things to do today, or simply the routine payment of 
an obligation, is a meaningless waste of generosity and money. 

The same must be said of a present chosen simply because it 
appeals to the giver, and not because it will be suitable or desirable 
to the person who will receive it. No doubt that serViceable aunt had

ooking and eating out of doors is one of the oldest American traditions. 
( Our hardy forefathers, with the dream of empire driving them on, were 
of necessity outdoor cooks. Bread, rolls, cakes, and pies were baked in 
front of a fire, and griddlecakes, sausages, and savory stews were pre- 
pared over a fire. My grandmother’s hand-written cookbook gives rules 
for vinegar pies, corn dodgers, ham with dumplings, and many other 
toothsome dishes that were prepared at the campfire as the wagon train 
trekked across the prairie. 

Nowadays, outdoor cooking is part of the household scheme. Fireplaces 
and grills, whether elaborately constructed or simple portable units, have 
become as much a part of the home as ordinary kitchen equipment. 
Summer entertainment and dining center around the garden or terrace. 
This year, when travel is necessarily limited, we should learn to find our 
recreation at home. Whether we are on a penthouse terrace, on a lake- 
shore in the northern woods, high up in the Rockies, or in a secluded 
garden in the middle of a bustling city, the joy of the outdoors and the 
savor of outdoor food are pleasures we may all enjoy. Well prepared food 
and pleasant company are luxuries that cannot be rationed. When com- 
bined with the magic of a clear moonlit night or the cool of a summer 
morning, they offer us a wealth of promise. 

Hearty menus and large helpings are the best rules for outdoor dining. 
Pll give you some of my favorites, which have not only been well re- 
hearsed and played to first-night audiences, but have had long runs. to 
enthusiastic acclaim. 

The Man’s Dinner, appropriately enough, begins with mint juleps. 
They are as satisfying and exciting as any drink in alcoholic literature. 
The secret of good ones is to have your ice pounded to a powder. First 
of all, put six or seven leaves of fresh mint in the bottom of a tall glass 
or tankard with a teaspoon of powdered sugar or a scant teaspoon of 
honey. Add to this a teaspoon of water, crush the leaves well with a 
muddler, and mix thoroughly. Fill the glass or tankard with chopped ice 
and add Bourbon to within one inch of the top of the glass. Stir, stir, 
stir, Chill in the refrigerator for twenty minutes to half an hour, if you 
can wait that long, and add more ice if necessary and a generous spray 
of mint. 


With these juleps serve a bow! of fresh radishes. green onions, and 
carrots and a plate of bacon curls. For the latter, roll slices of bacon. 
slip them on metal skewers, and broil over the coals till crisp. 


Repeat this process as often as deemed wise.

DELPHINIUM 


t would be hard to find a list of three garden headliners that didn’t in- 
een Delphiniums. Big or little, and whatever its color, the Delphinium 
has a dignity that few other flowers can approach. Of course, it has beauty 
of form and color, too, and hardiness even in rigorous winters. And given 
average good care it will thrive in almost anybody's garden. It does have 
certain preferences about its environment, though. It likes sun. It wants 
a rich but friable soil, slightly on the alkaline side. It must have good 
drainage about its roots and it should not be cramped for space. You 
see both the giant hybrids and the smaller Belladona type at the right. 









Plant fresh seed with care 





it's fun to try growing your own, but 
get fresh seed (in July) of top strains 
and do a careful job. In a shaded 






frame have a layer of drainage ma- 





terial, then sand, loam, peat with 





limestone; then same _ mixture 
screened without lime. Firm seeds 
gently into surface and cover with 
sand or sifted peat, without further 
packing. Treat seeds with disin- 
fectant against “damp-off' fungi 


Make Delphiniums a good home 


Prepare the ground well before set- 
ting out either your own plants or 
those bought from a good nursery- 
man. Dig down 18” and provide 
basis of loamy soil in which a little 
complete plant food and a handful 
of lime has been mixed. Rotted ma- 
nure or compost are also good. 
Make sure roots are not cramped, 
firm well, and water when hole is 


half full. Then add dry soil to level 
















Cut back to get second bioom 
When first flower spikes fade, cut 
stems back in 2 or 3 steps. Block the 
holes with mud (right). Second spikes 
will come up from base. Cultivation 
should be shallow, to keep weeds 
down and hold moisture. Tablespoon 
of plant food in spring, then after 
blooming. When watering, water 
ground around base only, but deep- 
ly. Stake your flower spikes before 


they need it, to be on the safe side 













Give young seedlings space 


When seedlings have two sets of 
true leaves, transplant to 6” apart. 
Roots will be stimulated by this pro- 
cedure. If plants are large enough 
to put in permanent positions at 
least a month before frost, fine; 
otherwise leave in nursery rows, 
mulch with coal ashes, and protect 
with salt hay or similar non-packing, 
non-rotting mulch and set in final 
position early the following spring 





Wateh out for bugs and fungi 


Delphiniums are apt to be hit hard 
by pests when they are hit at all. 
Spray crowns in spring with Bor- 
deaux. Watch for slugs, aphis and 
mites. Mites suck juices and make 
leaves curl up (A); aphis sucking 
curls leaves down (B). Nicotine or 
pyrethrum or a_ standard 3-way 
spray will get these. For slugs use 
poison bait. Crown rot, causing 
stems to topple, means destroy plant 


Protect the crowns in winter 


Coal ashes around the crowns make 
an excellent winter mulch. When 
ground freezes, cover with loose 
material, as for seedlings above, 
and hold down by evergreen boughs 
or the like. Division of large clumps 
should be done in early spring with 
a sharp knife. Three vigorous stalks 
are enough for one plant. More than 
five are best pinched out in spring 
when growth is definitely started

Team Mates—Remember the spaghetti bar at the World’s Fair? 
There everyone from bus boys to bankers laid their quarter down 
in exchange for a plateful of spaghetti well dressed with a rich and 
onion-garlic scented sauce. Daily 200 pounds of spaghetti were 
cooked; over 450,000 guests were served in a season. That spaghetti 
eatery was a sampling bar established to introduce America to an 
Italian spaghetti firm, the Buitoni Products, Inc., already 113 years 
old on the Continent. The firm was moving to America. 

“So light,” eaters remarked, lapping up a plateful and trotting 
back for free seconds. Light it should be, for this spaghetti is made 
with more gluten and less starch than the usual varieties. It rests easy 
on the stomach. This spaghetti cooks in boiling salted water in eight 
minutes and, being almost starch free, cooks tender without gummi- 
ness. Something else we have noted in cooking is that it increases in 
volume more than the usual types. 

Team mate to the spaghetti is a meat sauce, which was made and 
sold in France for half a century. Now it is made in Brooklyn, New 
York. Last month we watched a batch through its processes of manu- 
facture. Workers cleaning onions, skinning garlic, workers cutting 
haunches of beef into chunks, one worker pressing hard cheese 
through the electric grinder. Onions and garlic are machine chopped 
before going to the braising pans to hiss and sputter in their meeting 
with the hot olive oil. When the vegetables are golden brown, small 
chunks of rump beef are added and browned, then sweet butter and 
California claret go in, the huge pan is covered, the heat reduced, 
while cooking continues 24% hours. Now the meat is tender and is 
removed from the braising pan to run through the grinder. 

Meanwhile gallons of tomato paste, turned into a 200 gallon stain- 
less steel kettle, have boiled for one hour. After that salt and sweet 
butter are added for seasoning. Now a fourth of this paste is trans- 
ferred to the braising pan to join the ground beef and the mixture 
let simmer, 30 minutes more. This pleasing little turmoil of garlic, 
onion, butter, sauce, and meat—yes, and wine—is returned to the 
tomato paste waiting in the big cooker. The electric beating arm 
running like a ramrod through the kettle blends the mass. Cheese 
finely ground (nine parts Wisconsin Reggoano and one part Peco- 
rino), is added at this point. Sweet butter again! Cheese and butter 
go in with a lavish hand—90 pounds of butter, 91 pounds of cheese 
and 115 pounds of meat for every 200 gallons of sauce. An outstand- 
ing product. Both spaghetti and sauce sell in the larger cities across 
America—New York, Boston, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Chicago, 
San Francisco. 


Glamour Spuds—Potatoes get a beauty treatment that is more 
than skin deep. They are graded, scrubbed clean as fine fruits, 
then “conditioned” to keep them rot free. Potato growers of the 
Goulds section of Florida were first to try the new process, which 
cut down soft rot almost 100 per cent. Maine sent conditioned 
potatoes to eastern markets last winter. Now glamourized potatoes 
are shipped from Loxley, Alabama, from New Bern, North Caro- 
lina, from Charleston, South Carolina, from Norfolk, Virginia. 

The processing method was perfected by the Armour Institute 
of Technology, Chicago. But its primary pattern was discovered 
by Fred C. Peters, a potato grower and packer of Goulds. For 
several years growers have been washing the best potatoes they 
ship. Clean potatoes bring higher prices. Women dislike buying 
dirt by the pound. But washing caused trouble. Unless the spuds 
were thoroughly dried, soft rot would occur, causing huge spoilage 
and terrific loss to grower, grocer, and cook. 
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Fiddling around to discover a better drying method, Mr. Peters 
tried passing his freshly washed potatoes over a conveyor belt 
through a hot air chamber. That stunt brought a miracle to pass. 
It dried the potatoes thoroughly; it stopped soft rot, the potato 
man’s bugaboo. Sure he told his neighbors and they tried this dry- 
ing method, too, with equal success. More than 15,000 cars of 
potatoes thus treated were shipped from the section without a 
single claim laid against spoilage. 

At this point the growers got together and requested the Armour 
Research Foundation for specific information regarding the chemi- 
cal and physical reaction of the heat on potato’s starch layers. 
Something happened, they knew, but they didn’t know what. Lab- 
oratory examination showed that under heat the outside skin in- 
creases its number of cells thus forming a barrier preventing en- 
trance of soft rot bacteria. At the same time this drying process 
tends to kill bacteria present. No sterilizing takes place. The 
potato’s flavor and its shape are not the least changed. 

Glorified spuds, washed, dried, and heat treated, cost a few 
cents more per 10-pound bag. But you get your money back and 
with interest—no rotten spots to pare away—no potatoes to toss 
to the garbage can.

Previously for the same price the purchaser got but 114 ounces, 
25 cups. The new family size jar provides 120-cup service for 
$1.48. This soluble powder is 100 per cent coffee. No maltrose, no 
dextrose. Handy for hurry days. Just add boiling water to 1% 
teaspoon of coffee—it dissolves instantly into a fragrant brew. 


All American—A new chutney as American as corn on the cob, 
made by G. B. Raffetto, Inc., and made almost entirely of native 
garden and orchard wares, makes no pretense whatsoever to imi- 
tate the East Indian product. East Indian chutneys naturally make 
use of mangoes heavily as a base fruit, this being the abundant 
fruit of the country. The new chutney features American melons 
along with a dozen other fruits from our finest orchards. There 





are 21 products in the sweet pickle—ginger and citron the two 
imported fruits. In the mixture are raisins, currants, orange peel 
and lemon peel, chili peppers, black walnuts. Fresh garlic is 
used, this hand peeled, then cut and ground. Malt vinegar is 


mixed with a blended distilled vinegar to give its special blessing.

It all began innocently enough 
when [| thought of starting a few 
shade trees along the drive. The 
nursery catalogue asked, sensibly: 
“Why not plant nut trees for shade, 
and ‘enjoy the added thrill of pick- 
ing up your own nuts at the 
Thanksgiving season?” 

The catalogue didn’t say whether 
nut trees would survive the rigor- 
ous Maine climate, so I wrote to 
the Department of Agriculture in 
Washington. They not only sent me 
helpful pamphlets and_ personal 
advice, but put me in touch with 
Maine regional offices, the State 
University and County Farm Bu- 
_reaus. The consensus was that nuts 
would grow where peaches do, and 
Maine grows peaches. 

This correspondence about 
peaches whetted my appetite. The 
County Agent sent me a_ leaflet 
about a Maine State cooperative 
buying pool, through which farm- 
ers buy selected and inspected ap- 
ple and peach trees at less than 
nursery prices. This pool was in 
terms of thousands of trees: would 
its service be available to small 
fry like me?

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~ June can make or break the Vegetable Harvest 


Now is the time to get in your best licks 


against the summer weeds and insect pests 


By David W. Bailey 
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When to cultivate? Well, St. Paul 
offered the answer for that prob- 
lem. Now, he said, is the accepted 
time. But it’s a good plan to culti- 
vate in the early morning as well. 
Then the hot sun at noon will dis- 
courage any effort on the part of 
re-establish 
themselves before they have com- 
pletely wilted. And cultivate the 
day following a rain, of course. 
Weeds will then be soft and tender 


uprooted weeds to 


—easy victims to your hoe; while 
the vegetables themselves will be 
all on tiptoe to reach out their own 
roots into every bit of good garden 
soil you can clear for them. Once 
they have really monopolized the 
soil, once their tops are big enough 
to shade the ground effectively— 
then, but not before, will it be time 
for you to hang up your hoe and go 
fishing. 





Unless you wish to invite a Pearl 
Harbor in miniature, you had _ bet- 
ter prepare now for the plague of 
insect pests that is sure to settle 
upon your garden-patch the latter 
part of this month. It will be well 
to familiarize yourself with the ap- 
pearance of these invaders, much 
as your local air raid spotters 
memorize in advance the patterns 
of the enemy planes with which 


they may have to deal. After all, 


the Jap beetles, as well as Jap 
bombers, are a menace to our peace 
of mind. And for both we should 
have our arsenal ready. Here is a 
list of ten potential marauders with 
a few words of description and a 
i | suggestion as to what you can do 


to put each one in his place: 








1. Mexican bean beetle: a bronze- 
winged spotted beetle slightly larger 
than the familiar “lady bug”; pro- 
ducing a plague of fuzzy yellow 
larvae who will reduce the leaves 
of kidney beans and even lima 
beans to mere skeletons if left to 
themselves for as little as a fort- 
night. Rotenone dust is the pre- 
scription; magnesium arsenate can 
be used before the blossoms. fall. 
2. Striped cucumber beetle: Just 
what his name implies; there is 
scarcely a chance that he will fail 
to find your squashes, melons, and 
cucumbers. He breeds with alarm- 
ing rapidity and is quick to take 
wing if disturbed. You may cover 
young seedlings with oiled-paper 
caps or mosquito netting on hoops. 
Use rotenone freely after the vines 
have begun to run. If you can’t get 
rotenone locally, dust with 9 parts 
fine sifted mason’s hydrate of lime 
to 1 part of calcium arsenate. 

3. Squash bug, known also as the 
stink bug for reasons that will be 
obvious if you step on one: a lead- 
gray, shield-shaped bug about 5” 
long who sucks the juices of a 
number of native plants but be- 
comes a nuisance on the melon 
tribe especially. Hard to discourage 
with sprays; more susceptible to 
rotenone cust; in the small, home 
garden best controlled by hand- 
picking into a tin-can containing 
1 or 2 tablespoonfuls of kerosene. 
4. Colorado potato beetle: a red- 
headed, striped beetle who has in- 
fested almost every American po- 
tato patch since 1879. A calcium- 
arsenate or lead-arsenate spray will 
do him in; in order to ward off the 
early blight, which he brings with 
him, it is well to add Bordeaux 
mixture to the arsenate. 

5. Flea beetle: a tiny black fellow 
who jumps with amazing alacrity 
when you try to get him under your 
thumb. He attacks the first potato 
sprouts; he is also fond of tomato 
seedlings and in a day or two will 
riddle a promising row of trans- 
with “shot-holes.” 
Any sticky spray will help. When 
you use arsenate and Bordeaux on 


plants minute 


your potatoes, save a little for the 
tomatoes. 

6. Cabbage worm: a name that fits 
several species but is used most 
commonly to describe the larvae of 
white or sulphur-colored butterflies, 
which flit in couples with such gay 
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insouciance across the sunny gar- 
den-patch. Rotenone dust early, re- 
peated at 3 or 4 weekly intervals, 
will account for these saboteurs 
who attempt to bore in. 

7. Aphids: pale green, soft-bodied, 
sucking insects; your green peas 
are liable to suffer from them in 
spring, your Brussels sprouts and 
other cabbage-kinds in autumn. 
Either rotenone or nicotine sulfate 
(“Black Leaf 40”) controls them. 
8. European corn-borer: this fly 
punctures the sweet-corn stalk and 
lays its egg inside; the developing 
larvae bore through the heart of 
the stalk and, if left to themselves, 
tunnel the whole length. They 
winter over in old corn stubble. 
Burn all stubble or plough it under 
at least 6” deep. When “frass,” pro- 
truding from the punctured stalk of 
the growing corn, reveals the pres- 
ence of the larvae, slit the stalk 
gently with a jack-knife and kill 
the borer by hand. After the tassel 
has shed its pollen you may lop off 
infested corn tops and burn them. 
9. Corn ear-worm: lays its eggs 
among the silk at the tip of the 
husk; especially troublesome in the 
later varieties of sweet corn. Plant 
earlier sorts and varieties, which 
are protected by tight husks. On 
late corn, apply a few drops of 
mineral oil to the maturing silk. 
Rotenone is also a deterrent. 

10. Cut-worm: the larvae of several 
varieties of insects, gray or striped, 
working at the surface of the ground 
or just below it; fond of chewing 
through the stems of tender trans- 
plants such as tomatoes. Guard 
against them by using cardboard 
collars curled into rings some 3” or 
4” across. If they are numerous, 
bait for them by sprinkling over the 
ground at night lumps of a poisoned 
paste made of bran or cornflakes, 
molasses, and Paris green or ar- 
senate of lead. If you are afraid 
domestic pets may find the _ bait, 
place it under boards weighted 
down with rocks. The worms will 
rise for it under the boards. 

Once you have conquered these 
you will be ready for tarnish bugs,

persuasions of the receiver into 
consequence, is more satisfying 
than the most ostentatious and 
costly object, which has no concern 
with its eventual setting or the way 
of life of its new owner. 

It is as impossible to generalize 
about the selection of appropriate 
gifts as it is to generalize about 
people themselves, but it is im- 
portant to marshal all your great 
good sense when you go to choose. 
House gifts especially should be 
subjected to thoughtful scrutiny 
since they may persist for years 
and must be fitted into some exist- 
ing set-up. Here are a few leading 
questions you might ask yourself

These questions should settle 
any indecision you may feel with 
regard to the gift under consider- 
ation—one way or another. If the 
answers do not add up and you 
are at your wits’ end, it is better 
to buy nothing than to make a 
costly mistake and send something 
your friend would like to take back 
but can’t.

sirloin or porterhouse. Heavy, well- 
aged prime beef is the thing you 
want. Look for cherry-red, well 
marbled beef with cream-colored 
flaky fat. Charcoal or briquette 
broiling takes its toll in shrinkage, 
so buy your steak accordingly. If 
you are certain all the guests like 
steak cooked to the same degree 
of doneness, you may buy one 
steak. But if there are the well 
dones, the rares, and the mediums 
in the party, buy accordingly. 

Be sure to have your fire started 
well enough ahead so that you will 
have a fine bed of hot coals for 
your broiling. Let your meat warm 
up by removing it from the refrig- 
erator at least two hours before 
you want to use it. 

Here are two methods for grill- 
ing your steak. 

1. Grease your grill with a little 
of the fat cut steak. 
Place your steaks on the grill only 


from the 


when everyone is assembled and 
ready for the feast as soon as it is 
cooked. It is far better to have the 
guests standing around with their 
mouths watering than for you to 
see your cherished culinary  tri- 
umph drying up and shrinking to 
nothing. Sear the steak well on 
each side so that the juices will 
remain inside instead of dropping 
into the fire. Just before removing 
from the fire, salt and pepper each 
side of the steak well and rush to 
the carving board. 

2. This is the same method ex- 
cept that you marinate your steaks 
in the following mixture for several 
hours before cooking. The amount 
of marinade you use depends en- 
tirely upon the amount of steak 
you have. But the following pro- 
portions are right. To one cup of 
oil (and use a little of your store 
of olive oil) use the juice of one 
lemon. A 
grated black pepper, 1 teaspoon 


half-teaspoon freshly 
salt, and a good mixture of herbs— 
parsley, marjoram, and a _ tiny 
pinch of thyme. To this, add 1 
sliced sweet onion of medium size 
and a clove. of garlic, crushed. 
Allow the steak to bathe in this 
mixture for several hours and then 
toss it on the grill. Broil as above. 


Hashed-in-Cream Potatoes 


Hashed-in-cream potatoes are a 
natural with steak at any time, and 
with hearty appetites such as one 
expects in such cases they are a 
boon. Dice 3 cups of previously 
boiled potatoes and cook them in 3 
tablespoons of fat, turning them 
frequently till nicely browned and 


well mixed. Salt and pepper well, 
add Y% cup heated cream and mix 
thoroughly with the potatoes be- 
fore removing them from the heat. 
Sprinkle liberally with chopped 
parsley and serve. Serves four. 


Grilled Sweet Corn 


Grilled sweet corn needs tender, 
garden fresh ears. Leave them in 
their in cold 
water, being sure to leave plenty 
of moisture in the husks. Place on 
a grill over the coals and turn 
frequently for about 10 minutes.

Green Salad 


Nothing but a green salad and 
a good selection of cheese should 
follow such hearty fare. Mix a 
variety of greens—from your own 
garden, if possible—and toss them 
with your favorite dressing right in 
front of your guests. Two good 
combinations of greens are: let- 
tuce, crisp romaine, chicory, and 
escarole; or watercress, field salad, 
and tender young dandelions. Have 
your greens wrapped in a_ wet 
towel and in a cool place. Break 
them into your salad bowl, which 
has been well rubbed with garlic, 
and then perform the rite of dress- 
ing and tossing it. Use plenty of 
fresh chervil and tarragon in your 
dressing, for that gives it distine- 
tion. I use 4 parts of oil to 1 of 
vinegar, but that is perhaps not 
tart enough for you. You may 
prefer 3 parts oil to 1 of vinegar, 
with nothing else to enhance it— 
save the herbs—but salt and pep- 
per. Mix well, pour over the crisp 
greens, and blend well with a 
wooden fork and spoon.

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Hew to Hang Pictures on Plaster Walls 


Do you want to hang a picture or shelf on a 
plaster wall so that it will be absolutely 
secure, and your plaster wall won't disin- 
tegrate piece by piece as you hammer? 
There is a household fastening kit that con- 
tains an assortment of special plugs or screw 
anchors, drills, screws, and drives, which 
take the gamble out of hanging objects on 
plaster walls—or any type of wall for that 
matter, including wood, tile, marble, slate, 
and glass. Three matching items in the kit 
do the trick: drill, rot-proof jute-fiber plug, 
and wood screw. 





How to Refurbish Awnings 


How do your awnings look this year? If 
youve already put them up and they look 
pretty duil and lifeless, you can recondition 
them (for about 70 cents per awning)— 
without taking them down—with an awning 
paint, which is easy to apply, doesn’t stiffen 
the fabric, will not crack, is sun-resistant, 
water-repellent, and contains a mildew-kill- 
ing agent, which retards mildew and _ rot.

A clear mar- 
quisette with a crisp, starchless 
finish that will stand many 
launderings. ‘“‘Sabel’’ cotton mar- 
quisette will shrink no more than 
2% in length in washing, requires 


no stretching or starching, and | 


can be smoothed out with a warm 
iron. It retains these qualities to 
a large measure even after many 
washings. ‘‘Sabel”’ rayon marqui- 
sette will keep its crispness after 
several launderings, requires no 
stretching and shrinkage is con- 
siderably reduced. Uses: plain 
and dotted cotton marquisette and 
rayon marquisette glass curtains, 
yard goods. 

Sanforized (sin/for-i-z’d), adj. 
A registered trademark used on 
mechanically pre-shrunk fabrics, 
which meet the standard of less 
than 1% residual shrinkage by 
tests regularly checked by the 
owners of the trademark. Used 
on cotton, linen, spun rayon, and 
combinations of these. The proc- 
ess pushes fibers closer together 
so that a firmer, stronger fabric 
results. Laundering does not alter 
its pre-shrunk qualities. Other 
finishes may be added to ‘‘San- 
forized”” goods. Uses: curtains, 
draperies, slipcovers, mattress cov- 
ers, mattress pads. 

Sanitized (sin‘-tiz’d), n. An 
antiseptic chemical treatment ap- 
plied to textile fibers and fabrics 
to inhibit germ growth. The so- 
lution permeates the entire fabric 
and is harmless, non-toxic, non- 
allergic, and odorless. Odors will 
not develop in fabric that has 
been “Sanitized.”’ Its qualities 
withstand dry cleaning, airing 
and brushing indefinitely, but a 
strong soap solution will destroy 
its efficiency. It will stand about 
twelve washings with mild soap 
and water with decreasing effi- 
ciency. Solution may be applied 
during final rinse in the manufac- 
ture of fabric, and may also be 
sprayed on prior to final drying 
or pressing. “Sanitized,’’ when 
applied to household, hospital, 
and institutional laundry, is 
added to the final rinse waters. 
Uses: mattress ticking, pillow 
ticking, mattress covers. 
Stand-Fast n. A_ pyroxylin- 
impregnated fabric for window 
shades. Process is applied to cot- 
ton goods during manufacture 
and makes fabric washable with 
soap and water, waterproof, 
weatherproof and fast to light. 


Smooth finish makes fabric dust- | 


resistant. Its qualities last 


in- 
definitely. Uses: window shades. 
Saylerizing (sa’-lér-i-zing), n. 
A chemical (Heberlein) process 





applied to sheer cotton fabrics 
during manufacture to give them 


lasting crispness and body. Cot- | 


ton fibers are smoothed down so 
that fabrics can not easily attract 
dust and atmospheric moisture. 
The treatment increases the clar- 
ity of weave and color, and gives 
cloth greater durability without 
changing its feel or appearance. 
Finish lasts through the life of the 
fabric and no starch is necessary 
in laundering. Used on organdy, 
dotted Swiss, voile. Uses: cur- 
tains, bedspreads, draperies, dress- 
ing table skirts. 


Staze-Rite (staz’rit), n. <A 
chemical process that gives 
sheer cottons a lasting crispness 
and luster. Chemical permeates 
yarns and flattens cotton fiber 
fuzz, but does not affect the ap- 
pearance or feel of the fabric. 
Contains no starch and needs 
none in laundering. Dampness 
and heat will not affect the finish, 
hence fabric does not become limp 
or sleazy. Gives fabric greater 
transparency and straightens the 
weave. Process reduces shrink- 
age in the fabric. When laun- 
dered, fabrics will shrink in width 
but not in length. Ironing will 
bring back the original shape and 
no stretching is required. Since 
fibers have been flattened, there 
is no lint and dust can not pene- 
trate. Fabrics so treated may be 
dry cleaned. These qualities re- 
main for the life of the material. 
Finish is applied only during 
manufacture. Uses: marquisette 
curtains, colored and printed or- 
gandy curtains, bedspreads, dress- 
ing table skirts. 


Tebilized (tébi-li-z’d)x, adj. A 
synthetic resin bath is given to 
materials to make them crease- 
resistant. The process is applied 
at a high temperature and used 
on cotton, linen, rayon, and mix- 
tures. These are vegetable fibers, 
which in their natural state have 
no resiliency, but after treatment 
they resist and recover from 
creases just as do wool and silk, 
which are animal fibers. Treated 
fabrics tend to shed the dust and 
dirt, the shrinkage is reduced. This 
helps to prevent slippage. The 
drape and feel of the fabric is 
very much improved and the 
goods have additional weight. Can 
be dry cleaned without losing its 
qualities and will take gentle 
washing. Uses: voile, linen, case- 
ment cloth and rayon fabrics. Also 
velvets. 


Wat-A-Set (wd’ti-stt), n. A 
chemical bath given to rayon 
and cotton fabrics, which keeps 
the fabric lastingly fresh or crisp. 
Renders both rayon and cotton 
washable. Lessens shrinking and 
curtains will not shrink out of 
fit. Weave is not distorted in 
washing. Fibers are smoothed in 
the process so that fabrics are 
dust-resistant and will not sag or 
go limp in damp weather. Dots on 
cotton fabrics remain fluffy be- 


cause no starch is required in | 





laundering. Qualities are not 
changed by dry cleaning or wash- 
ing, but remain for life of the 
fabric. Process is not used on 
prints or brightly colored fabrics, 
but the neutral colors on which it 
is used have high resistance to 
fading. Finish is applied only dur- 
ing manufacture. Uses: cotton 
sheers and nets for curtaining, 
rayon marquisettes, ninons and 
voiles for curtaining, cotton and 
rayon mixtures and spun rayons 
for draperies and slipcovers. 


Wat-A-Set Bugproof, nn. A 
process similar to regular ‘““Wat- 
A-Set” with added chemical 
that repels silver fish. Used only’ 
on rayon, which is a fabric fre- 
quently attacked by these pests. 
This additional chemical in no 
way changes the qualities of the 
regular ‘““Wat-A-Set”’ treatment, 
in fact, gives a higher degree of 
sun-fastness to colors. Uses: rayon 
marquisettes, ninons, and voiles for 
curtaining, cotton and rayon mix= 
tures and spun rayons for draperies 
and slipcovers. | 


Wat-A-Tite (w6'ta-tit), n. A 
durable water -repellent that 
makes cotton and rayon fabrics 
impervious to water and water- 
soluble liquids, hence spot and 
stain-resistant. Process keeps di- 
mensions of fabrics constant so 
that curtains, draperies, and simi 
lar hanging furnishings will not 
sag. Process seals fibers but not: 
the weave, leaving fabric porous. 
Water can be forced through but 
under ordinary pressure simply 
rolls off surface of fabric. Used on: 
cotton fabrics such as gabardine 
and broadcloth. The finish with- 
stands dry cleaning almost for 
the life of the fabric. Withstands 
several ordinary washings at 
moderate temperature. Applied 
to solid colors but not to prints 
and is applied only during the 
manufacture of the cloth. Uses: 
upholstery for garden furniture, 
draperies, drapery linings, case- 
ment cloth. 

Zelan (zé'lan), n. A chemical 


solution that makes fabrics 
water-repellent and resistant to 


_ spotting by mud, beverages, and 


non-greasy common stains. Treat- 
ment does not alter the appear- 
ance or feel of the fabric or the 
porosity of its weave. Water rolls 
off surface of fabric and dust will 
not penetrate it. It reduces the 
likelihood of mildew by keeping 
moisture content down. It is a 
durable, permanent type finish 
that lasts through the normal 
life of the fabric. Withstands re- 
peated dry cleanings and laun- 
derings and its effectiveness is 
slightly lessened after several 
washings and cleanings. Treat- 
ment is given to cottons, viscose 
rayons, linens, fabrics with a low 
wool content, and may be given 
to “Everglaze” chintz to give it 
water-repellency for use in shower 
curtains. The process is part of 
the manufacture of the fabrics 
Uses: shower curtains.

Practical Gardener 


The only trouble with those rare and 
perfect June days the poet wrote about 


is that there aren’t enough of them! 


Everything happens at once this month. The garden reaches its 





spring peak at the same time as the weather—and the work schedule. 
Weeds are in full cry and must be squelehed. Young plants are 
getting a firm root-hold and must be encouraged. Most of your 
waking hours should be spent on your knees. Yet this is the time 
to back away and see just what the garden as a whole adds up to. 


Well, that’s June! 


They say you shouldn’t let the Peonies you planted last fall come 
to bloom this year. I'll be interested to see whether I shall have the 
courage to disbud three new ones I set out last October. Any bets? 


It’s customary to assume that nothing much can kill a bearded 
Tris, and to kick it around accordingly. But take a look at the cen- 
ters of the clumps this month and see how the big ones are playing 
out. Then make a stern note to divide and replant later in the season. 


Cut the lawn higher and higher. As a matter of fact | never cut mine at 
anything less than the maximum the mower allows. Maybe that's laziness. 
But maybe it's because | was burned along with a close-cut lawn four or five 


years ago, and am twice shy as a result.

f we are thirsty, we don’t wait around for a rainstorm with our 

mouths open. We go to a faucet and get a drink. And if one 
tumblerful quenches our thirst, we stop. We’re not required to 

down a gallon. Plants don’t have freedom of choice. They may be 
parched one day and waterlogged the next, with nothing to say 

about it. So you’d think that, what with the all round importance 

of water in the garden’s scheme of things, gardeners would have 

long since worked out a standard routine for supplying their plants 

with the needed amounts of moisture at the right times. Have they? 

Look around at some of your neighbors on a hot summer day and 

notice the aimless way they squirt water from a hose nozzle at 
everything in sight. They may be having fun, but they’re probably 

only teasing the garden and doing it no real good at all. There is 

one good rule for most garden watering: Wait till your plants are 

really in need of water; then supply it in liberal quantities where 

they can use it. How do you find out when plants are really thirsty? 

If more obvious evidence fails, dig down where the roots are and 
investigate. If the ground is really dry 4” or 5” down, water is 
| usually indicated. How do you apply the water? See the details 
e below. And remember, first of all, that good drainage, and a well 
cared for surface are vital before you think about garden watering.

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keep loam and rotted manure and bone meal from floating out of the tubs. 
A layer of sand is the answer. And get the fish into the pool at the same time, 
to help purify it. And don't let any fountain or waterfall ripple the surface. 


Every June I forgive my Deutzia gracilis for being such a mare’s 
nest the rest of the year. Probably it’s just me, but I cannot keep 
Eskimo pie wrappers, match-box covers, and just plain dead shoots 
out of these shrubs. But as I say, when they bloom 


Weeds, weeds, weeds! There’s one way to take the curse off 
hand-weeding, though. Unhook your mind after you get warmed 
up, and think about something pleasant. Yow ll be surprised how a 
good escapist can get a job of weeding painlessly out of the way. 


If you don’t plant another biennial, get seeds of the two Cam- 
panulas, medium and calycanthema (cup-only and cup-and-saucer, 
respectively) into the frame. And as for this year’s crop, remember 
that if you pick off just the dying florets, other blooms will push 
right out behind them. You can get three sets of bloom a year. 


Mind your staking! Better a big stake on a little plant now than a broken 
stalk that can't be staked later on. 


Don’t forget to weed the seed frames and nursery beds. The fact 
that they are off in a corner, more or less out of sight, won't make 
the plants any better able to cope with the pests. And how weeds 
can grow in a nice tidy seed-bed! 


Speaking of rock gardens, as | was a minute ago, the best mulch for pet 
Alpines is stone chips. Not pebbles or gravel, but "bluestone" chips—much 
the sort of stuff a paved road is finished off with. 


Don’t worry too much about ants. They don’t eat plants, any 
more than moles do. But they have a sweet tooth. They like the 
sweet stuff on Peony buds, and they like the secretions aphids yield. 
So if you see a lot of ants, look for the aphids and worry about 
them. 


Plant some extra annuals in the seed bed for fresh bloom in 
early fall or late summer. It’s easier with such things as Calen- 
dulas, Cornflowers, Zinnias and the like to set out replacements 
than to try and keep the early season ones in good bloom and 
healthy foliage. 


No let-up in the spraying routine! It's a bore, but spray while you can. 
Maybe next year there will be no sprays for ornamental plants. Late after- 
noon, but not too late, on the same day every week. For most things a 


"three-way'' compound is simple and safe. 


Clean up the edges and corners, the fence lines and hedge rows. 
Grass suddenly turns into a good stand of hay in such places. 
Nothing that a sharp sickle, clippers, and a strong wrist won't 


cure, though. 


Keep your Sweet Peas picked. There may be too many, but if you 


don’t pick them you won't have enough. That's not as complicated 


as it sounds. 


Whatever else you do in June, get out and visit your neighbors’ 
gardens. It’s surprising how many fine things they grow that you 
never tried. They are good gardeners, too, and you can learn a lot. 
Also, of course, you can do a little casual bragging about your 
own accomplishments. [ sometimes wonder just how many of us 
would work so hard in our gardens if we were the only ones 


doing it.
